Uaving  bowed  in  early  life  to  the  convicting  and 
converting  power  of  tlie  Holy  Spirit,  he  experienced 
the  great  work  of  regeneration  to  be  begun  and  car- 
ried forward  in  his  soul,  by  Ilis  transforming  power ; 
gradually  preparing  him  to  renounce  dependenca  on 
his  own  talents  and  acquirements,  and  to  wait  to 
receive  that  ability  from  on  high,  which  only  can 
qualify  for  usetulness  in  the  church  of  Christ.  Sub- 
mitting to  the  humbling  baptisms  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  fire,  by  which  the  heart  is  prepared  to  receive 
the  Lord's  gifts,  and  to  occupy  them  to  His  honor,  he 
was  made  an  instrument  of  good  to  others ;  and  be- 
came an  eminent  minister  of  the  gospel,  in  which 
service  he  labored  diligently.  Being  gifted  with  clear 
perception  and  a  sound  judgment,  a  mind  remarkably 
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well  disciplined  and  balanced,  and  his  natural  endow- 
ments sanctified  by  Divine  grace,  he  was  peculiarly 
fitted  for  service  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  to  the 
welfare  and  interests  of  which  he  devoted  himself 
with  cheerfulness  and  fidelity  during  a  long  course  of 
years. 

In  the  use  of  the  outward  substance  intrusted  to

to  be  borne  above  all  visible  thing^•,  by  a  ho])0  in 
Clirist,  full  of  immortality  and  of  eternal  lite.

and  friends,  as  well  as  other  close  provings;  yet, 
under  all,  her  mind  was  stayed  in  much  serenity, 
cahnly  acquiescing  in  the  will  of  her  Heavenly  Father. 

She  was  attached  to  the  principles  of  our  religious 
Society,  increasingly  so  in  the  latter  years  of  her 
life,  and  diligent  in  the  attendance  of  our  religious 
Meetings. 

Though  seldom  speaking  of  her  hopes  and  feelings, 
yet  there  is  reason  to  believe,  those  were  placed  on 
the  one  and  all-sufficient  Saviour,  and  these  were 
influcDced  by  the  teachings  of  His  Holy  Spirit. 

She  seemed  to  depend  very  little  upon  outward 
help.

She  early  evinced  an  attachment  to  the  religious 
principles  of  Friends,  and  was  zealous  in  attending 
meeting,  having  been  heard  to  say  that  it  was  a 
source  of  the  greatest  real  enjoyment  to  her,  to  sit  in 
a  meeting  for  divine  worship.  She  was  a  useful  mem- 
ber, and  filled  the  responsible  station  of  elder  for  many  j 
years. 

Much  bodily  suffering  was  her  portion  through 
the  greater  part  of  her  life,  yet  she  went  calmly  and 
uncomplainingly  onward  in  the  path  of  duty,  show- 
ing that  her  walk  was  closely  with  her  Saviour.

In  1860,  he  graduated  at  Haverford  College,  Penn., 
where  he  bore  a  high  character  with  both  officers  and 
students  for  manliness  and  integrity,  as  well  as  for 
ability. 

During  liis  connexion  with  the  College  he  mani- 
fested, in  an  unobtrusive  way^  a  lively  interest  in  eter- 
nal things,  and  the  foundations  of  his  religious  life 
were  broadened  and  strengthened.  The  boundless 
mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  was  a  theme,  which 
appeared  frequently  to  occupy  his  mind  ;  and  on  one 
occasion,  he  spoke  feehngly  bf  our  inability  to  com- 
prehend the  infinitude  of  that  mercy,  which  could  look 
with  an  eye  of  compassion  on  the  iniquities  of  men. 

He  had  a  high  appreciation  of  the  value  of  time, 
and  was  concerned  to  make  a  profitable  use  of  every 
portion  of  it.  In  early  boyhood  he  showed  an  unu- 
sual desire  for  knowledge,  and  as  he  grew  older  he 
applied  himself  assiduously  to  intellectual  pursuits  ; 
aiming  thus  both  to  promote  his  own  happiness  autl 
to  prepare  himself  for  usefulness  to  others. 

But  his  constitution  was  not  adapted  to  endure 
the  confinement  and  application  incident  to  the  stu- 
dent's life,  and  although  rigid  in  the  observance  of 
hygienic  habits,  he  was  subject  to  frequent  interrup- 
tions in  his  studies  by  poor  health. 

The  disturbed  state  of  our  beloved  country,  during

war  is  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  humanity,  and 
to  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  His  apostles.  AYhile 
he  gave  liis  warmest  sympathies  to  the  cause  of  law 
and  order,  and  longed  for  the  extinction  of  Slavery, 
he  felt  that  Friends  could  not  encourage  the  military 
movements  of  the  governments,  without  the  violation 
of  the  precepts  of  the  Gospel. 

His  belief  in  the  Christian  religion  was  not  the 
result  of  education  only,  but  was  founded  on  convince- 
ment ;  and  the  inward  conviction  and  conversion  re- 
sulting therefrom,  he  considered  the  only  tests  of 
membership  in  the  true  church  of  Christ. 

lie  was  convinced  that  the  attendance  of  meetings 
for  worship  was  a  duty  to  be  performed  without 
regard  to  loss  of  time  in  business  pursuits  ;  and  when 
in  health,  was  prompt  in  discbarge  of  it. 

On  one  occasion,  after  an  absence  from  home  for 
a  few  weeks,  when  he  was  favored  to  return  in  a 
more  comfortable  state  of  health,  his  heart  overflowed 
with  gratitude  to  Him,  whom  he  acknowledged  as 
the  fountain  from  whence  all  our  blessings  flow.  His 
conduct  and  conversation  testified  that  he  was  con- 
cerned to  lead  a  Christian  life,  and  it  is  believed  that 
he  died  in  the  Christian's  hope.

Whilst  in  health  he  was  diligent  in  the  attendance 
of  meetings,  and  manifested  an  earnest  concern  for 
the  support  of  our  various  doctrines;  he  was  espe- 
cially interested  in  the  proper  training  of  the  rising 
generation.  He  was  favored  with  sound  judgment, 
and  seeking  to  live  very  near  his  Heavenly  Father, 
he  was  prepared  for  usefulness  in  the  Church. 

On  the  24th  of  first  month  he  attended  Monthly 
Meeting,  apparently  in  usual  health,  which  was  the 
last  time  he  was  from  home.  In  the  evening  he  was 
taken  quite  unwell.  On  the  evening  of  the  27th,  some 
of  his  friends  calling  upon  him,  he  appeared  better, 
and  sitting  up,  read  a  portion  of  Scripture,  which  had 
been  his  daily  practice  for  many  years,  and  after- 
wards addressed  them  upon  the  great  responsibility 
resting  on  them  as  parents,  saying,  he  knew  what  it 
was  from  experience. 

It  was  always  a  satisfaction  to  him  to  have  the 
3* 
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company  of  the  Lord's  messengers,  which  was  his 
privilege  during  the  fore  part  of  his  illness.  This  he 
greatly  enjoyed,  and  told  them  such  visits  were  to 
him  as  a  brook  by  the  way. 

2mo.  13th.  He  read  to  his  family  from  the  Scrip- 
tures for  the  last  time,  after  which  he  earnestly  sup- 
phcated,  for  them  and  his  friends,  that  their  minds 
might  be  turned  from  the  vain  decking  and  adorning 
these  poor  bodies  to  the  true  and  living  Fountain, 

During  the  first  three  weeks  of  his  illness,  he  suf- 
fered but  little,  often  remarking  he  felt  easy  in  body 
and  mind.  On  the  16th  he  observed  he  had  felt 
doubts  from  the  first  as  to  how  his  illness  would  ter- 
minate, and  said  he  never  before  had  such  a  foretaste 
of  heaven  and  heavenly  things,  and  this  favor  had 
been  continued  to  him  almost  continually  from  the 
commencement  of  his  illness.  He  felt  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  but  to  arrange  his  temporal  business. 

On  the  evening  of  the  18th,  after  the  Scriptures 
had  been  read,  he  very  earnestly  entreated  those 
around  him  to  prepare  for  the  final  change,  and  not 
put  off  that  important  duty  until  they  were  laid  upon 
a  sick  bed,  saying,  there  were  those  present  who 
knew  it  had  been  his  concern  above  every  other  con- 
sideration to  serve  the  Lord;  and  now  the  fields 
looked  as  white  to  harvest  as  ever  he  had  seen  them, 
and  of  late  the  need  of  laborers  had  appeared  as  great 
as  it  ever  had  done.  He  then  prayed  for  those 
around  him,  as  well  as  the  whole  human  family,  par- 
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ticularly  for  the  poor  slaves  under  their  oppres- 
sion. 

3nio.  3l1.  He  appeared  ahnost  gone,  but  reviv- 
ing a  Httle,  asked  if  his  family  were  all  present;  and 
being  told  they  were,  prayed  for  his  dear  wife  that 
she  might  be  supported  under  every  trial,  and  that 
the  Lord  would  take  her  and  his  children  as  in  the 
hollow  of  His  Holy  Hand,  and  keep  them  there 
for  ever. 

On  being  asked  how  he  was,  he  replied,  "  Still  suf- 
fering, but  there  is  not  one  pain  too  many."  He  said 
his  mind  had  never  been  more  clear  at  anytime  than 
during  this  illness,  and  he  evidently  experienced  great 
spiritual  comfort. 

One  evening  his  son,  on  going  away,  said  to  his 
father,  I  do  not  know  how  to  leave  thee  under  such 
a  prospect  as  this;"  (thinking  he  might  not  see  him 
again ;)  to  which  his  father  replied,  "  Such  a  pros- 
pect? why  should  any  one  wish  to  hinder  such  a 
prospect  as  this — of  going  to  mingle  with  the  nume- 
rous host  of  saints  and  angels — to  be  at  peace,  and 
with  them  to  sing  praises  for  ever?  Do  not  weep 
for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves  and  your  children ; 
put  your  trust  altogether  in  the  Lord,  and  all  things 
needful  will  be  added." 

He  was  often  very  fervently  engaged  in  supplica- 
tion for  himself  and  friends,  "  That  the  unslumbering 
Shepherd  of  Israel  might  be  near  to  protect  and  guide 
them  in  the  right  way,  that  when  the  Lord  saw  meet 
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to  cut  the  tender  thread  of  life,  they  might  he  ready 
to  enter  those  ma,nsions  prepared  for  the  righteous." 
He  often  expressed  his  thankfulness  for  past  favors, 
saying  he  felt  very  unworthy  of  the  least  of  the 
Lord's  mercies. 

After  a  day  of  great  physical  suffering,  he  said, 
''Oh,  for  a  little  ease,  that  I  may  he  preserved 
in  patience  until  the  final  change  shall  come." 
This,  with  many  similar  petitions,  was  mercifully 
granted;  for  he  was  enabled  to  bear  all  his  afflic- 
tions, which  were  often  severe,  with  entire  resigna- 
tion. 

He  communicated  much  pertinent  counsel  to  those 
around  him;  encouraging  them  to  follow  on  to  know 
the  Lord  for  their  portion,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  for 
their  inheritance. 

One  morning  he  exclaimed,  "  Glory,  Glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  on  earth  peace,  good  will  to  men." 
After  which  he  prayed,  "  Oh  Lord,  Thou  knowest  I 
have  given  my  all  unto  Thee,  not  distrusting  Thy 
Providence." 

To  a  Friend  he  remarked,  "  I  want  thee  to  take 
notice  that  I  die  in  full  faith  of  the  Christian  religion. 
I  have  followed  no  cunningly-devised  fable,  but  the 
pure  and  living  substance."  He  was  a  lover  of  plain- 
ness, and  a  few  days  before  his  close  gave  directions 
regarding  his  funeral,  desiring  that  his  coffin  might 
be  entirely  plain.  He  often  said,  ''  There  is  not  even 
the  shadow  of  a  cloud  in  my  way."    His  last  words 
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were,  "  We  deliver  all  unto  Thee,  0  Lord,"  and  in 
a  few  moments  ceased  to  breathe. 

This  dear  Friend  was  a  valued  correspondent  for 
the  American  Annual  Monitor,  from  the  first.  His 
promptness,  and  the  interesting  reports  received  from 
him,  have  been  encouraging  to  the  Editors  in  their 
endeavors  to  make  the  work  acceptable  and  instruc- 
tive to  their  friends.  They  trust  that  the  perusal  of 
the  preceding  sketch  of  his  Christian  course  may  en- 
courage survivors  to  know  that  peace  for  themselves 
which  was  his  happy  portion  ;  peace  through  dedica- 
tion to  their  Saviour  and  Redeemer,  the  purchase  of 
His  blood.

Although  suddenly  called  from  life, 
his  friends  have  the  assurance  that  he  was  prepared 
for  the  solemn  change.

The  experience  of  this  young  man  gives  renewed 
evidence  that  the  religion  which  he  professed  is  the 
only  sustaining  power  under  the  many  disappoint- 
ments and  vicissitudes  of  life. 

He  was  always  an  affectionate  child,  but  made  no 
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open  profession  of  religion  till  seventeen  years  of  age, 
from  which  time,  till  released  from  his  sufferings,  he 
was  numbered  with  those  who  have  chosen  the  good 
part. 

Perseverance  in  all  his  undertakings  was  a  marked 
feature  in  his  character.  Surmounting  many  diffi- 
culties in  his  efforts  to  obtain  an  education,  he 
graduated  at  the  Medical  College  at  Ann  Arbor, 
Mich. 

After  receiving  his  diploma  he  returned  home  to 
make  farewell  visits,  and  prepare  to  practise  as  a 
physician  in  Syracuse,  New  York.  Here  he  was 
attacked  with  inflammatory  rheumatism,  accompa- 
nied with  alarming  haemorrhages  of  the  lungs.  From 
this  first  severe  attack  he  rallied,  but  experienced 
renewed  and  painful  returns  of  the  disease.  It 
was  consoling  to  see  his  calmness  and  composure 
during  these  attacks  of  bleeding,  when  those  around 
him  feared  in  a  few  moments  the  slender  thread  of 
life  would  be  broken.  Some  extracts  from  his 
writings  will  show  that  his  only  hope  was  in  his 
Kedeemer. 

"  8th  mo.  2nd. — Two  days  of  very  hot  weather 
have  passed,  and  though  I  have  seemed  at  times 
during  this  period,  nearly  on  the  point  of  suffocation, 
yet,  perhaps,  I  am  as  well  now  as  then.  If  I  am  not 
called  away  suddenly^  I  can  never  again,  according  to 
medical  calculation,  be  restored  to  health.  My  suf- 
ferings must  necessarily  be  considerable,  and  I  pray 
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that  I  may  have  grace  to  t^^^]^^ ^  ^^^^^^  ^^^^

Am  I  ready  to  leave  this  world  ?  There  seem  to 
be  several  things  which  I  ouglit  to  do  before  I  go, 
yet  if  I  have  to  leave  them  undone,  because  I  cannot 
do  them,  I  suppose  I  am  not  to  blame.  I  think 
through  the  mediation  of  Christ,  ajid  that  alone^  my 
introduction  into  the  eternal  world  will  be  a  happy 
one,  though  I  may  have  to  take  the  very  lowest 
place.  4t  is  better  to  be  a  door-keeper  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness.' 

*^8th  mo.  3d. — I  liave  felt  somewhat  better  to- 
day, but  have  been  fearful  lest  it  be  ominous  of 
another  haemorrhage.  I  wish  as  far  as  possible  to 
rest  easy,  and  be  satisfied  with  things  as  they  come, 
neither  indulging  in  a  false  hope,  as  many  are  apt  to 
do  in  lung  diseases,  nor  carrying  the  impression  that 
I  am  worse  off  than  is  really  the  case.  God  give  me 
grace  to  act  a  proper  and  reasonable  part  in  reference 
to  these  things.  I  need  more  of  God's  protecting 
and  directing  grace,  whether  my  stay  be  longer  or 
shorter ;  more  it  seems  the  longer  I  live.  God  has 
said,  '  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee,'  Give  me 
faith,  0  Lord,  in  all  Thy  promises."

She  was  very  guarded  in  conduct  and  conversatioa, 
and  observed  simplicity  in  her  appearance. 

During  a  protracted  illness,  she  gave  frequent  evi- 
dence that  the  operation  of  redeeming  grace  was 
deeply  working  in  her  heart ;  that  He  who  Avatched 
over  and  protected  her  in  every  trial  and  situation  in 
life,  was  still  the  crown  of  her  hope. 

Her  patience  in  affliction,  her  dependence  on  her

Though  diligent  and  faithful  in  her  home  duties, 
and  of  good  moral  deportment,  she  did  not  show  any 
marked  evidence  of  the  humbling  effect  of  Divine 
Grace,  until  a  little  more  than  a  year  before  her 
death  ;  after  which  time,  her  parents  were  often  com- 
forted in  seeing  her  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  reli- 
gion. In  the  Second  month,  previous  to  her  decease, 
symptoms  of  consumption  made  their  appearance, 
probably  induced  by  exposure  in  teaching  school, 
from  which  she  never  fully  recovered.  She  some- 
what revived  in  a  few  weeks,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
attend  meeting,  and  visit  her  friends ;  and  some  hopes 
were  entertained  that  she  might  regain  her  former 
health ;  but  the  improvement  was  not  permanent,  for 
in  the  Eighth  month  a  change  for  the  worse  was 
manifest.

From  expressions  made  to  her  associates,  it  appears 
she  was  apprehensive  from  her  first  sickness  that  she 
might  not  recover,  saying,  she  did  not  know  how  it 
might  be,  hut  if  it  should  be  her  time  to  go,  she 
thought  she  would  not  be  afraid  to  die. 

She  was  much  influenced  by  a  hopeful  feeling,  and 
did  not  speak  of  any  earnest  apprehension  of  her  end 
being  at  hand  until  a  few  weeks  before  her  close,  after 
which  she  contemplated  her  change  as  being  near, 
manifesting  an  earnest  solicitude  for  herself,  and  love 
to  those  about  her. 

She  desired  her  friends  to  pray  for  her,  that  she 
might  have  an  evidence  of  her  acceptance  through 
the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  upon  the  cross,  and  be 
supported  in  patience  through  all.  On  being  encou- 
raged to  look  to  Him  in  living  faith,  she  rephed,  It 
is  so  hard  for  me  to  keep  the  faith  ;"  remarking,  that 
at  times,  through  her  illness,  she  thought  she  had  a 
clear  view  of  acceptance ;  then  again  she  could  not 
see  it  so  clearly,  but  was  ready  to  doubt.  On  being 
asked  if  there  were  any  duty  she  had  neglected,  she 
replied,  "  Yes  !  I  have  not  dressed  plainly,  as  I  should 
have  done."  Her  earnest  supplications  to  the  Throne 
of  Grace  were,  however,  heard  and  answered,  so  that 
she  was  afterwards  enabled  to  feel  that  settled  peace 
she  so  strongly  desired,  and  could  console  her  friends 
with  the  assurance  of  her  salvation,  but  said  it  was 
only  through  the  mercy  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  and 
was  deeply  sensible  of  her  own  unworthiness. 
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On  the  First  day  bcforo  her  decoaso,  sho  asked  to 
liave  the  family  called  into  the  room,  which  being 
done,  though  her  breathing  was  so  difficult  she  could 
barely  converse,  she  addressed  them  very  appropri- 
ately, aQd  urged  them  to  prepare  for  their  final 
change.  Observing  lier  sister  near  her  own  age 
grieve  very  much,  she  endeavored  earnestly,  and  with 
composure,  to  console  her,  telling  her  to  prepare  to 
meet  her  in  Ueaven. 

After  this,  at  different  times,  she  was  constrained 
to  exhort  her  associates  who  visited  her,  not  to  put 
otf  religion  to  a  death-bed,  telHng  them,  she  believed 
she  should  go  to  Heaven,  and  sent  messages  of  love 
of  the  same  import  to  some  at  a  distance;  frequently 
saying,     I  love  everybody." 

Her  sufferings  still  increasing  (probably  from  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs),  she  often  ejaculated  some  short 
prayer,  that  she  might  soon  be  taken  away ;  but  once 
said,  "  0,  I  ask  too  much ;"  then,  at  other  times, 
"  Come,  Lord  Jesus  !" 

Thus  she  continued  until  Seventh  day  evening, 
when,  her  parents  being  near  her,  she  bade  them  an 
affectionate  farewell.  She  continued  until  about  five 
o'clock  the  next  day,  when  she  breathed  her  last, 
leaving  her  relatives  and  friends  the  consoling  hope, 
that  through  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  she 
was  prepared  for  an  admittance  into  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.

His  last  illness  was  quite  short.  The  day  before 
he  died,  he  said,  "  I  have  felt  almost  too  unworthy 
to  pray  that  my  sins  might  be  forgiven,  and  though 
my  prayers  have  been  short  and  rude,  I  now  feel  that 
they  have  been  accepted,  and  that  I  have  not  much 
more  to  do.

She  became  a  member  among  Friends  when  about 
twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  for  many  years  was  an 
acceptable  minister.  But  through  a  want  of  suffi- 
cient watchfulness  she  gave  way  to  dwell  too  much 
upon  the  faults  of  others ;  and  finally,  uniting  with 
those  who  separated  from  us  in  1850,  suffered  herself 
to  be  disowned. 

Having  remained  thus  for  some  years,  it  became 
evident  that  she  was  passing  through  great  mental 
conflict  on  account  of  deviation  from  the  path  pointed 
out  to  her  in  early  life.  Great  was  the  cross  laid 
before  her,  and  she  expressed  to  a  friend  that  she  had 
often  felt  willing  to  be  finally  deprived  of  her  natural 
vision,  if  such  sacrifice  would  only  restore  to  her  the 
favor  of  her  Divine  Master.  But  no  sacrifice  was 
acceptable  to  Him,  save  that  of  His  own  appointing  ; 
and  great  was  her  final  rejoicing,  when  through 
Divine  aid  she  was  made  willing  to  pursue  the  path 
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opened  to  her,  in  seeking  restoration  to  the  Church, 
from  which  her  aftections  had  heen  loosened. 

She  was  unahle,  on  account  of  rapid  decline,  after 
her  re-acceptance  to  numbership,  to  meet  ngain  for 
religious  worship  with  her  Friends  ;  yet  (as  she  said) 
having  done  what  she  could,"  she  felt  it  an  unspeak- 
able favor  to  be  permitted  to  repose  her  whole  trust 
on  the  unmerited  mercy  of  God,  through  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord.

During  an  illness  of  two  years'  duration,  he  mani- 
fested much  patience,  but  did  not,  for  some  time, 
feel  that  sense  of  acceptance  with  his  Heavenly 
Father,  which  his  soul  desired.  Conscious  that  it 
was  only  through  the  merits  of  a  Saviour  that  he 
could  be  admitted  into  the  Heavenly  rest,  he  ear- 
nestly sought  for  the  blessing,  and  as  his  close  drew 
near,  w^as  favored  to  obtain  it. 

Having  the  assurance  that  he  was  ready  to  go 
home  wiien  the  summons  should  come,  his  desire 
was  great,  that  his  young  associates  should  seek  and 
serve  their  Lord.  He  was  earnest  in  his  exhortations 
to  all  who  came  to  see  him,  to  leave  off  all  error,  and 
walk  in  newness  of  life,  that  they  might  realize  the 
blessedness  of  the  children  of  the  Lord,  and  be  fitted 
for  an  entrance  into  His  heavenly  kingdom.  Thus 
with  his  lamp  trimmed  and  burning,  he  waited  pa- 
tiently for  the  coming  of  his  Lord,  though  at  times  the 
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glories  of  the  unseen  world  were  so  vividly  before 
him,  as  to  render  him  anxious  for  the  call,  "Enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."

He  was  from  early  life  disinclined  to  take  any 
very  active  part  in  worldly  pursuits,  being  best  satis- 
fied with  a  moderate  income,  produced  by  such  exer- 
tions as  would  leave  time  and  opportunity  for  that 
quietude  of  mind  which  suited  his  feelings.  He  was 
exemplary  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  conscientious  in 
his  dealings  with  his  fellow-men,  and  consistent  in  his 
conduct  as  a  Christian.  But  the  trait  of  character  by 
which  he  was  most  strongly  marked,  was  the  beauti- 
ful simplicity  which  seemed  to  pervade  his  mind,  and 
was  shown  in  all  his  intercourse  with  those  around 
him.  Innocent  of  guile  himself,  and  having  been 
made  a  rich  partaker  of  that  heavenly  love  which  is 
declared  to  be  pure,  and  easy  to  be  entreated,  his 
heart  abounded  with  love  and  good  will  toward  all 
men,  as  equally  objects  of  the  same  redeeming 
mercy. 

He  was  sincerely  attached  to  the  testimonies  of 
our  religious  Society,  from  a  conviction  that  they 
were  given  forth  by  the  ever  blessed  Truth,  and  was 
convinced  that  it  was  his  duty  to  conform  thereto. 
He  was  rarely  absent  from  Meetings  ;  and  when 
assembled  with  his  Friends,  the  quiet  solemnity  of 
his  countenance,  with  the  evident  fervor  of  his  spirit, 
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was  a  source  of  comfort  and  encouragement  to 
them. 

About  the  year  1828  he  first  appeared  in  the  minis- 
try, and  improving  in  the  gift  through  the  grace 
given  unto  him,  he  was  acknowledged  as  a  minister 
in  1833.  lie  travelled  but  little  from  home,  in  the 
exercise  of  his  gift,  being  mostly  confined  to  his  own 
^Meetings,  or  their  immediate  neigliborhood. 

riis  ministry  was  sound  and  edifying,  and  generally 
concise.  His  exhortations  fervent,  breathing  out  the 
feelings  of  his  own  devout  mind,  desiring  that  others 
might  come  to  enjoy  that  peace  which  he  felt  to  be 
so  blessed,  that  all  might  "  come,  taste,  and  see  that 
the  Lord  is  good."  He  was  remarkably  prompt  and 
ready  in  his  devotional  exercises;  his  mind  seemed 
to  be  so  constantly  attuned  to  the  heavenly  melody, 
that  it  required  little  preparation  for  him  to  be  in 
readiness  to  receive  the  divine  commission,  and  no 
unnecessary  delay  prevented  the  timely  delivery  of 
the  gospel  message,  while  he  was  favored  to  mind 
with  great  propriety,  the  limitations  as  well  as  the 
openings  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Thus  he  continued  to  the  close  of  life — minding  his 
own  proper  business — concerned  for  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  welfare  of  the  brethren;  not  turning  aside 
to  judge  a  brother,  but  living  in  charity  with  all  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  in  sincerity,  and  finally  departed 
this  life  without  apparent  pain  or  suffering,  while  his 
perceptions  were  clear  and  his  mind  unimpaired,  and 
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in  the  full  enjoyment  of  that  peace  whicli  is  the  fruit 
of  a  life  spent  in  doing  the  will  of  his  Heavenly  Father.

She  was  from  early  life  attached  to  the  principles 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  was  a  very  nseful  and 
consistent  member.  Her  upright  example  before  the 
world,  manifested  that  she  was  a  follower  of  the 
meek  and  crucified  Redeemer.  For  a  considerable 
time  previous  to  her  last  illness,  she  had  been  in  the 
daily  practice  of  reading  a  portion  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures in  her  family.  During  her  sickness  she  often 
said  she  saw  nothing  in  her  way,  yet  it  was  a  great 
trial  to  leave  her  family  when  they  so  much  needed 
a  mother's  tender  care  and  good  counsel.  But  as  the 
time  of  her  departure  drew  near,  she  was  enabled 
to  resign  all  to  the  care  of  Him  who  doeth  all  things 
well.

She  was  an  only  daughter,  and  the  last  of  her 
father's  family,  her  mother  and  little  brother  having 
deceased  a  short  time  before  her  death.  She  was 
sprightly  and  intelligent  for  one  of  her  age ;  was 
much  interested  in  hearing  stories  from  the  Bible, 
which  she  remembered  so  well,  and  would  tell  them 
to  her  friends  with  so  much  correctness,  as  to  exhibit 
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consiilorable  scriptunil  knowledge.  She  would  often 
remonstrate  with  her  playmates  very  earnestly,  when 
she  thought  them  inclined  to  do  anythinix  wrong, 
and  some  of  lier  addresses  to  them  Avere  not  a  little 
interesting.  She  manifested  much  religions  feeling  at 
times,  but  being  very  nervous  (the  efiect  of  illness) 
was  sometimes  irritable,  yet  she  would  often  express 
her  regret  afterwards,  and  try  to  apologize  for  lier 
wrong  conduct. 

After  the  death  of  her  brother  and  mother  she 
exhibited  much  seriousness,  and  several  times  became 
affected,  even  to  tears,  while  her  father  was  engaged 
in  supplication  at  the  time  of  the  family  reading. 
Slie  always  remembered  to  say  her  little  prayer  before 
going  to  bed,  and  Avould  frequently  add  a  few  words 
to  it  of  her  own. 

Her  father  talked  to  her  about  becoming  a  mem- 
ber of  our  Society,  adapting  his  language  to  her 
capacity.  After  some  consideration  she  acquiesced 
in  the  propriety  of  a  request  being  made.  A  few 
days  after  she  asked  if  he  had  spoken  to  Friends 
about  it.  He  answered  that  he  thought  she  had  not 
fully  concluded  that  it  was  best  he  should.  She  said 
she  had;  and  added,  ''I  want  thee  to  hurry,  for  T 
may  not  live.''  After  she  was  taken  sick  he  brought 
her  the  intelligence  that  she  was  received  into  mem- 
bership, which  seemed  to  be  a  satisfaction  to  her,  but 
she  only  said,  "  I  feel  as  if  I  wanted  somebody  to  pray 
for  me  now,  I  am  so  very  sick." 
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She  many  times  asked  the  question  of  her  father 
and  aunt,  "  What  would  you  do  if  I  should  die  ?" 
She  often  spoke  of  dying  before  she  was  taken 
ill.  Her  friends  believe  that  her  little  affectionate 
spirit  now  beholds  the  face  of  her  Father,  who  is 
in  Heaven.

the  earnest  exhortation  to  live  so  as  to  meet  her  in 
Heaven.

His  parents,  Joseph  and  Jemima  Doan,  Avere 
members  of  Cane  Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  North 
Carolina,  who  emigrated  with  their  family  when 
Joseph  was  about  ten  years  old,  and  settled  in  Clin- 
ton County,  Ohio,  near  where  the  town  of  Wilming- 
ton now  stands. 
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Little  is  known  of  his  early  life,  further  than  that 
he  sometimes  spoke  of  having  experienced  the  Holy 
Spirit  as  a  reprover  for  evil,  and  a  comforter  for 
well-doing. 

Through  the  ^influence  of  parental  care  he  was, 
when  quite  a  youtb,  exemplary  in  his  deportiiient, 
and  in  the  regular  attendance  of  our  religious  Meet- 
ings :  but  the  work  of  Divine  Grace  was  so  gradual, 
that  he  could  hardly  date  the  lirst  impressions  upon 
his  mind. 

About  the  seventeenth  year  of  his  age,  under  the 
ministry  of  Nathan  Hunt,  of  North  Carolina,  w^ho 
was  travelling  on  a  religious  visit  in  Ohio,  he  was 
more  fully  awakened  to  a  true  sense  of  the  spiritual 
condition  of  himself,  and  all  mankind,  in  the  fallen 
and  unregenerate  state,  and  made  acquainted  with 
the  redemption  and  salvation  that  comes  by  Jesus 
Christ.  To  this  awakening  he  gave  heed,  and 
through  the  great  mercy  and  constraining  love  of 
God,  he  was  enabled  to  find  repentance,  and  to  sub- 
mit himself  to  the  yoke  of  Christ. 

His  educational  opportunities  w^ere  limited,  but  in 
the  twentieth  year  of  his  age  he  attended  school,  and 
made  rapid  progress,  his  teacher  regarding  him  as  a 
worthy  example  to  his  associates. 

In  his  twenty-sixth  year  he  was  married  to  Eliza 
D.  Carpenter,  with  whom  he  lived  in  much  unity,  to 
the  close  of  his  useful  life. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-nine  he  was  appointed  to  the 
5. 
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station  of  Elder,  which  office  he  filled  with  much 
faithfulness.  Many  can  bear  testimony  ,  to  his  Chris- 
tian care,  and  that  he  was  indeed  a  Father  in  the 
Church. 

About  the  year  1835  he  felt  himself  called  to  speak 
in  his  Saviour's  name,  as  a  Minister,  to  which  he 
yielded  obedience,  to  the  comfort  and  edification  of 
his  friends,  and  in  due  time  was  officially  acknow- 
ledged by  his  Monthly  Meeting. 

His  services  in  the  Ministry  were  mostly  brief,  but 
sound  and  evangelical,  seasoned  with  Grace.  In 
cases  amongst  his  fellow-men  that  admitted  of  con- 
trariety of  opinion,  and  were  sometimes  matters  of 
dispute  to  an  unprofitable  extent,  he  was  enabled  to 
be  useful  as  a  peacemaker. 

He  was  an  earnest  advocate  of  Scriptural  instruc- 
tion, and  First-day  schools  for  that  object ;  and  was 
one  of  the  first  to  estabhsh  them  in  his  own  neigh- 
borhood ;  encouraging  his  friends  and  others  to 
attend  them,  both  by  precept  and  example.  It  was 
his  practice  to  have  his  family  collected  daily  for 
the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  accompanied  by 
a  devotional  pause,  as  well  as  to  spend  much  time 
in  reading  them  in  private,  and  in  meditation. 

Although  warmly  attached  to  the  principles  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  he  entertained  much  Christian 
regard  for  religious  persons  of  other  denominations, 
who  love  the  Lord  Jesus. 

He  did  not  travel  extensively  in  the  ministry,  but 
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nirtJe  sonic  visits  in  his  own  yearly  MeetiniX,  p.nd  was 
soveral  times  engngod  in  visiting  the  families  of 
Friends,  and  the  ai:ed  and  infirm,  both  within  liis 
own  Quarterly  Meeting  and  beyond  it;  and  in  1860 
lie  wiis  one  of  a  connnittee  appointed  by  his  Monthly 
Meeting  to  visit  its  members  for  their  help  and  en- 
couragement, which  services  he  was  enabled  to  per- 
form to  the  comfort  of  his  friends.  In  all  these 
duties,  as  well  as  others  to  which  he  felt  himself 
called,  he  was  very  careful  to  give  the  honor  to  the 
God  of  all  Grace,  from  wliom  alone  every  quahtica- 
tion  for  usefulness  proceeds. 

His  house  was  a  quiet  resting-place  for  Messengers 
of  the  Gospel,  and  in  him  the  weary  and  heavy  laden, 
the  weak  and  oppressed,  always  found  a  sympathizing 
friend,  ready  to  minister  to  their  necessities  or  com- 
fort. 

In  the  social  circle  he  was  a  pleasant  companion, 
his  manners  and  conversation  being  both  entertaining 
and  instructive. 

In  the  latter  part  of  second  month,  1861,  he  took 
a  severe  cold,  which,  however,  was  not  considered 
of  an  alarming  character.  About  a  week  previous  to 
his  decease,  he  attended  (under  the  appointment  of 
the  Quarterly  Meeting)  the  Meetings  of  Beach  Grove 
and  Ly tie's  Creek.  In  the  former  he  spoke  in  a 
very  impressive  manner,  though  he  was  then  hoarse, 
and  could  only  do  so  with  difficulty ;  but  he  felt  it 
right  to  bear  his  testimony  to  his  blessed  Lord  and 
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Master  who  Iiad  done  so  much  for  his  soul,  whose 
goodness  and  mercy  had  attended  him  all  the  days  of 
his  life,  and  now  continued  with  him  in  old  age.  He 
then  observed  it  was  his  belief  that  there  were  some 
present  who  would  not  again  enjoy  a  like  opportu- 
nity, and  said,     Perhaps  it  may  be  myself." 

In  his  last  address  to  his  Friends  he  held  out  the 
language  of  encouragement  to  them  to  be  faithful,  as 
on  that  depended  their  future  prosperity  as  a  meet- 
ing ;  and  thus  they  might  be  as  a  City  set  on  a  Hill 
that  cannot  be  hid,  that  others  seeing  their  "  good 
works  may  glorify  their  Father  who  is  in  Heaven.'* 

From  this  meeting  he  returned  home  quite  unwell. 
His  symptoms  soon  assumed  an  alarming  character. 
The  organs  of  speech  became  so  affected  that  he  could 
not  give  audible  expression  to  his  feelings;  but  he 
had  left,  in  a  life  of  dedication  and  cheerful  service 
to  his  Saviour,  an  assurance  that  is  most  precious 
and  comforting  to  his  surviving  friends,  who  rejoic- 
ingly believe  that  he  will  be  found  among  the  innu- 
merable company  who  surround  the  Throne  with  the 
Palm  of  victory  in  their  hands.

The  latter  young  Friend  was  brought  deeply  to 
feel  the  necessity  for  a  preparation  for  the  great  and 
final  change  which  awaited  her,  and  was  enabled 
to  bear  her  sufferings  with  much  patience,  saying  at 
one  time,  on  being  asked  if  she  felt  anxious  to  reco- 
ver, I  have  felt  anxious,  but  I  do  not  now ;  it  seems 
hard  to  give  up  the  world  ;  but  if  I  can  only  be  pre- 
pared, it  is  all  I  ask." 

At  another  time  she  said,  "  Ob,  if  I  could  only  feel 
an  assurance  that  my  sins  were  forgiven,  and  that  I 
should  be  accepted,  I  should  be  so  happy !  I  have 
prayed  that  He  would  manifest  Himself  unto  me." 
Kear  her  close,  she  said  she  did  not  feel  afraid  to  die, 
and  thus  gently  and  peacefully  passed  away.

When,  at  midnight, 
the  cry  was  heard,  Behold  the  Bridegroom  cometh," 
his  lamp  being  trimmed  and  burning,  his  spirit  de- 
parted, to  enter  with  the  Bridegroom  into  the  mar- 
riage chamber.

When  about  five  years  of  age  he  lost  his  father,  and 
his  mother,  with  this  only  surviving  child,  removed 
to  Wilmington.  He  was  a  frail,  timid  boy,  and  often 
in  ill  health.  Among  the  numerous  solicitudes  of  his 
bereaved  mother,  none  weighed  upon  her  more  hea- 
vily than  those  connected  with  his  spiritual  welfare. 
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Very  tenderly  aiul  faithfully  slio  endeavored  to  lead 
his  mind  to  heavenly  things,  and  to  his  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour as  the  only  sonrce  of  happiness  in  life  or  death. 

He  was  early  the  subject  of  religious  impressions. 
When  about  six  years  old  his  mother  writes,  ^'  My 
dear  child  and  T  have  had  a  sweet  opportunity  this 
evening.  Our  conversation  had  been  interesting 
during  the  day,  and  we  sang  one  or  two  little  hymns 
together  this  evening.  "We  were  both  much  broken 
in  spirit,  and  after  some  further  conversation  on  hea- 
venly things  the  dear  child  prayed  audibly.  I  can 
only  remember  a  few  of  his  words ;  they  were  these : 
'O  Lord,  forgive  me  all  my  sins,  and  precious  mo- 
ther's too.  Give  her  strength  to  bring  me  up  after 
Thee  in  the  right  way.'  And  then  the  substance  of 
it  was,  that  He  would  at  last  let  us  all  meet,  a  happy 
family  in  Heaven.  He  told  me  afterwards  that  he 
had  been  possessed  with  one  desire  ever  since  his 
dear  father  died,  which  was  that  he  might  go  to 
Heaven ;  he  would  rather  die  and  go  to  Heaven  than 
live.  He  said  he  felt  very  happy  to-night.  His  tears 
were  not  tears  of  sorrow.  He  begged  me  to  read  to 
him  about  the  poor  pnblican,  w^hich,  he  said,  seemed 
the  chapter  for  him.  (Luke,  chap,  xviii.)  He  said  he 
felt  as  if  his  prayer  was  put  into  his  heart,  and  that 
he  must  say  it  aloud ;  that  sometimes,  Avhen  he  was 
alone,  little  prayers  were  given  to  Mm,  and  he  said 
them  aloud,  and  sometimes  only  in  his  heart." 

"  6mo.  2,  1851.  Courtland  fretted  a  little  when  he 
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went  to  bed  to-niglit,  but  very  soon  sent  for  his  mo- 
ther. He  was  very  penitent.  After  some  conversa- 
tion he  said,  '  Mother,  does  thou  feel  hke  saying  the 
Lord's  prayer?'  She  replied  she  would  say  it  with 
him  if  he  felt  like  it.  He  said,  '  Yes,  I  do.'  He  then 
repeated  it.  Afterwards  he  said,  '  When  T  do  wrong 
I  am  very  sorry  for  it,  and  what  dear  father  said, 

Bring  Courty  up  a  good  Friend,  and  tell  him  his 
father  says  so,"  comes  rushing  to  my  mind.'  He  lay 
still  a  while,  then  broke  out  into  prayer  thus,  a3 
nearly  as  can  be  remembered  :  '  0  Lord,  forgive  me, 
and  give  me  strength  to  do  right,  and  be  a  better  boy 
in  future;  and  give  my  precious  mother  strength  to 
bring  me  up  right,  and  forgive  her,  and  then  take  us 
to  Heaven,  where  dear  father  is.'  As  she  was  leav- 
ing the  room  he  said, '  Precious  mother,  may  the  Lord 
help  tuee  and  be  with  thee  in  all  thy  troubles.  Fare- 
well, beloved  mother.' " 

'^Imo.  1852.  First-day  morning,  prevented  from 
going  to  meeting  by  a  snow  storm.  Oourtland  said, 
'  Oh,  mother !  I  wanted  so  to  talk  to  thee  last  night 
about  heaven.'  She  told  him  if  she  had  known  it,  she 
would  have  talked  to  him ;  but  that  she  often  avoided 
introducing  religious  conversation,  for  fear  of  tiring 
him  with  the  subject.  He  replied,  '  Oh  no,  mother, 
I  like  it ;  it  does  me  good.'  He  then  burst  into  tears, 
and  said,  '  Oh !  I  feel  so  unworthy ;  I  feel  as  if  I 
wanted  to  put  out  my  hands  to  the  Lord,  and  ask 
Him  for  His  help,  and  as  if  I  wanted  to  see  His  hand 
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put  out  to  me.'  lie  was  told  tliat  that  desire  was 
prayer,  ami  that  his  Lord  was  lielping  him,  and  that 
lie  was  a  God  who  heard  pra3Tr.  On  being  reminded 
how  He  had  helped  them,  and  how  many  blessings 
they  had  to  thank  Him  for,  he  said,  *  Oh  yes  ;  I  have 
been  thinking  a  good  deal  about  our  blessings;  but  if 
I  could  only  get  to  Heaven!'  She  said,  '  Thou  does 
not  wish  to  die  now,  does  thou?'  'Oh  no!'  he  re- 
phed ;  *  only  when  He  does  take  me,  if  Ho  will  only 
make  me  fit,  and  take  me  to  Heaven.'  He  then  said, 
'  Mother,  we  are  having  a  good  meeting  this  morning; 
for  I  think  the  Lord  is  near  us;  and  thou  knows  He 
said,  "  Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in 
My  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them."  I  often 
think  of  that.' " 

"2mo.  2,  1853.  To-day  he  heard  of  the  death  of 
our  friend  M.  B. ;  and  this  evening,  when  Courtland 
was  retiring,  he  looked  at  the  light  a  while,  and 
said,  'All  is  bright  where  friend  R.  is  now;  there  is 
no  more  night  there — all  clear  and  bright ;  and  I  ex- 
pect she  now  has  the  robe  that  is  prepared  for  her, 
the  pure  white  robe.  Oh,  mother!  I  wish  I  only 
knew  whether  we  shall  know  each  other  in  Heaven.' 
After  a  while  he  said,  '  I  am  not  a  good  boy  as  I  was ; 
I  cannot  pray.'  He  was  told  that  as  he  felt  the  need 
of  spiritual  things,  he  must  ask  his  Heavenly  Father 
for  them,  just  as  he  would  his  mother  to  supply  his 
temporal  wants.  He  said,  '  Oh !  I  have  such  little 
faith.'    He  was  encouraged  to  think  that  as  he  so

much  desired  to  do  Lis  Lord's  will,  He  who  knew  all 
things  saw  into  his  heart,  and  helped  him,  and  ac- 
cepted these  desires  as  prayers.  '  Oh  !  hut,  mother, 
they  are  only  my  little  thongbts.'  'But  I  know  I  am 
thankful  to  Him/  His  mother  told  him  God  read 
these  little  thoughts,  and  though  he  might  not  he 
able  to  put  them  into  words,  that  it  was  still  prayer, 
and  that  he  must  not  give  way  to  discouragement. 
The  next  morning  he  told  her  that  he  had  been  ena- 
bled to  pray  to  the  Lord  to  help  him  to  be  a  good  boy 
that  day, 

"  7mo.  22,  1854.  Some  Friends  were  speaking  of 
the  death  of  C.  Courtland  seemed  very  anxious 
as  to  the  state  of  his  mind  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  was  very  thoughtful.  He  was  much  impressed 
with  a  sermon  he  had  heard  at  meeting  that  day.  He 
said  to  his  mother,  '  There  seems  so  many  deaths  at 
this  time  that  it  makes  me  very  serious  and  solemn, 
and  I  feel  how  necessary  it  is  we  should  prepare  for 
death.  I  feel  like  a  watchman  that  has  just  awakened. 
I  dare  say  the  Lord  sends  these  things  on  purpose  to 
awake  us.' " 

"  llmo.  1855.  After  meeting  this  morning  C.  said 
he  was  very  happy ;  that  the  Lord  had  manifested 
Himself  to  him  in  meeting ;  that  he  felt  all  his  weak- 
nesses ;  but  he  was  resigned  to  whatever  was  the  will 
of  his  Heavenly  Father  concerning  him.  He  felt  such 
trust  in  Him  as  if  he  could  run  forward  and  throw 
himself  into  His  arms.' " 
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*'3ino.  10,  1856.  Courtlaiul  said  that -when  he  first 
sat  clown  in  meeting,  he  felt  as  if  he  could  not  collect 
Lis  thonghtvs;  but  that  the  word  'Wait'  was  pre- 
sented to  him,  almost  as  if  a  voice  had  spoken  it;  and 
be  did  wait  upon  the  Lord,  and  had  a  prayerful  spirit 
given  to  him,  and  the  sermon  J.  T.  preached  was  just 
suited  to  his  case." 

3mo.  23,  1850.  This  evening  C.  had  much  sweet 
conversation  with  his  mother.  He  told  her  what  a 
favored  meeting  he  had  had,  and  that  not  only  in 
meeting,  but  at  all  times,  he  felt  as  if  he  was  con- 
stantly in  prayer ;  and  that  it  was  not  formed  into 
any  set  words  in  his  mind,  but  his  spirit  seemed 
turned  to  the  Lord.  He  said  he  believed  that  the 
Lord  would  preserve  him ;  that  the  greatest  desire  of 
his  heart  was  to  be  the  Lord's  servant ;  he  cared  not 
for  riches,  if  God  would  only  keep  him.  He  knew  not 
what  would  be  required  of  him,  but  he  felt  at  present 
that  be  was  wiUing  to  do  or  be  anything  that  his 
Heavenly  Father  might  require.  He  said  the  Lord 
seemed  watching  over  him  all  the  time,  and  warning 
him  when  temptation  presented :  it  seemed  like  hav- 
ing a  kind  friend  always  at  hand  to  keep  him  from 
evil." 

When  he  was  nearly  thirteen  years  old,  the  neces- 
sity of  strengthening  his  frail  body  by  much  out- door 
play  had  retarded  somewhat  his  intellectual  educa- 
tion. He  was  placed  at  a  new  school,  where  by  ju- 
dicious training  his  mind  developed  rapidly.  From 
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a  timid,  despoDdent  child,  be  soon  became  a  confident 
and  interested  student.  He  saw  so  much  was  to  be 
done  in  a  few  years  that  he  pressed  forward  ardently. 
More  than  ordinarily  gifted,  under  this  stimulus  his 
intellect  unfolded  quickly,  healthfully,  and  richly. 
The  natural  sciences  and  mental  philosophy  were 
particularly  attractive  to  him. 

J  As  his  mind  grew,  his  ardor  for  its  cultivation  aug- 
mented ;  and  so  much  was  he  occupied,  that  he  often 
lamented  he  had  so  little  time  for  serious  reflection 
and  religious  duties.  Nevertheless,  it  is  known  that 
he  constantly  struggled  to  keep  in  the  narrow  way, 
and  that  he  continued  to  have  many  seasons  of  sweet 
and  tender  visitations.  One  of  these  occurred  in  the 
spring  of  the  last  year  of  his  life.  He  was  afterwards 
more  faithful  in  living  as  became  a  follower  of  Jesus. 
He  was  especially  earnest  in  furnishing  his  mind  with 
reasons  for  the  faith  that  was  in  him,  that  he  might 
defend  his  Lord  and  Saviour  in  word  as  well  as  mani- 
fest Him  in  his  life.  The  evidences  of  Christianity 
became  a  delightful  study  to  him,  and  his  vigorous 
mind,  penetrating  to  the  truth,  gave  a  potent  confir- 
mation to  the  convictions  of  his  heart. 

He  was  remarkably  dutiful  as  a  son,  and  in  every 
relation  of  life,  a  sense  of  duty  was  his  dominant  mo- 
tive. When  sometimes  forgetful  of  his  accustomed 
circumspection  in  his  daily  life,  though  his  derelic- 
tions were  trifling  to  the  observer,  his  own  compunc- 
tions were  keen  and  his  repentance  sincere.  By 
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nature  passionate  and  impatient,  lie  very  early  became 
docile  and  sweet-tempered. 

He  was  ever  truthful.  There  was  unusual  cour- 
tesy iu  his  demeanor,  both  at  home  and  in  the  world. 
He  had  a  vein  of  playful  humor,  which  gave  a  spright- 
liness  to  his  mien  and  language,  but  which  never 
degenerated  into  coarseness.  His  benevolent  consi- 
deration of  the  poor  was  a  marked  trait  in  his  charac- 
ter. The  sweetness  of  his  spirit  attracted  his  asso- 
ciates, while  his  sterling  qualities  attached  them  to 
him  warmly. 

Thus  he  went  on  his  way  to  his  nineteenth  year,  a 
bright,  cheerful  companion,  a  dutiful  and  affectionate 
son,  a  docile  and  industrious  pupil ;  and  it  is  rever- 
ently believed,  an  obedient  child  of  God. 

On  the  evening  of  the  20th  of  Twelfth  month, 
1861,  when  apparently  in  the  midst  of  fine  health, 
he  was  suddenly  seized  with  an  attack  of  sickness, 
which  at  first  was  supposed  to  be  a  temporary  indi- 
gestion, but  which  afterwards  proved  an  acute  inflam- 
mation of  the  bowels.  Active  treatment  was  resorted 
to,  with  the  effect  of  ameliorating  all  his  symptoms. 
This  relief  continued  until  the  25th,  when  his  suffer- 
ings augmented,  and  fears  again  were  excited.  He 
was  again  relieved,  and  remained  so  until  5  p.m.  on 
the  26th,  when  he  began  to  sink. 

The  dear  boy  was  early  informed  of  his  danger, 
and  turned  at  once  to  his  God,  before  whom  he  had 
long  endeavored  to  walk  humbly.  Nevertheless,  he 
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felt  bis  short-comings,  and  bemoaned  his  sins. 
Through  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  he  Avas 
relieved  of  this  state  of  mind,  his  sense  of  condemna- 
tion being  replaced  by  a  feeling  of  love  and  confi- 
dence and  joy  ;  and  a  sense  of  forgiveness  so  sweet,  a 
joy  so  inexpressible,  and  au  assurance  of  acceptance 
so  entire  was  given,  that  his  death  was  a  triumphant 
entrance  into  heaven. 

Frequently  he  broke  out  into  singing,  even  when  he 
was  very  weak,  and  his  hymns  were  joyful  ones.  His 
exclamations  were  frequent  and  fervent,  as  0  !  dear 
Lord;  I  do  love  Thee !" 

He  turned  to  his  mother  on  one  occasion  and  said, 
"  Dear  Mother,  I  love  tiiee  very  much,  but  I  love  the 
Lord  more."  She  asked  him  if  he  was  willing  to  live 
if  the  Lord  permitted  it?  He  rephed,  "If  it  is  the 
Lord's  will ;  I  have  no  will  but  His  !  If  it  is  His  will 
that  I  should  die,  I  would  rather  die.  Mother,  let  it 
comfort  thee  to  know  that  I  am  perfectly  happy." 

His  cousin  coming  into  his  room,  a  smile  of  hea- 
venly sweetness  broke  over  his  calm  face,  and  he  said, 

Cousin,  thou  hast  come  to  see  a  death-bed  without 
a  sting !"  Frequently  he  exclaimed,  ''0  Grave,  where 
is  thy  victory ;  O  Death,  where  is  thy  sting After 
periods  of  silence,  he  would  exclaim,  "  Victory ! 
victory!"  "I  feel  as  if  I  were  breathing  the  air  of 
Paradise."  "  I  have  been  thy  boy,  dear  mother,  but 
I  am  God's  boy  now."  "  0  !  the  blessed  certainty 
that  I  have."    He  sent  a  message  to  an  old  and 
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valued  servant,  to  tins  effect ;  Tell  him  I  lovo  him 
because  he  loves  the  Lord  Jesus/' 

His  time  was  spent  in  prayer  and  praise  to  God. 
At  one  time  wlien  speakiui^  a  good  deal  of  the  mercy 
of  God,  his  mother  asked  him  if  he  meant  Jesus  ? 
In  a  tone  rather  of  surprise,  he  replied  :  *'  They  are 
ONE,  mother,  thou  knows  they  are  one/' 

lie  sent  many  messages  to  his  uncles,  aunts,  cousins, 
and  friends.  For  his  cousins  lie  said,  ^'Tell  them  not 
to  postpone  preparation  for  a  death -bed.  Tell  them 
that  the  pleasures  of  the  world  are  not  to  be  com- 
pared to  the  pleasures  I  now  feel.  Tell  them  atten- 
tion to  these  things  will  not  diminish  their  pleasure 
in  this  life,  but  will  increase  its  zest."  This  was 
the  substance,  also,  of  a  message  sent  to  his  school- 
mates and  teacher,  with  his  love.  He  said  nothing 
was  of  any  moment  or  value,  compared  with  the  love 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  "  His  joy  is  a  joy  unspeak- 
able.'' Many  other  things  of  this  character  were 
ejaculated  by  him.  He  seemed  to  be  so  full  of  the 
love  of  God  that  he  wished  all  to  feel  it,  and  follow 
him  to  heaven.  He  said  he  felt  himself  as  standing 
upon  the  "Rock  Christ  Jesus.  I  hope  my  feet  will 
not  slip  from  it.  He  will  raise  me  up  at  the  last  day. 
This  was  my  father's  only  hope,  and  it  is  mine." 

He  never  once  expressed  the  least  regret  at  leaving 
earth.  Solicitude  for  his  mother  even,  though  he 
spoke  of  her  future,  was  not  permitted  to  dim  the 
brightness  of  the  light  beaming  on  his  soul  from 
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Heaven.  He  appeared  to  feel  confident  that  the 
Lord,  who  had  done  bo  much  for  him,  would  take 
good  care  of  her. 

And  so  he  died,  not  only  without .  a  care,  without 
a  doubt,  but  with  a  fulness  of  joy,  which  irradiated 
his  last  smile  on  earth.  Some  of  his  expressions  of 
peace,  of  certainty,  and  joy,  were  so  fervid,  that  he 
thought  it  meet  to  say  to  his  mother,  Do  not  think 
I  am  delirious."  He  was  entirely  conscious,  and  in 
the  full  and  clear  exercise  of  his  faculties,  while  he 
said  all  these  things. 

Towards  morning  of  the  last  night  of  his  life  his 
brain  succumbed  to  the  disease,  and  he  became  deli- 
rious. Before  the  final  stupor  came  on,  however,  he 
again  recognised  his  mother  for  a  short  time,  then 
quietly  went  into  his  last  sleep.

He  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.  From  his  youth 
lie  ^^'a3  possessed  of  a  quiet  and  forgiving  disposition, 
and  by  giving  heed  to  the  teachings  of  Divine  Grace 
in  the  soul,  he  was  enabled  to  see  the  transitory  na- 
ture of  all  earthly  things,  and  place  his  affections 
on  those  which  are  Heavenly.

Many 
of  his  children  and  grand-children  being  present, 
be  seemed  remarkably  strengthened,  and,  in  a  feel- 
ing manner,  exhorted  those  around  him  to  prepare

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for  tlieir  final  change,  repeating,  several  times,  with 
marked  emphasis,  the  laDguage  of  the  poet — 

"  How  shocking  must  thy  summoDS  be,  0  Death ! 
To  him  who  is  at  ease  in  his  fiossessions,'' 

adding,  "  How  awful  must  be  the  condition  of  snch, 
Avhen  brought  where  I  now  am — about  to  change 
mortality  for  immortality.''  lie  took  several  of  his 
grandchildren,  and  others,  by  the  liand,  and  in  the 
most  pathetic  language  entreated  them  to  remember 
their  Creator  in  the  days  of  their  youth  ;  encourag- 
ing them  to  faithfulnes> ;  expressing  the  belief,  that  as 
they  followed  the  Lamb  in  the  way  of  His  leAdiiiL', 
the  blessing  of  Heaven  would  rest  upon  them. 

He  passed  away  as  one  tailing  into  a  sweet  sleep. 
The  memory  of  his  upright  and  consistent  exam- 
ple, and  faithful  labors  in  tlie  Church,  is  enshrined 
in  many  hearts.

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He  seemed  constituted  greatly  to  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings and  innocent  pleasures  of  this  life ;  but  when  he 
found  a  fatal  disease  was  undermining  his  health,  he 
gave  up  his  earthly  prospects  in  a  spirit  of  cheerful 
acquiescence  to  the  Divine  will,  which  was  truly  com- 
forting and  instructive  to  behold.  He  bore  a  linger- 
ing illness  in  the  same  resigned  state  of  mind,  at  one 
time  remarking  to  a  young  friend  who  was  present, 
in  allusion  to  the  Saviour's  love:  "  He  has  been  good 
to  me  ;  I  put  my  whole  trust  in  Him  ;  He  has  been 
my  all ;  it  is  nothing  that  I  have  done,  it  is  all  through 
His  mercy.

The  memory  of  this  precious  Friend  linij^ers  with 
peculiar  sweetness,  and  it  is  felt  to  bo  dillicult  to  por- 
tray, intelligibly,  the  gentle  virtues,  the  integrity  of 
chiKi-like  faith,  the  Christian  maturity,  and  the  lovely 
(jualities  by  which  she  was  enabled  to  adorn  the  doc- 
trine of  Grod  her  Saviour. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Collins,  and  wiis 
}»laced  at  school  at  an  early  age,  where,  as  at  home, 
she  was  remarked  for  her  sweetness  and  docility. 
The  family  removed  to  Trenton  when  she  was  quite 
young,  where  she  received  an  unusually  good  educa- 
tion fur  that  time,  including  a  knowledge  of  French 
and  Latin.  Although  faithful  in  performing  the 
many  duties  devolving  on  her  as  the  eldest  of  lour- 
teen  children,  yet  she  cultivated  her  mind  by  reading 
the  best  of  the  old  classics,  Young's  Night  Thoughts, 
<tc.,  and  often  made  appropriate  quotations.  But  the 
Bible  was  her  most  constant  companion — the  pre- 
eminent book  with  her. 

She  was  a  pious  child  ;  and  her  precious  mother 
seeking  to  give  a  right  direction  to  her  dedicated 
mind,  early  taught  her  to  look  unto  Jesus,"  care- 
fully instilling  a  sound  knowledge  of  Christian  truth, 
so  that  in  after  years  she  quickly  perceived,  and  her 
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pure  spirit  was  pained  by  any  attempt  to  iindervalno 
the  appointed  plan  of  redemption,  or  to  dispense,  in 
any  degree,  -with  the  only  ISTame  given  under  Heaven 
among  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

She  was  of  great  use  to  her  father,  in  reading  the 
proof  sheets  of  the  Quarto  Family  Bible,  of  Avhich  he 
pjublished  an  edition  of  five  thousand  copies  in  1790, 
which  was  remarkably  exempt  from  typographical 
errors,  and  was  the  first  of  that  form  published  in 
the  United  States. 

In  1797  the  Committee  of  Xew  York  Yearly  Meet- 
ing having  charge  of  Nine  Partners  Boarding  School, 
solicited  Isaac  ColUos  to  allow  his  daughter  to  go 
thither  as  a  teacher.  So  valuable  was  her  influence 
in  the  domestic  circle  that  his  consent  was  reluctantly 
yielded.  11.  0.  was  there  assiduously  engaged  as  a 
teacher  (without  remuneration)  for  about  two  years, 
but  the  eflfort  was  too  much  for  lier,  and  a  long  and 
serious  illness  was  the  consequence. 

In  the  year  1804  she  was  united  in  marriage  with 
our  beloved  Friend  Stephen  Grellet,  "  care  having 
been  taken,"  as  he  expressed  himself,  "  fully  to  feel 
after  the  Lord's  approbation  in  this  important  step." 
Many  survivors  can  testify  to  the  close  and  tender 
tie  which  united  them,  and  the  beautiful  harmony  in 
which  they  journeyed  together  towards  the  city  of 
the  Saints'  solemnities,  striving  to  keep  their  gar- 
ments unspotted  from  the  world,  encouraging  in  all 
around  them  whatever  tended  to  good,  endeavoring 
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proTiioto  tlieir  RodeeniorV  kin^zdom,  and  blessing 
1  praising  llini  whilst  walking  liunibly  before  llini. 
following  extract  from  l.er  husband's  journal, 
^  1  nio.  1S31,  when  about  commencing  his  fourth  reli- 
gious journey  to  Europe,  shows  how  much  she  w^as 
bis  helper  in  the  Lord  : — 

My  beloved  wife,  on  this  occasion,  as  on  all  pre- 
ceding ones,  which  have  not  been  few  since  we 
became  united  together  by  the  endearing  tie  of 
the  marriage  covenant,  freely  and  with  Christian 
cheerfulness  resigns  me  to  the  Lord's  service.  She 
is  nnitornily  a  great  encourager  to  me  to  act  the  part 
of  a  faithful  servant  of  the  best  of  Masters  ;  her  soul 
travails  with  mine  in  such  a  manner  that  she  had 
been  deeply  sensible  of  the  nature  of  the  service  that 
the  great  Master  c.iUed  me  to,  before  I  had  disclosed 
to  her  or  to  any  man  the  secret  exercises  of  my  heart. 
AVc  have  several  times  parted  wMth  the  apparent  pros- 
pect of  never  seeini:  each  other  again  in  this  state  of 
mutability  ;  but  the  Lord,  in  whose  hands  is  our  life, 
has  brought  us  together  again.  *  *  Lito  Ilis  hands, 
and  to  His  sovereign  will  and  disposal,  we  commit 
ourselves  and  our  beloved  daughter." 

The  Church  recognising  the  gift  wliich  Lad  been 
in  an  eminent  degree  conferred  upon  her,  she  occu- 
pied acceptably  for  many  years  the  important  station 
of  Elder;  and  her  service  in  this  capacity  was  not 
suspended,  even  during  her  seclusion  as  an  invalid ; 
those  who  resorted  to  her,  as  to  a  mother  in  Israel, 
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being  often  made  to  drink  from  wells  of  spiritual  re- 
freshment, and  the  gospel  messengers,  whose  visits 
she  received  with  tender  appreciation,  being  in  turn 
watered  themselves. 

She  was  an  eminent  example  of  self-denial,  and  was 
tenderly  concerned  for  the  rising  generation  that  they 
might  guard  against  the  growth  of  luxurious  habits. 

Humility,  purity,  and  refinement  were  conspicuous 
traits  in  her  character.  To  rare  discretion  and  sound 
judgment,  she  added  a  very  uncommon  degree  of 
sympathy,  and  many  found  in  her  a  safe  and  wise 
counsellor. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  1858,  she  was  very  i 
ill,  after  which  she  had  repeated  attacks  of  sickness,  , 
and  rarely  left  her  room.    The  Bible  continued  to  be 
her  daily  companion,  and  when  not  able  to  read  for 
herself,  the  office  was  performed  by  another,  and  she 
often  commented,  with  sweet  expressions,  upon  what  i 
was  read  to  her..  She  frequently  spoke  of  her  un- 
worthiness.    Humility  was  always  the  covering  of  j 
her  spirit,  and  had  been  remarkably  so  through  life ;  [ 
yet,  depending  upon  her  Saviour  in  living  faith,  she  j 
was  upheld  by  an  assurance  that  she  should  not  be  i 
cast  away,  and  at  times,  when  giving  expression  to  j| 
her  humble  trust,  her  countenance  was  seraphic  iuij 
beauty.   She  loved  to  meditate,  day  and  night,  in  the  J 
law  of  the  Lord,  and  often  repeated  passages  which | 
were  forcibly  presented  to  her  mind,  sometimes  an 
entire  Psalm,  and  sometimes  a  hymn.    One  day,  as 
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her  beloved  daug:hter  sat  beside  her,  she  said  she  liad 
su'^h  views  of  the  hrilliant  city — "Oh,  how  brilliant 
it  was!"  At  another  time,  dwelling  upon  the  truth 
or  the  promises,  she  said,  '^If  we  repent,  we  shall  be 
T>;\rdoned:  the  righteous  shall  be  saved — those  who 
iio  endeavor  to  walk  in  the  right  way."  Again,  she 
"  I  think  I  can  say  I  have  not  been  a  hypocrite. 
I  have  loved  the  truth  from  my  youth  up,  though  I 
liave  often  wavered,  like  other  frail  mortals.  I  have 
nothing  of  my  own  to  trust  to."  She  expressed  her 
adoption  of  the  following  language  of  one  of  whom 

0  had  been  reading:     Oh  Lord,  Thou,  who  alone' 

Jerstandest  the  most  hidden  thoughts  of  the  heart, 
ki lowest  that  it  is  my  sincere  desire  to  love  and  serve 

lee  more.    Enable  me,  gracious  God,  to  know  my 

\\  made  subservient  to  Thee!" 

One  afternoon  she  remarked  to  her  daughter, 
"Many  sweet  passages  have  covered  me  to-day;" 
o-nd  she  specified  the  21st  Psalm,  and  expatiated  on 
David's  experience.  Then  she  mentioned  the  23d 
Psalm,  saying,  I  do  believe  I  can  adopt  the  Psalm- 
ist's w^ords — '  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil,  for  Thou 
art  with  me ;  Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  they  comfort 
me."  [It  may  be  that  she  associated  with  the  latter 
words  her  husband's  application  of  them  to  the 
pointed  staff  and  shepherd's  crook  which  he  had 
often  seen  used  on  the  mountains^f  the  former  thrust 
into  the  ground  to  prevent  a  falling  lamb  from  going 
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over  a  precipice — the  latter  gently  to  draw  him  from 
the  danger.] 

One  day,  very  near  her  close,  she  said  that  she  had 
never  felt  the  promises  to  be  so  precious ;  that  it  was 
wrong  and  a  sin  to  distrust.  Her  mind  now  seldom 
dwelt  upon  earthly  subjects,  but  day  and  night  her 
thoughts  assumed  the  form  of  prayers.  On  the  occa- 
sion just  referred  to,  she  repeated  several  texts;  as — 

Bles>ed  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord ;"  remarking, 
how  many  promises  there  are  to  those  who  fear  Him ; 
"Light  is  sown  for  the  righteous,  and  gladness  for 
tlfe  upright  in  heart,"  &c.  She  asked  her  daughter 
to  look  for  the  passage  (1  Oor.  ii.  9),  "  Eye  hath  not 
seen,  nor  ear  heard,"  &c. ;  also  (Rom.  viii.  18),^  "For 
I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  Avorld  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  w^ith  the  glory  which 
shall  be  revealed  in  us." 

Her  finely  intellectual  mind  continued  bright  and 
vigorous  till  she  was  seized  with  paralysis,  within  a 
few  days  of  her  death,  after  which  she  lay  beautifully 
tranquil,  not  wholly  unconscious ;  for  she  evinced  her 
recognition  of  her  beloved  child  by  frequently  smiling 
upon  her,  pressing  her  hand,  and  stroking  her  face, , 
with  the  tender  affection  which  neither  suffering  noilj 
even  the  bright  prospect  before  her  could  interrupt.? 
On  the  9th  of  3d  month,  soon  after  the  first  hour  of 
morning,  she  entered  upon  the  "  day  without  night," 
tranquil  and  peaceful,  as  if  reposing  on  the  bosom  of 
Him  who  had  loved  and  redeemed  her,  and  who  was 
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'leading  lier  throngh  the  valley  to  the  reahus  of 
!bles?5e(]ne.^s.

Her  father,  John  Smith,  was  among  the  small 
amber  of  Friends  who  settled  in  the  unbroken 

rest,  and  erected  the  first  substantial  dwelling  on 
ilie  site  now  occupied  by  the  flourishing  city  of 
Richmond,  where  he  lived  for  several  years  with  Ms 
first  wife,  surrounded  by  a  family  of  ten  children, 
until  she  was  removed  by  death. 

He  was  subsequently  united  in  marriage  with  Jane 
Place,  a  widowed  mother  of  several  children,  after 
which  the  subject  of  this  notice  was  added  to  their 
parental  charge. 

Of  their  hospitality  to  strangers  and  those  travel- 
ling on  behalf  of  Society,  there  are  many  living

witnesses,  besides  the  records  of  departed  worthies 
who  visited  the  Church  while  the  country  was  a  wil- 
derness. 

Esther  Hadley  was  endowed  with  good  natural 
abilities,  which,  under  the  fostering  care  of  pious 
parents,  and  a  thorough  home  training,  strengthened 
by  a  guarded  religious  and  literary  education  at 
Westtown  Boarding-school,  early  fitted  her  for  use- 
fulness. 

At  the  organization  of  First  Day  Schools  for  Scrip- 
tural Instruction,  at  White  Water  Meeting,  in  1834, 
though  but  fifteen  years  of  age,  she  was  chosen  as  a 
teacher,  and  applied  herself  so  devotedly  to  the  ser- 
vice, that  notwithstanding  the  entire  lack  of  Question 
Books,  and  other  helps  so  abundant  in  later  years, 
and  the  scarcity  of  Bibles  that  prevailed  amongst  the 
children  and  young  people  of  that  time,  there  are  those 
both  older  and  younger  than  herself,  who  can  testify  to 
her  efficiency,  in  that  capacity,  and  her  interest  in 
the  work  continued  undiminished  to  the  close  of  her 
life.  To  one  of  her  late  class  who  visited  her  while 
ill,  she  remarked,  'Now  that  thou  hast  come,  I  be- 
lieve all  my  dear  girls  have  been  to  see  me.  I  was 
always  glad  when  First  day  morning  came,  so  that  I 
could  meet  my  class."  A  firm  believer  in  those  Sacred 
writings,  she  carefully  promoted  the  daily  reading  of 
them  in  her  family,  in  a  collected  capacity,  and 
encouraged  their  diligent  private  perusal. 

A  devoted  wife,  an  afiiectionate,  judicious  mother, 
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lie  ordered  her  household  with  economy  and  neatness, 
i  Ler  lis^tening  ear  was  quick  to  catch  the  story  of  want 
and  misery,  while,  with  a  corresponding  promptness, 
''or  willing  heart  and  open  hand  devised  and  admi- 
istered  the  means  of  relief.    The  down-trodden  and 
^pressed  African  race  was  remembered,  and  as 
i>portunity  afforded,  their  needs  supplied,  some  of 
hom  referred  to  her  kindness  while  viewing  her 
.mains.    The  afflicted  and  bereaved  shared  largely 
.ud  tenderly  of  her  sympathy,  while  she  soothed  the 
cvered  brow,  wiped  away  the  falling  tear,  and  bade 
le  weary  look  beyond  this  vale  of  sorrow,  to  scenes 
:  endless  glory.    Her  health  had  been  delicate  for 
-me  time  before  she  was  taken  down  with  her  last 
.ness,  but  had  recovered  sufficiently  to  ride  out 
v'casionally,  and  pass  about  the  house.  Conversing 
ith  a  friend  about  this  time  on  the  sudden  death  of 
.1  old  acquaintance,  she  observed  that  it  made  a  deep 
id  solemn  impression  upon  her  mind,  and  led  to  a 
inute  examination  of  her  own  accounts,  bringing 
ome  the  question  very  closely,  "  Am  I  also  ready?'' 
^marking,  "  It  is  the  great  and  all-important  point 
of  our  journey  through  life,  to  be  prepared  to  go  at  a 
Tnoment's  warning."    She  was  strongly  attached  to 
lie  doctrines  and  testimonies  of  the  Society  of  which 
:\\Q  was  a  member,  and  manifested  much  interest, 
i:d  often  took  a  useful  part  in  its  disciphnary  pro- 
ee  dings. 

She  bore  a  painful  illness  of  more  than  six  months'

duration,  without  a  murmur  ever  escaping  her  lips, 
cheerfully  submitting  to  all  the  dispensations  of  her 
Heavenly  Father.  She  often  numbered  her  bless- 
ings, gratefully  acknowledging  that  she  had  every- 
thing to  be  thankful  for.  The  kindness  of  her  friends, 
and  the  affectionate  and  untiring  attention  of  her 
family,  v^^ere  frequently  dwelt  upon.  To  one  who 
spoke  of  her  long  and  tedious  confinement,  she 
quickly  answered  :  "  Oh,  no  !  It  has  not  been  tedi- 
ous. I  have  spent  a  very  pleasant  summer."  To 
another  who  told  her  she  had  prayed  that  she 
might  be  restored,  for  the  sake  of  her  family — 
"Eather,"  said  she,  pray  for  me  that  I  may  be 
resigned  to  my  Heavenly  Father's  will."  Being  que- 
ried with,  at  an  early  period,  as  to  ^her  prospect  of 
recovery,  she  said  she  thought  it  altogether  uncer- 
tain ;  but  she  did  not  wish  to  increase  the  anxiety 
and  sorrow  of  her  family  by  speaking  much  about 
it;  she  had  resigned  all  into  the  Hand  of  Him  who 
doeth  all  things  well.  If  He  saw  meet  to  restore 
her,  He  was  able ;  if  to  remove  her,  she  had  desired 
that  He  would  grant  her  a  preparation,  and  give  her 
an  evidence  of  her  approaching  end,  in  time  to  take 
leave  of  her  family,  and  discharge  toward  them 
whatever  might  be  required  of  her ;  and  that  her 
faith  was  strong  that  her  petition  would  be  granted. 

At  one  time,  under  mental  trial,  in  the  silent  watches 
of  the  night  she  exclaimed :  0  for  one  spark  of 
Divine  Grace  to  light  me  through  the  dark  cloud.""' 
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Being:  inquired  of  next  morning  how  she  passed  the 
niglir,  fi  radiant  smile  rested  upon  her  face,  while  she 
de^crihed  a  light  that  was  shown  her  in  the  night, 
which  was  far  ahove  the  light  of  the  moon,  or  the 
sun,  and  she  said,  "  I  was  told  that  that  light  was 
mine/' 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  she 
remarked  that,  although  her  extreme  feebleness 
prevented  her  from  seeing  but  very  few  of  her  friends, 
yet  it  had  been  a  feast  for  her ;  and  she  had  never 
enjoyed  hearing  of  the  business  transactions  more 
than  at  this  time,  mentioning  the  salutary  visits  of 
John  Hodgkin,  E.  P.  Guruey,  E.  Meader,  and  others. 
Her  decline,  though  gradual,  was  evidently  progress- 
ing; for  several  weeks  she  seldom  spoke  above  a 
whisper,  and  then  but  a  few  words  at  a  time.  Oa 
Fourth  day  morning,  the  27th  of  11  tb  month,  a  vio- 
lent paroxysm  of  coughing  greatly  exhausted  her 
little  remaining  strength.  A  few  hours  after,  a 
friend  inquiring  about  her  cough,  she  requested  all  to 
pray  for  her  that  she  might  be  relieved  from  it ;  add- 
ing, I  have  prayed  for  it,  and  have  reason  to  believe 
it  will  be  granted,  for  He  has  given  me  everything 
I  have  yet  asked  for."  And  such  was  the  case ;  her 
cough  ceased ;  she  lay  quiet,  and  in  a  good  degree 
comfortable.  Fifth  day  night,  her  last  on  earth,  was 
marked  with  peculiar  favor :  she  seemed  swallowed 
up  in  praises  and  thanl^sgivings,  saying,  "  How  kind 
the  Lord  is,  He  has  granted  me  all  I  have  asked  of 
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Him.''  And  those  who  watched  beside  her  could 
but  acknowledge  that  the  room  was  indeed  filled  with 
the  "  odor  of  the  ointment." 

She  awoke  early  on  the  morning  of  the  29th,  re- 
freshed, and  on  taking  some  nourishment  her  strength 
appeared  a  Httle  revived,  but  it  soon  became  evident 
that  her  sanctified  spirit  was  approaching  the  portals 
of  eternity,  and  that  the  favor  asked  for  in  the  early 
part  of  her  illness  was  about  to  be  granted.  Assem- 
bling her  family  about  her,  she  addressed  each  one  of 
them  successively,  and  was  favored  with  ability  to 
dispense  to  each  that  counsel  and  advice  best  suited 
to  their  respective  needs ;  admonishing  the  older  to 
assist  the  younger,  and  all  to  labor  together  in  endea- 
voring to  meet  their  mother  in  Heaven ;  and  con- 
cluded with  saying :  "  Now  pray  for  me,  that  I  may 
have  an  easy  and  quiet  release." 

After  this  she  lay  comparatively  quiet,still  repeating 
at  intervals,  "  How  kind  the  Lord  is  ;  He  has  given  me 
all  I  have  asked."  About  two  o'clock  she  wished  her 
position  changed,  which  being  done,  she  said,  That 
is  nice."  It  was  felt  to  be  a  great  favor  to  be  with 
her  and  witness  what  is  here  recorded  ;  and  the  ex- 
ceeding meagreness  of  language  is  felt  in  conveying 
on  paper  any  just  sense  of  the  Divine  unction  that 
attended  much  that  transpired.  Little  indeed  can  be 
described  of  the  blessedness  of  that  last  night,  and  the 
final  farewell  with  those  cherished  boys ;  that  darling 
daughter  in  feeble  health,  on  whom  she  well  knew

must  soon  devolve  the  care  of  the  family  and  house- 
hold, that  precious  infant  only  seven  months  old, 
and  that  faithful  Imsband  who  had  watched  over  her 
80  tenderly  .  .  .  but  the  impression  must  long  remain 
upon  their  minds,  urizing  them  to  follow  in  that  faith 
which  gave  her  the  victory.  As  the  final  moment 
approached  she  expressed  the  desire,  that  the  feelings 
of  all  present  might  he  preserved  calm  and  quiet  till 
the  close,  when  an  impressive  silence  ensued  ;  not  a 
breath  was  heard  save  that  of  the  dear  patient,  which 
gradually  grew  shorter  and  fainter,  until  all  was  over. 
She  was  graciously  preserved,  entirely  conscious  to 
the  last,  and  with  her  mind  stayed  on  the  immutable 
"  Rock  of  Ages," — her  lamp  trimmed  and  burning, 
she  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.

She  bore  her  illness  with  patience,  often  imparting 
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words  of  comfort  and  consolation  to  those  around 
her.  She  was  frequently  engaged  in  prayer  and 
praise,  manifesting  a  desire  to  wait  the  Lord's  ap- 
pointed tirne.  She  gave  much  suitable  counsel  to  her 
family,  and  others,  commending  them  to  the  Lord, 
and  inviting  them  to  put  their  trust  in  Him  who 
would  care  for  them,  and  make  a  way  where  there 
appears  to  be  no  way.

This  little  boy  had  always  been  remarkably  healthy, 
1.1  was  full  of  life  and  animation  until  attacked  by 
that  dreaded  disease  diphtheria,  which  soon  termi- 
nated his  life. 

He  was  a  very  loving,  affectionate  child,  but  not 
w  ithout  the  faults  common  to  children  of  his  age. 
lie  loved  dearly  to  hear  Bible  stories  read  to  him, 
1  the  account  of  Jesus  stilling  the  tempest,  and  the 
-tory  of  Abraham  and  his  descendants,  were  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  to  him. 

He  also  liked  to  hear  his  mother  repeat  poetry, 
:n3  of  which  he  soon  learned.    One  little  hymn  he 
.earned  when  only  three  years  old — 

"  Down  upon  my  pillow  warm, 

I  now  lay  my  little  head, 
And  the  rain,  the  wind,  the  storm, 
Cannot  come  too  nigh  my  bed. 

Many  little  children  poor 

Have  not  anywhere  to  go; 
And  sad  hardships  they  endure, 

Such  as  I  did  never  know. 
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Dear  mamma,  I  thank  thee  oft, 

For  my  comfortable  bed.

Thank  Him  for  His  watchful  care,

He  was  early  taught  to  look  upon  death,  as  a  tran- 
sition from  this  world  to  one  infinitely  more  beauti- 
ful, and  that  life  in  the  presence  of  a  loving  God  and 
Saviour  would  be  far  happier  than  this.  He  fre- 
quently asked,  in  his  childish  simplicity,  what  Heaven 
was  like.  On  being  assured  that  God  loved  little 
children,  he  answered  earnestly,  I  want  to  go  now." 
A  few  weeks  before  his  death,  he  made  the  same  re- 
mark, adding,  he  couldn't  wait  any  longer.  Through 
his  illness  he  was  very  patient ;  and  whenever  his 
mother  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  go  and  live  with 
God,  his  answer  was  always  in  the  affirmative.

Of  a  cheerful  and  affectionate  disposition  she  was 
warmly  attached  to  her  friends  ;  and  her  health  being 
generally  good,  she  seemed  to  be  in  the  fall  enjoyment 
of  the  blessings  of  life.  Yet  in  the  ordering  of  un- 
erring Wisdom,  she  was  early  removed  from  these, 
but  not  until  she  had  experienced  a  preparation  for  a 
better  inheritance.  She  was  attacked  with  sore 
throat  on  the  28th  of  Seventh  month,  which  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days  proved  to  be  diphtheria,  of  a 
malignant  form.  The  disease  progressing  rapidly,  the 
uncertainty  of  her  recovery  was  alluded  to,  at  which 
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she  showed  no  signs  of  fear,  although  unusually  timid 
in  regard  to  sickness.  On  the  evening  of  the  5th  of 
Eighth  month  she  asked  her  father  what  the  Doctors 
thought  of  her  ?  He  answered  that  they  thought  her 
very  sick,  indeed.  She  said,  Then  I  shall  have  to 
die."  He  replied,  We  hope  not ;  but  thou  would 
be  willing  if  thy  Heavenly  Father  wanted  thee ; 
would  thou  not  ?"  She  said,  Yes  ;  but  I  had  rather 
stay  with  you  a  little  longer."  She  also  said  she 
had  not  been  as  patient  as  she  ought,  but  she  would 
try  to  do  better.  After  a  little  while  she  said  to  her 
father  and  grandmother,  that  she  was  willing  to  go 
or  not,  as  her  Heavenly  Father  wished.  She  said 
the  Doctors  had  done  all  they  could  for  her.  Her 
mother  coming  in  and  hearing  of  what  she  had  said, 
was  nmch  affected,  when  ^[artha  looked  up,  and 
said,  calmly,  "  Mother,  don't  cry;  may  be  I  shall  not 
die."  Her  mother  told  her  that  she  was  rejoiced  to 
hear  that  she  was  willing  to  go,  and  spoke  to  her  of 
the  great  happiness  she  would  enjoy. 

The  same  evening  she  said,  I  am  not  afraid  to 
die.  I  shall  be  in  Jesus'  fold  ;  there  will  be  no  more 
sin  or  sorrow  there.  May  be  I  will  see  you  all  in 
Heaven."  She  then  added,  I  have  two  little  sisters 
there,  and  two  grandfathers,  and  one  uncle,  and  two 
aunts,"  repeating  their  names. 

From  this  time  she  bore  her  sufferings  without  a 
murmur,  and  was  very  quiet.  She  requested  those 
around  her  not  to  talk  very  loud.    Her  thoughts 
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Beemo«l  to  ho  turned  from  tho  thingj^  of  Earth,  and 
centred  upon  the  pros|>ect  of  ITeaven. 

ller  nunt^  who  had  boon  conversing  with  licr  tho 
same  evening,  alluded  to  the  following  hymn,  repeat- 
ing a  few  lines  of  it.  Martha,  then,  in  a  lively  nian- 
Der  repeated  the  last  verse. 

"  I  think  when  I  read  that  swoet  story  of  old, 

When  Josu5  was  hero  amon?  men, 
How  Ho  cillcd  little  chiMron  as  lambs  to  His  fold, 

I  should  like  to  havo  boon  with  thom  then. 
I  wish  that  His  hand  had  boon  placed  on  my  head, 

That  His  arms  had  been  thrown  around  mo, 
And  that  I  mipht  have  seen  His  kind  looks  when  Ho  said, 

'  I>ct  tho  little  ones  come  unto  Me.' 

**  But  still  to  His  footstool  in  prayer  I  may  go, 

And  ask  for  a  share  in  His  love  ; 
And  if  I  thus  earnestly  seek  Him  below, 

I  shall  see  Him  and  hear  Him  above  ; 
In  that  beautiful  place  He  has  gone  to  prepare 

For  all  who  are  wrcshed  and  forgiven  ; 
And  many  dear  children  are  gatheredjthere, 

*  For  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Heaven.''  " 

At  another  time  she  asked  her  father  if  he  knew 
what  her  prayer  was?  He  replied  he  did  not,  when 
she  repeated  the  following,  which  she  had  learned 
when  in  health  : 

"  Jesus,  tender  Shepherd,  I  pray 
That  Thou  wilt  guard  me  through  the  day, 
And  in  play  that  I  may  do 
As  I  would  be  done  unto." 

The  next  morning  being  more  comfortable,  at  one 
time  she  said  :  "  I  do  not  feel  so  very  sick  now  ;  per- 
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haps  the  Doctors  could  do  something  for  me." — Yet, 
immediately  adding — "  but  it  T\^ould  be  better  to  go 
to  God." 

Soon  after,  the  family  being  in  the  room,  in  which 
her  brother,  also,  lay  sick,  she  said  :  "  I  am  now  will- 
ing to  go  to  my  Heavenly  Father  !  I  want  you  all 
to  try  and  meet  me  there  !"  After  taking  some  drink 
she  said,  "  Now  I  think  I  shall  want  nothing  more  ; 
God  will  give  me  all  I  want."  After  w^hich  she  took 
nothing.  On  seeing  her  brother  weeping,  she  said 
to  him,  Don't  cry,  but  go  with  me  to  the  Promised 
Land  and  added  Cassie  has  gone  there*,"  alluding 
to  a  little  schoolmate  who  had  lately  died.  She  said 
to  the  doctor,  who  had  been  her  faithful  attendant, 
that  he  had  done  all  he  could  for  her,  and  desired  him 
to  meet  her  in  Ileaven.  Soon  after,  thinking  she  was 
going,  she  wished  all  called  in,  but  soon  revived  again 
and  said,  I  shall  not  die  yet,  but  no  one  except  God 
can  help  me."  She  lived  about  five  hours  after  this. 
Not  long  before  the  close  she  asked  her  father,  how 
long  he  thought  it  would  be  before  she  would  be  in 
Heaven  ? 

He,  thinking  she  referred  to  the  time  she  would 
live,  answered,  "I  don't  know,  my  dear ;  thou  can  wait 
a  little  longer,  if  thy  Heavenly  Father  want  thee  to." 
She  repHed  with  surprise;  *'Why,  Father,  I  think 
I  shall  go  straight  there  ;  I  think  I  shall  not  have  to 
wait  at  all,  and  will  be  there  all  the  time."  He  now 
understood  the  question,  and  replied,  "  I  think,  my 
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dear,- thou  wilt  not  have  to  wait  at  all  after  thou 
leaves  us/' 

She  evidently  felt  that  her  sins  were  forgiven,  and 
that  nothing  could  separate  lier  from  her  Saviour. 
With  this  firm  trust,  she  awaited  the  close  of  all 
things  here.  About  ten  minutes  before  the  close, 
she  Siiid,  "Now  lam  going.  Farewell,  father!  fare- 
well, mother! — farewell,  all!''  which  were  her  last 
words.  The  mind  seemed  no  longer  to  realize  the 
sufferings  of  the  body,  and  the  Spirit  was  soon  re- 
leased to  inherit  a  mansion  prepared  for  her  through 
the  triunmeed  mercy  of  her  Iwcdeemer.

A  few  extracts  from  her  memorandn,  penned  during 
ber  illness^  show  some  of  the  trials  and  exercises 
through  wliich  she  passed,  and  the  earnest  engage- 
ment of  mind  with  which  she  sought  the  kingdom 
which  is  righteousness  and  peace. 

Under  date  of  Eighth  mo.  1st,  I860,  she  writes,

"10th  mo.  20th.  Dearest  Lord!  grant  that  Thy 
life-giving  presence  may  attend  me  through  the  val- 
ley of  the  shadow  of  death,  that  I  may  fear  no  evil : 
that  Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  may  comfort  me." 

A  few  months  later  she  writes,  In  my  Father's 
presence  is  fulness  of  joy  ;  there  I  am  free  froin  fear. 
He  watches  over  me  by  night  and  by  day.'* 

"  2nd  mo.,  1861.  Many  are  iny  afflictions.  O  grant 
me  patience  to  bear  them  all  ?" 

3d  mo.  1st.  0  that  I  could  praise  the  Lord  for 
His  kindness  and  tender  mercy  toward  me.  I  am 
poor,  and  blind,  and  miserable,  and  of  myself  can  do 
nothing.    I  desire  to  be  watchful." 

"4:th  mo.  May  I  be  found  waiting  upon  the  dear 
Master !  willing  to  be  what  he  would  have  me  to 
be:  humble  and  dependent.    I  am  a  poor  worm, 
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bot  still  I  resume  iny  cry — Father,  continue  Thy  caro 
over  me.'' 

5th  inc.  O  Lord  !  I  ilesiro  that  Thou  woulclst  form 
and  liv^hion  me  acc(»r(ling  to  Tliy  ^vill ;  and  that  Thou 
vrouldst  strongtlion  mo  Xo  bear  all  my  alllictions ;  for 
Thou  alone  art  able.'' 

Some  articles  of  her  dress  caused  her  some  uneasi- 
ness of  mind.  She  felt  now  that  it  had  been  required 
of  her  to  dress  plainly,  and  regretted  very  much  that 
she  had  ever  deviated  in  this  respect  whilst  in  liealth. 

To  part  with  her  near  friends,  and  particularly,  her 
husband  and  little  daughter,  was  a  close  trial.  But 
tiirough  Divine  assistance  she  was  enabled  to  leave 
them  in  His  care  who  careth  for  all  His  creatures. 

During  her  protracted  illness,  her  light  was  often 
obscured ;  doubt  and  fears,  and  a  sense  of  her  own 
unworthiiiess,  would  pervade  her  mind ;  but  as  her 
eye  was  single,  heavenly  light  with  increased  bright- 
nes>s  would  sweetly  shed  its  peaceful  and  calming 
influence  on  her  troubled  mind.

^     He  was  deprived  in  early  life  of  the  care  of  his 
^  parents,  both  of  whom  were  taken  from  him  about 
the  saine  time.    Beinp^  thus  left  exposed,  the  follies 

*  and  pleasures  of  youth  too  much  engaged  his  affec- 
tions. Yet  he  was  followed  by  secret  convictions, 
and  favored  with  some  precious  visitations  of  his 

••  Heavenly  Father's  love.  Yielding  to  the  call,  "  My 
^  son,  give  Me  thy  heart,"  he  was  enabled  to  become 

not  only  a  hearer  of  the  sayings  of  his  dear  Master, 

but  also  a  doer  of  them. 

His  marriage  proved  a  blessing  to  him;  his  wife 

being  a  helpmeet,  or  rather  a  leader  to  him :  but  this 

state  of  tranquillity  and  comfort  was  not  of  long  dura- 
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tion ;  for  in  the  space  of  a  few  years,  his  beloved  wife 
and  two  infant  children  were  removed  by  death,  and 
he  was  left  alone  in  the  world/  This  severe  dispensa- 
tion had  the  effect  to  bring  him  still  nearer  to  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  and  deepened  him  in  the  root  of  divine 
life. 

About  this  time  his  mouth  was  occasionally  opened 
in  our  meetings  in  short  testimonies. 

In  the  twenty-seventh  year  of  his  age,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  station  of  an  Elder,  and  in  this,  as  well 
as  in  the  various  offices  to  which  he  was  called  in  the 
Church,  he  sought  for  the  qualification  which  cau  only 
be  received  from  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect 
gift,  that  he  might  be  enabled  to  fulfil  all  the  duties 
devolving  upon  him  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord.  Ho 
was  careful  to  encourage  those  who  were  young  in 
the  ministry,  entering  freely  into  their  exercises,  and 
extending  a  fatherly  hand  to  lead  them  gently  along. 

After  a  time  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mercy 
Taylor,  and  the  same  afflictive  dispensation  soon  fol- 
lowed ;  for  she,  too,  and  two  infant  children,  were 
removed  from  him.  Amid  these  trials  he  still  clung 
to  His  Saviour,  though  ofcen  expressing  a  sense  of 
great  weakness.  He  again  entered  into  the  marriage 
covenant  with  Phebe  Hollock,  who  still  survives 
him. 

In  the  winter  of  1856  he  w^as  brought  very  low  by 
disease,  near  the  gates  of  death  ;  but  there  he  dis- 
covered his  work  was  not  done ;  that  he  must  hold 
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himself  in  readiness  to  accompany  somo  niinistor  on 
a  rolii:i*>ns  visit  to  friendj*  in  Canada  and  some  parts 
of  the  Slate  of  New  Yi»rk. 

In  the  performance  of  this  service  he  was  asynipa- 
*^*7:ini^  companion,  and  was  sometimes  enabled  to 
r  his  testimony  to  the  goodness  of  the  I/>rd,  to  the 
]K  ace  of  his  own  mind,  and  retnrned  to  his  home  with 
tlio  reward  of  peace.  After  his  return  he  often  ex- 
pressed the  satisfaction  this  visit  had  afforded  him, 
but  seemed  to  be  of  tho  opinion  that  his  work  was 
now  done;  and  renting  in  His  Saviour,  he  awaited 
patiently  His  summon^.

In  early  life  he  gave  evidence  tint  he  was  under 
the  forming  hand  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church, 
for  usL'fulness  therein,  an<l  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
he  yielded  to  the  requirement  of  apprehended  duty, 
and  uttered  a  few  words  in  a  public  Meeting  for  wor- 
ship. 

In  the  year  1819,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Taber,  daughter  of  the  late  Joseph  and  Huldah  Hoag. 
In  the  year  182-4,  his  gift  was  acknowledged,  and  he 
was  recorded  a  Minister  by  Sandwich  Monthly  Meet- 
ing of  Friends. 
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He  very  early  saw  that  it  was  for  him  to  yield  to 
the  calls  of  his  Divine  Master,  in  going  from  place 
to  place  to  declare  His  unsearchable  riches,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  living  faith,  to  put  his  trust  in  the 
Lord,  that  He  would  make  his  way  and  provide  all 
things  needful  for  him  while  engaged  in  his  service ; 
and  in  the  later  years  of  his  life,  he  often  testified 
that  in  this  trust  and  confidence  he  had  been  sustained 
and  had  lacked  nothing. 

During  the  four  following  years,  after  being  re- 
corded a  Minister,  he  seyeral  times  received  minutes  of 
the  Meeting  liberating  him  for  religious  service  within 
the  limits  of  neighboring  Quarterly  Meetings  ;  which 
visits  appear  to  have  been  made  to  the  relief  and 
peace  of  his  own  mind,  and  to  the  satisfaction  and 
comfort  of  his  friends. 

In  the  year  1829,  he  believed  it  his  duty  to  open 
to  his  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  a  prospect  of 
extensive  rehgious  service  within  the  limits  of  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  some  portions 
of  Baltimore  Yearly  Meetings,  in  which  engagement 
his  beloved  wife  felt  herself  called  upon  to  partici- 
pate. 

Having  received  the  full  unity  and  encouragement 
of  Friends,  he  arranged  his  temporal  concerns,  and 
with  his  wife  set  out  upon  his  journey.  Many  and 
deep  were  his  trials  and  baptisms,  as  expressed  in 
memoranda  kept  during  this  engagement,  which 
occupied  more  than  two  years  ;  and  abundant  are 
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the  testimonials  that  Iiave  been  borne,  both  written 
and  verbal,  to  his  seasonable  and  efficient  labors, 
under  the  qualifying  and  strengthening  hand  of  Israel's 
adorable  Sliopherd. 

Having  given  himself  to  the  service  of  his  Divine 
Master,  he  cheerfully  yielded  to  Ilis  requirements; 
and,  in  the  obedience  of  faith,  again  and  again  left 
his  home  to  discharge  his  religious  duty  to  his  fellow 
men. 

In  Tenth  month,  1841,  he  was  liberated  with  full 
unity  to  visit  in  gospel  love,  most  of  the  tribes  of 
Indians  which  had  been  removed  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river,  to  visit  Friends  in  Iowa,  Indiana,  and 
Ohio,  and  to  attend  Ohio  and  Indiana  Yearly  Meet- 
ings. He  proceeded  first  to  Washington,  and  had 
interviews  with  the  President,  and  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  who  received  him  courteously,  read  his 
certificates,  and  offered  every  facility  in  their  power 
to  advance  his  mission.  The  Indian  Commissioner 
gave  him  a  document,  strongly  recommending  him 
to  the  officers  of  Government,  and  to  the  Indians. 
He  also  called  on  John  Ross,  principal  Chief  of  the 
Cherokees,  who,  with  other  Chiefs,  was  in  Washing- 
ton on  official  business  :  they  expressed  approbation 
of  the  proposed  visit,  and  invited  him  to  their  houses. 

In  Tenth  month,  1842,  he  returned  his  certificate^^ 
with  the  information  that  he  had  accomplished  the 
visit,  to  the  relief  and  comfort  of  his  mind.  Minutes 
from  the  Meetings  he  had  visited,  expressed  their 
11 
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satisfactioa  "vvitli  his  conipaDy,  and  that  his  gospel 
ministry  had  been  sound  and  edifying. 

During  several  succeeding  years  he  was  often  en- 
gaged in  reh'gious  service  within  different  Yearly 
Meetings  on  this  Continent ;  and  in  1850,  he  and  his 
wife,  Eh'zabeth  Meader,  embarked  for  England  on  a . 
united  Gospel  mission  to  Great  Britain,  and  some 
parts  of  the  Continent  of  Europe.  John  Meader 
records  in  his  memoranda: — ''21st  of  8th  month. 
Came  this  morning  to  East  Boston  with  many  dear 
Friends  and  relatives.  These  remained  with  us  for 
some  hours  on  board  the  steamship  Cambria,  and  at 
twelve  o'clock  we  parted  from  them  in  much  broken- 
ness;  it  seemed,  indeed,  like  the  last  cord  around  the 
sacrifice,  and  which  must  bind  us  more  closely  to  His 
altar." 

"  9mo.  2d.  This  morning,  early,  we  arrived  safe  in 
Liverpool,  after  passing  eleven  and  a  half  days  on 
board  the  steamship.  We  have  been  much  favored 
every  day,  and  to  the  great  Kame  we  desire  to  ren- 
der all  the  praise.  Our  dear  friend  Isaac  TIadwin 
met  us  on  board,  and  took  us  to  his  house,  where  we 
were  cordially  and  kindly  received  by  his  dear  wife." 

They  left  Liverpool  on  the  9th,  and  were  welcomed 
by  Friends,  as  Gospel  messengers,  and  petitions  were 
raised  to  the  Father  of  mercies,  that  an  open  door 
might  be  before  them,  and  their  message  received  by 
those  to  whom  it  was  sent.  Their  hearts  rejoiced  in 
meeting  several  dear  Friends  who  had  visited  Ame- 
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rica  on  missions  similar  to  their  own  to  England, 
They  wore  heartily  welcomed  by  Thomas  Eobsou, 
and  a  kind  resting-placo  w^s  found  with  Isaac  and 

.  Anna  Braithwaite,  and  also  with  other  Friends 
known  in  Americn. 

^  "  Omo.  25.  Rode  to  Ulverston,  and  had  a  !^[ecting 
at  Swarthmore,  the  residence  of  George  Fox.  But 

.  few  Friends  are  now  here,  yet  the  Meeting  was  to 
some  relief."  On  a  stone  over  the  door  of  the  Meet- 
ing  House  is  cut,  Anno  Donnni  G.  F.  1G88."  At 
a  house  in  tlie  neighborhood  is  kept  a  Bible,  left  by 
George  Fox,  chained  to  the  minister's  gallery  in  the 
Meeting  House.  It  is  still  in  good  order,  but  removed 
for  safe  keeping. 

.  lOino.  1.    At  Hardshaw,  where  we  visited  the 

Craig,  where  George  Fox  held  several  Meetings  in  the 
open  air.  It  is  a  kind  of  Amphitheatre,  in  which 
many  thousands  could  distinctly  hear,  without  much 
elevation  of  the  voice.  He  stood  on  a  stone,  not  un- 
like a  pulpit,  on  which  he  could  lay  his  hands,  and  as 
if  a  place  was  prepared  by  nature  to  kneel  upon." 

"  llmo.  3.  This  is  the  anniversary  of  my  birth, 
being  fifty- three  years  old  this  day.  When  I  reflect 
upon  my  many  omissions  and  commissions,  and  the 
little  I  have  ever  done  in  the  great  cause  of  our  Holy 

\  Redeemer,  the  language  of  my  heart  is — may  the 
next  and  each  succeeding  year,  if  mercifully  extended 
to  my  pilgrimage,  be  more  intently  and  fully  devoted 
to  the  Lord's  work. 
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llmo.  21.  Had  a  public  Meeting  at  Malton,  to 
our  intense  relief,  it  being  a  favored  time.  AVe  have 
noTv  been  three  months  from  the  shore  of  onr  native 
country,  and  have  attended  ninety-three  Meetings  in 
ninety-cne  days." 

"  12ino.  1.  Attended  the  Morning  Meeting  at 
York,  which  is  large.  In  addition  to  the  members, 
about  one  hundred  children  in  the  schools  attend, 
and  these  occupy  the  centre  seats  in  the  large  House, 
while  Friends  sit  on  the  side  forms.  We  were  tried 
with  this  arrangement;  and  had  to  believe  it  cannot 
fail  to  weaken  the  Meeting.  The  afternoon  Meeting 
was  deferred  until  evening,  with  notice  given,  and 
the  House  was  filled  ;  it  was  thought  twelve  hundred 
were  present.  It  was  a  memorable  Meeting.  Truth 
was  in  dominion  over  all ;  may  the  praise  be  given 
unto  Him,  unto  whom  all  praise  belongs." 

"  Imo.  31.  Here  ends  a  year  which  to  us  in  many 
respects  has  been  one  of  deep  and  continued  interest; 
having  made  the  sacrifice  of  all  near  and  dear  to  us 
in  life,  in  obedience,  as  we  have  been  led  to  believe, 
to  Him  who  gave  them  all,  and  whose  tender  mercies 
are  over  all  His  works.  May  all  that  Ave  may  be  led 
through,  bring  our  hearts  nearer  to  Him,  and  under 
a  more  grateful  and  living  sense  of  His  goodness 
registered  upon  them ;  and  may  a  sense  of  the  rapi- 
dity of  the  flight  of  time  ever  stimulate  us  with  true 
Christian  vigilance  in  the  great  work  of  redemption." 

"  2mo.  6.    Attended  the  mid-week  Meeting  at 
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Livoriwl ;  had  some  relief  in  alluding  to  the  exclama- 
tion of  Paul,  *  Lord,  what  wilt  Tliou  have  me  to  do  V 
and  exi-rossing  the  belief  that  such  a  resigned  state 
of  nn'nd  is  desirable  for  all  who  desire  to  serve  Ilim 
in  the  obedience  of  living  faith." 

"  2mo.  7.  We  left  in  the  steamer  Iron  Duke,  at 
seven  o'clock,  for  Dublin,  having  the  company  of 
Barclay  Clibborn.  It  proved  a  boisterous  passage, 
and  my  dear  Elizabeth  suffered  through  the  night 
with  sea-sickness;  but  through  mercy  w^e  arrived 
safe  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Sanmel 
and  ^faria  Bewley  received  us  most  kindly,  and  with 
them  we  made  our  home." 

^'  4mo.  3.  Rode  to  Ballitore  to  their  week-day 
^Meeting,  held  to  some  rehef.  Here  Ave  visited  the 
room  where  Job  Scott  died,  and  the  grave-yard 
where  his  remains  are  interred.'' 

"  4mg.  4.  Had  a  Meeting  at  Carlow :  came  in  the 
afternoon  to  Kilnock,  to  dear  Mary  Leckey's." 

4mo.  5.  We  rested  and  wTote  to  our  dear  chil- 
dren, and  in  the  afternoon  visited  the  grave  of  dear 
Jonathan  Taylor,  who  died  at  this  place  in  1832,  in 
the  room  where  we  lodged.  This  graveyard  is  the 
most  truly  resting  place  for  the  dead  (as  we  would 
paint  such  a  place  in  our  minds)  as  I  ever  saw.  It 
is  a  square  of  about  six  or  eight  rods,  inclosed  with 
stone  walls  ten  feet  high,  covered  with  ivy.  A  yew 
tree  is  nearly  in  the  centre,  and  trees  all  around, 
making  a  solemn  impression  where  all  is  stillness  like 
II* 
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the  silence  of  death.    Truly  it  is  adapted  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  now  used,  and  for  which  it  was  | 
given  in  1756  by  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin." 

4mo.  19.  Left  Qalway  early  ia  the  morning  in  . 
mail-car  for  CHfden.      t  proved  cold  and  rainy;  i 
reached  Clifden  about  4  o'clock,  riding  sixty  miles ;    i  ■ 
then  by  a  hired  car  to  James  Ellis,  at  Letterfrack, 
nine  miles  in  the  rain  without  any  shelter,  except 
sometimes  when  the  wind  abated  I  could  hold  the 
umbrella.    We  arrived  about  half-past  five  p.m.,  and 
were  most  cordially  received  by  J.  Ellis  and  wife,  \ 
who,  under  a  sense  of  duty,  had  left  all  their  friends 
in  England,  with  the  exception  of  one  son  and  one  i 
daughter,  who  accompanied  them.    They  came  here    |  i 
and  rented  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  with  the  view 
of  relieving  the  exceedingly  poor  and  destitute,  with  j 
whom  this  part  of  the  kingdom  abounds,  by  furnish-  i 
ing  work  for  them  on  the  land,  and  educating  their  \ 
children.     They  have  now  on  the  premises  a  nice  ] 
one-story  house,  a  fine  barn,  and  a  school-house,  all  ; 
of  stone,  and  are  giving  employment  to  seventy  labor- 
ers on  the  land  ;  and  about  three  hundred  persons  | 
are  thus,  in  other  ways,  supported.  ; 

In  their  mud-huts  some  of  them  appear  in  the 
greatest  poverty,  beyond  anything  I  had  ever  seen  or 
thought  of,  for  human  beings ;  and  many  of  them  . 
must,  in  all  human  probability,  have  perished  with  ^ 
hunger,  if  these  dear  Friends  had  not  been  here, 
for  their  potatoe  crop  was  last  autumn  almost  an  ( 
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entire  fjiilurc,  so  that  I  am  t  »U1  many  subsist  upon  a 
penny  a  day  (two  cents)  laid  out  in  corn-meal.  Every- 
thinir  about  the  plantation  looks  well  and  flourisliing. 
Jam  surprised  t^  see  these  poor  laborers  look  so 
brii^lit ;  they  are  by  far  the  most  active  and  lively  in 
motion  and  appearance  that  I  have  seen  in  Ireland. 
And  nothing:  tiiat  I  have  met  with  surprised  me  more 
than  the  school,  which  has  on  its  list  one  hundred 
and  thirty  pupils." 

4mo.  20.  First  day.  This  morning  we  sat  with 
this  truly  interesting  compan\',  which  consisted  of 
James  and  Mary  Ellis,  their  son  and  daughter,  and 
the  wife  of  Charles  Evans,  a  young  Friend  who  has 
opened  a  shoo  for  selling  meat  and  flour,  &c.,  who 
was  himself  trom  home,  but  his  clerk  and  a  female 
teacher  in  the  school,  made  seven,  and  three  of  our 
company.  We  had  a  memorable  Meeting  ! — never,  I 
trust,  to  be  forgotten  :  our  hearts  were  baptized 
together  into  heavenly  love  and  sympathy ;  and 
earnest  were  our  desires  that  the  hands  of  these 
beloved  Friends  might  be  strengthened  in  the  w^ork 
to  which  we  believe  they  were  called  ;  and  it  ap- 
peared to  us  that  the  Lord  would  bless  the  w^ork  of 
their  hands. 

^'Inthe  afternoon  we  sat  again  with  the  above- 
named,  and  had  the  addition  of  the  steward  and  his 
wife,  both  Methodists.  We  had  truly  another  hea- 
venly opportunity  together,  when  the  feeling  of 
Christian  love  was  as  water  flowing  from  vessel  to 
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vessel.  May  all  the  glory  be  ascribed  to  the  Lord 
God  and  the  Lamb  for  ever." 

"  2nd  day,  21st.  This  morning  we  visited  the 
school,  which  is  a  most  interesting  institntion.  "We 
counted  ninety-five  children,  mostly  young ;  many  of 
them  have  the  marks  of  great  poverty  and  destitu- 
tion, being  literally  clad  in  rags.  We  were  surprised 
to  witness  the  improvement  of  the  children  in  Read- 
ing and  in  Arithmetic,  much  beyond  what  we  could 
have  thought ;  especially  when  we  looked  at  the 
cabins  from  whence  they  came,  and  where  they  are 
huddled  up  with  pigs  and  fowls,  in  the  midst  of  smoke 
and  filth,  too  much  for  one  to  believe  if  not  seen.  Nor 
was  I  less  surprised  to  see  the  laborers  at  their  work, 
whose  wages  are  one  shilling  (twenty-two  cents)  for 
the  best,  and  from  that  down  to  three  pence  (six  cents) 
a  day.  The  womea  labor  hard  ;  and  after  carrying 
heavy  burdens  for  six  pence  a  day,  these  prices  make 
them  happy,  and  they  feel  that  they  live  well  upon 
this  small  pittance;  and,  indeed,  it  is  not  known  how 
some  of  these  poor  creatures  live  at  all." 

22(3.  We  parted  with  these  dear  Friends  under 
feelings  of  near  and  tender  sympathy  with  them,  in 
the  many  discouragements  and  burdens  under  which 
they  are  laboring,  to  discharge  the  various  duties 
devolving  upon  them." 

After  leaving  Letterfrack  our  Friends  returned  to 
Dublin,  where  4rao.  26,  theYearly  Meeting  of  Friends 
commenced  its  session,  which  they  attended  with 
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much  iiUorost.  Tliey  tlien  took  leave  of  Friends  in 
Irelaml,  and  "in  tlie  enjovmont  of  full  peace'^  left  in 
tlio  sfcaiiior  for  Liverpool,  from  whence  they  went  up 
to  I^indon,  where  in  the  latter  pfirt  of  the  5th  month 
they  attended  London  Yearly  Meetinp:. 

At  a  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  of  London 
Yearly  Meeting,  held  5mo.  31,  a  fnll  minnte  of  nnity 
with  John  and  Elizahetli  Meader  in  their  prospect  of 
visting  Xorway  and  Germany,  was  presented,  leaving 
them  at  liberty  to  proceed  as  the  Spirit  of  Christ  may 
open  tlie  way ;  which  was  approved  and  signed  by 
the  clerk. 

6mo.  5.  This  morning  we  deeply  felt  that  the 
moment  drew  on  apace,  when  the  farewell  must  fall 
from  our  lips  to  our  many  dear  friends  in  England. 
Venerated  over  all  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.  He  can 
do  and  hath  done  great  things  for  those  who  truly 
love  Him;  He  was  near  at  our  parting  this  morning, 
giving  us  sonie  sweet  evidence  of  the  lifting  up  of 
His  countenance,  in  which  our  hearts  could  rejoice, 
and  commend  each  other  in  His  holy  keeping,  who 
ruleth  the  sea  as  He  doth  the  land.  It  is  He  who 
raiseth  the  secret  prayer,  that  in  all  our  future  going 
He  may  order  our  steps,  and  enable  us  to  promote  the 
ever  glorious  cause  of  his  dear  Son,  and  with  renewed 
hearts  to  praise  Him,  through  the  Lord  Jesus,  by  the 
eternal  Spirit,  worthy  for  ever,  amen." 

"  This  morning,  left  our  dear  friends,  Samuel  Cash 
and  family,  and  in  company  with  Isabella  Oasson  took 
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our  departure  from  the  Metropolis  at  eleven  o'clock 
A.M.,  and  arrived  at  Hull  at  seven  o'clock  p.m.,  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  miles." 

On  the  7th,  they  took  the  steamer  for  ISTorway, 
accompanied  by  Edward  Backhouse,  Jr.  They 
arrived  at  Ohristiania  after  a  rough  passage  pf  four 
days.  The  next  day  they  went  on  board  a  boat  for 
Christiansand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  distant. 
The  steamer  went  inside  the  islands  of  rock  much  of 
the  way,  so  they  were  generally  sheltered  from  the 
open  sea. 

J.  M.  writes :  "  The  scenery  is  exceedingly  beauti- 
ful and  picturesque,  truly  such  as  we  have  never 
before  seen.  Islands  of  rock  with  here  and  there  a 
little  village  or  farm-house  upon  the  shore,  often  built 
upon  the  rocks." 

^'  6mo.  13.  This  morning  the  weather  thick  and 
very  rainy  ;  had  a  hard  night,  the  water  being  seve- 
ral inches  deep  on  the  floor  in  the  ladies'  cabin.  My 
dear  E.  confined  to  her  berth,  without  any  one  with 
whom  she  could  exchange  a  word.  This  is  a  won- 
derful passage  for  a  steamer,  bting  often  narrow  and 
bounded  with  rocks  on  either  side,  and  occasionally 
with  breakers  in  full  vicw^  on  both  sides,  and  ahead. 
To  a  stranger  it  would  look  as  if  they  were  unavoid- 
able. In  one  place  our  way  lay  between  two  moun- 
tains of  rock,  so  near  together  that  the  steamer  took 
up  more  than  one  half  the  whole  space.  The  captain 
and  lieutenant  both  spoke  English,  and  were  very 
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kiiul  to  aiul  ortored  every  comfort  thoy  could. 
Towards  evening;  the  weather  cleared  off,  and  became 
fine,  yet  leaving  a  heavy  sen,  which  gave  a  tremen- 
dous roll" to  the  vessel;  in  two  instances  it  entirely 
swept  the  table  of  all  its  dishes,  bringing  them  upon 
the  lioor,  and  leaving  them  in  broken  fragments." 

After  passing  safely  many  dangers  we  arrived  at 
Christiansand ;  and  it  being  quite  light  from  the  re- 
maining daylight  and  the  nearly  full  moon,  we  landed 
at  eleven  o'clock  p.m.  in  small  boats." 

Our  Friends  were  unable  to  accomplish  much  in 
the  way  of  religious  service  at  Christiania  and  Chris- 
tiansand, from  not  being  able  to  procure  an  interpre- 
ter; but  Edward  Backhouse  distributed  many 
Tracts,  which  were  gratefully  received."  On  First 
day,  they  sat  down  together,  with  the  company  of 
the  landlord  of  the  inn,  and  Anders  Simondsou,  a 
middle-aged  man,  who  was  convinced  of  the  truth  as 
professed  by  Friends,  before  he  knew  of  any  such 
people,  and  in  obedience  to  these  convictions  had 
separated  from  the  established  church ;  and  first  met 
with  Friends  when  Thomas  Arnott  and  George  Stacey 
were  there  the  previous  summer.  He  could  only 
speak  a  few  words  in  English.  In  the  afternoon, 
two  other  men  joined  them,  and  E.  B.  was  able  to 
mterpret  very  well. 

6mo.  16.  He  continues — "  This  morning  Edward 
Backhouse  called  on  the  British  Consul,  who  most 
kindly  lent  his  aid,  a:  d  assisted  in  purchasing  three 
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carryalls  or  vehicles,  in  eoch  of  whicb  is  seated 
one  person,  the  postillion  standing  on  the  cross 
board  on  the  back  end  of  the  shafts,  thus^  bringing 
him  behind  the  passenger.  At  three  P.  M.  we  set  off 
in  the  three  carryalls,  E.  B.  leading  the  way,  and 
myself  bringing  up  the  rear,  having  hired  the  horses 
and  drivers  to  take  us  four  ITorwegian,  or  twenty- 
eight  English  miles.  The  scenery  was  very  beauti- 
ful, and  had  it  not  proved  rainy  we  should  have 
enjoyed  it  much.  The  drivers  did  not  seem  to  mind 
the  rain,  and  we  got  on  nicely,  and  arrived  about  ten 
p.  M.  at  a  town  or  village  called  Mandan." 

6mo.  17.  Left  between  eight  and  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  The  scene  was  grand  beyond  any- 
thing I  had  ever  seen.  Our  way  lay  across  moun-. 
tains  that  extended  from  the  inland  range  to  the  sea, 
with  an  occasional  crossing  of  the  Fiord  or  bay,  ex- 
tending into  the  country,  or  rather  among  the  great 
mountains  of  rock  which  appeared,  one  after  another, 
rising  before  us,  as  if  to  bid  defiance  to  the  approach 
of  the  traveller.  About  twelve  o'clock  we  found  the 
road  led  through  tlie  mountain,  which  was  from  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  high  on  one 
side,  and  forty  or  fifty  feet  on  the  other.  There  is 
here  and  there  to  be  seen  on  these  immense  hills,  a 
small  growth  of  ISTorway  pines,  with  some  oak  or 
ash,  but  mostly  barren  rock.  The  mode  of  travelling 
is  to  have  horses  and  drivers  from  one  town  to  ano- 
ther, and  to  change  every  ten  or  fifteen  miles ;  the 
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law  compels  the  men  to  furnish  travellers  in  this  way 
at  a  small  compensation,  of  not  more  than  two  or 
three  pence  a  mile.  We  travelled  this  day  fifty-two 
miles,  to  a  village  called  Fleckefiord.'' 

Our  Friends  travelled  in  this  way  two  more  days, 
before  arriving  at  Stavanger,  passing  over  mountains, 
with  narrow  vales  between,  and  when  near  the  sea, 
going  through  deep  sand.  They  were  saddened  by 
seeing  the  hard  labor  laid  on  the  women,  who  worked 
with  the  men  in  mending  the  roads.  The  little  spots 
of  land  are  worked  by  females,  who  do  most  of  the 
hard  work,  while  the  men  are  fishing,  or  preparing 
lumber  for  market. 

When  we  were  about  four  miles  from  Stavanger 
we  met  a  young  Friend,  who  had  heard  we  were 
coming,  but  knew  not  what  day  we  might  arrive. 
He  had  said  to  some  others,  that  he  was  going  out  to 
meet  the  Friends  ;  and  on  being  asked  if  he  did 
expect  to  meet  them,  he  answered,  yes.  After  walk- 
ing this  distance,  he  seated  himself  by  the  roadside, 
and  took  his  book  to  read,  but  had  not  read  ten  lines 
before  we  came  in  sight,  and  he  was  rejoiced  to  see 
us." 

They  arrived  about  nine  o'clock  p.m.,  and  J.  M. 
immediately  went  to  his  bed,  having  suffered  severely 
through  the  day  with  headache,  which  the  rough 
road  increased  almost  beyond  endurance;  but  "EHas 
E.  Tasted,  who  is  a  father  and  overseer  to  the  little 
gathered  flock  and  Church  in  Norway,  came  in  to  see 
12 
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US ;  our  meeting  was  in  the  sweet  fellowship  of  the 
love  of  Christ,  and  we  wept  together.  welcome 
one  and  all,'  he  would  often  say.  '  Ah,  how  far  you 
have  come  to  visit  us ;  how  much  you  have  gone 
through  for  us,  a  little  company;  may  the  love  of 
Christ  be  over  all  in  your  hearts,  to  your  peace  and 
comfort.'  " 

The  next  day,  "Elias  E.  Tasted  and  Endre  and  Maria 
Dahl  called  on  us,  and  seemed  open  and  tender  in  their 
love  to  the  Truth,  and  to  us.  There  is  a  sweet  feel- 
ing with  these  dear  Friends,  even  when  we  cannot 
exchange  one  word  with  them;  but  it  is  a  great 
comfort  that  dear  Edward  Backhouse  can  converse 
with  them,  and  convey  what  we  have  to  say." 

6mo.  22.  First  day.  This  morning,  at  ten  o'cloclc, 
commenced  the  Yearly  Meeting.  When  we  entered 
the  house  was  quite  filled,  and  all  sitting  in  a  solid, 
weighty  manner.  There  was  a  precious  covering  of 
Divine  good  over  the  Meetibg.  My  dear  E.  opened 
with  a  short  communication,  bringing  to  view  the 
tenderness  of  our  Heavenly  Father's  love  to  his  chil- 
dren, and  the  merciful  character  of  the  priesthood  of 
our  adorable  Saviour ;  which  was  followed  more  at 
length  by  John  Meader — Endre  Dahl  kindly  inter- 
preting for  them."  At  the  close  of  the  Meeting  E. 
Dahl  read  their  certificates  from  the  Yearly  Meeting 
of  Ministers  and  Elders  in  London.  The  afternoon 
Meeting  was  also  large,  and  a  like  sense  of  K.a- 
venly  good  prevailed,  and  ability  was  mercifully 
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praiUod  to  declare  the  way  of  life  and  salvation. 
The  tears  of  many  present  were  mingled  together  in 
the  pratoful  sense  of  the  crowning  presence  of  the 
everlasting  Head  of  the  Chnrcli.  It  was  trnly  a  bap- 
tizing season.'' 

On  Second  day  morning  the  Meeting  again 
assembled,  and  that  part  of  it  devoted  to  Divine 
worship  continued  about  two  hours.  I  suppose  about 
two  hundred  or  two  hundred  and  lifty  persons  were 
])re^ont^  many  not  members,  yet  attenders  of  Friends' 
Meetings.  It  proved  a  favored  time.  The  Throne  of 
Grace  was  addressed  on  behalf  of  the  Lord's  visited 
children  in  this  land.  After  which  the  Meeting  was 
addressed  with  the  expressions  of  David  of  old,  when 
lie  said,  ^  Unless  the  Lord  had  been  my  help,  my 
soul  had  almost  dwelt  in  silence.'  Many  hearts  were 
tendered,  even  to  tears ;  and  under  a  sense  of  hea- 
venly good  the  Meeting  separated  in  a  very  quiet 
manner.  About  twelve  o'clock  the  Meeting  turned 
to  the  affairs  of  the  Church ;  the  members  present 
were  about  thirty-six.'' 

Elias  E.  Tasted,  who  had  acted  as  clerk  of  this 
Meeting  from  its  first  rise,  now  desired  to  be  released 
on  account  of  age  and  infirmity,  and  Endre  Dahl  was 
appointed  clerk,  The  first  business  was  to  read  all 
of  our  certificates,  both  from  America  and  from  Lon- 
don. The  Minutes  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting  were 
then  read  ;  when  the  Meeting  adjourned." 

Four  o'clock  p.  m.       The  Meeting  again  assem- 
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bled  ;  the  Wing  of  ancient  Goodness  was  spread  over 
us,  and  a  short  communication  of  encouragement  to 
this  little  gathered  company  arose  in  the  life,  and 
was  expressed,  at  which  time  much  brokenness  was 
witnessed  with  nearly  all  present.  After  this  E.  M. 
was  favored  with  near  access  to  the  Throne  of  Divine 
Grace.  Great  solemnity  covered  the  assembly,  and 
all  seemed  united,  as  if  all  could  say  Amen." 

The  business  was  resumed.  The  minutes  of  their 
two  Months'  Meetings  for  the  past  year  were  read 
over,  that  such  as  bad  not  the  opportunity  of  attend- 
ing the  Meetings  might  know  what  had  been  the  care 
and  labor  of  Friends  in  the  support  of  truth's  testi- 
mony. Important  subjects  were  then  considered  and 
disposed  of  in  entire  unity  and  concord. 

"  The  care  of  the  poor  among  them  claimed  atten- 
tion, as  also  the  appointment  of  two  men  and  two 
women  as  overseers ;  also  the  subject  of  their  school, 
and  how  far  they  should  feel  under  obligation  to 
school  the  children  of  such  as  were  not  members,  but 
attended  the  Meetings,  the  parents  having  scruples  as 
to  their  going  to  the  established  schools.  This  was 
left  to  the  decision  of  the  School  Committee." 

"  Two  applications  for  membership  were  received, 
and  a  Oommittee  of  two  Friends  appointed  in  each 
case  to  visit  them,  and  report  to  the  Two  Months' 
Meeting.  Another  case  that  was  undecided  was  in- 
troduced, and  a  committee  appointed.  The  Meeting 
concluded  under  a  sense  of  the  Lord's  goodness  and 
mercy,  and  in  much  tenderness.'' 
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Stavnnger  is  a  closely-built  town  of  ten  thousand 
inb:il>itants.  It  has  a  safe  harbor  and  considerable 
sbippinjx.  It  is  so  far  north,  that  in  the  summer  day- 
lii^ht  scarcely  disappears.  None  but  the  higher  class 
of  women  wear  bonnets,  and  there  were  but  two  in 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  lower  class  always  appear 
with  handkerchiefs  tied  over  the  head.  The  men  o^ 
that  class  wear  short  jackets  ;  none  but  the  rich  wear 
skirted  coats,  and  only  one  or  two  in  the  Meeting  had 
them.  Their  hats  w^ere  painted  black,  like  sailors' 
hats — no  wool  or  fur  hats  were  seen.  There  appeared 
to  be  little  distinction  between  the  rich  and  poor, 
they  mingled  together  freely,  and  among  Friends 
there  w^as  no  difference,  except  in  dress." 

"  It  is  said  that  in  no  other  part  of  Norway  do  the 
inhabitants  manifest  so  much  religious  feeling  as  at 
Stavanger.  This  may  in  some  measure  be  attributed 
to  the  pious  labors  of  Stephen  Grellet  and  William 
Allen,  in  furnishing  the  people  with  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures many  years  ago.  Previous  to  their  visit,  not 
more  than  one  family  in  thirty  had  a  copy  of  this 
invaluable  Book." 

There  are  only  forty  persons  in  Norway  who  are 
united  in  membership  with  Friends,  and  they  are 
scattered  from  Stavanger  to  the  distance  of  nearly  one 
hundred  miles  north  of  that  town.  Only  four  of  their 
number  were  absent  from  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Our 
Friends  afterwards  had  the  company  of  two  of  the 
absent  ones,  "  with  an  interesting  young  woman,  the 
12* 
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daughter  of  one  of  them.    They  resided  ninety  miles  i 
distant,  and  had  mistaken  the  time  of  holding  the  1 
Meeting,  which  they  had  left  home  to  attend.    They  I 
had  walked  sixty  miles,  not  finding  out  their  mistake 
until  their  arrival  at  Stavanger."   They  remained  for  i 
about  a  week,  and  attended  the  Meetings  which  were  i 
held  in  the  neighborhood,  and,  as  they  expressed,  1 
much  to  their  comfort  and  satisfaction;  and  our  >. 
Friends  were  pleased  with  their  company,  not  being  ( 
able  to  visit  them  at  home.  i 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  John  and  i 
Ehzabeth  Meader  went  to  the  island  of  Hurdwaay, 
two  English  miles  from'  Stavanger,  to  the  farm  of 
Endre  and  Maria  Dahl.    There  are  eight  members  on 
the  island,  Avith  whom  and  two  hundred  others  a 
Meeting  was  held,  and  the  blessed  invitation  of  our 
Holy  Redeemer  enlarged  upon,  "  Come  unto  me,  all 
ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest which  was  followed  by  E.  M.  holding  up  to 
their  view  the  excellence  of  His  power  and  love  upon 
the  beheving  heart,  with  a  precious  invitation  to  the 
young  people  present.    Many  were  bathed  in  tears, 
and  we  thought  it  might  be  said  to  be  a  time  of 
Divine  visitation." 

After  this,  as  also  after  the  other  Meetings  which 
we  have  attended,  nearly  the  whole  of  those  assem- 
bled came  and  heartily  took  us  by  the  hand ;  and 
though  no  words  could  be  used  to  express  their  feel- 
ings, yet  there  was  with  many  that  feeling  which  is 
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better  than  words,  in  wliicli  our  liearfcs  were  tenderly 
drawn  out  to  them  iu  the.  love  of  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  and  Savionr  Jesus  Christ." 

After  returnin.u:  to  Sravaiiger,  they  made  visits  to 
ditlerent  islands  whore  Friends  resided,  havinn:  the 
use  of  Endro  Dahl's  boats,  called  the  Arnott.  They 
lield  Meetings  to  the  relief  of  their  minds.  Very  many 
of  the  people  of  the  islands  flocked  to  liear  the  words 
of  life,  and  sometimes  from  island  to  island.  One  man 
and  woman  rowed  a  small  boat  nine  miles  to  attend 
a  ^Cecting.  They  met  several  interesting  Friends. 
One  yonng  man  had  been  drafted  in  the  navy;  but 
being  convinced  of  the  unlawfulness  of  war,  and  re- 
fusing to  do  military  duty,  he  was  imprisoned  more 
than  four  months,  when  he  was  released  by  the  king. 
They  also  had  the  company  of  a  woman,  who  tra- 
velled through  ^Torway  and  Sweden,  literally  with- 
out purse  or  scrtp,  preaching  to  the  people.  She 
knew  nothing  of  Friends  then,  but  preached  their 
doctrines,  though  imprisonment  and  persecution  were 
her  portion  therefor. 

A  public  Meeting,  held  in  the  large  school  room  at 
Stavanger,  was  attended  by  seven  hundred  people, 
and  continued  two  hours  and  three-quarters.  J.  M. 
writes:  "All  were  very  quiet,  and  many  much  af- 
fected, even  to  tears.  It  was  interesting  to  see  tears 
roll  down  the  cheeks  of  strong  men,  as  if  they  had 
been  children.  I  hope  it  may  be  said  that  the  ever- 
lasting Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  Avas  livingly  preached 
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in  this  Meeting,  and  that  all  the  praise  ^ya5  attributed 
to  Him  who  is  for  ever  worthy." 

"7mo.  1.  This  eveniog  had  an  affecting  parting 
Meeting  with  Friends  and  such  as  attend  their  Meet- 
ings at  Stavanger.  Our  hearts  were  humbled  toge- 
ther under  a  sense  of  Divine  goodness,  which  has 
been  extended  to  us  in  all  our  Meetings,  and  con- 
tinued to  this  our  parting  opportunity^  About  one 
hundred  and  fifty  persons  were  present,  and  we  took 
leave  of  each  other  with  much  love ;  all  took  us  by 
the  hand  at  the  close,  and  most  of  them  in  tears,  and 
our  own  we  could  not  restrain  on  this  occasion." 

This  touching  account  of  our  dear  Friend's  parting 
with  the  earnest  and  devoted  people  of  Stavanger, 
who  in  all  simplicity  and  godly  sincerity  had  opened 
their  hearts  to  receive  these  disciples  of  Jesus,  Avill 
remind  the  reader  of  the  visit  of  Paul  to  Tyre;  for  as 
all  brought  that  Apostle  on  his  Way,  with  wives 
and  children, even  to  the  sea-shore,  so  did  the  loving 
Friends  and  others  of  Stavanger,  forty  in  number, 
accompany  J.  and  E.  M.  to  the  wharf,  where  the}- 
parted,  after  commending  one  another  unto  the  holy 
keeping  of  Israel's  Shepherd. 

7mo.  3.  Accompanied  by  Endre  and  Maria  Dahl, 
Sikke  Bore,  Asbjorn  Kloster,  and  OkeEnackson,  they 
took  steamer  for  Bergen.  The  morning  was  fine  but 
cold,  and  they  enjoyed  the  scenery.  The  mountains 
covered  with  snow  on  most  of  the  tops,  sometimes 
extending  niany  miles,  and  running  down  the  sides 
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into  tho  (loop  ravines,  had  a  sploiulicl  appearance. 
The  Fulgorfond  mountain  is  about  five  hundred  feet 
bigli,  twenty  miles  broad,  and  forty  long.  It  is  sur- 
round<.Hi  by  many  of  inferior  height,  whose  tops  are 
whito  with  snow,  while  it  towers  above  them,  one 
unbroken  field  of  ice  and  snow,  sublime  and  beauti- 
ful. The  heart  of  J.  M.  was  often  cheered  as  lie 
viewc  1  the  wonderful  works  of  God,  as  they  are  ex- 
hibited in  that  land.  They  arrived  at  Bergen  the 
same  evening.  It  is  sixty  degrees  North  Latitude, 
There  w:vs  no  night  at  that  season  of  the  year,  and 
they  could  read  small  print  at  eleven  o'clock,  and  even 
at  twelve  coubl  see  by  daylight  the  time  by  their 
watches. 

They  had  cherishe<l  a  hope  to  leave  Bergen  after 
one  day's  stopping;  but  finding  six  or  seven  simple 
honest-hearted  persons  who  professed  with  Friends, 
they  concluded  to  remain  to  attend  their  Meeting  on 
First  day.  Their  Stavanger  friends,  except  Asbjorn 
Kloster,  left  them  to  return  home  on  Seventh  day, 
and  their  hearts  were  mnch  affected  on  parting  with 
those  whom  they  loved  in  the  fellowship  of  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ. 

On  First  day,  in.-tead  of  only  the  six  or  seven,  they 
had  the  company  of  seventy  or  eighty — many  sober, 
inquiring  persons ;  and  the  afternoon  Meeting  was 
attended  by  above  one  hundred  and  fifty.  There 
appeared  to  be  many  visited  ones  among  them,  and 
the  Truth  was  opened  to  the  comfort  of  most,  and 
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many  tears  were  shed.  On  Second  day  a  large  pub- 
lic Meeting  was  held,  when  best  help  was  near,  and 
that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  our  only  Saviour,  was 
preached  to  the  people.  They  left  Bergen,  taking 
the  overland  route  for  Ohristiania,  having  purchased 
another  carryall  for  their  interpreter  Asbjorn  Kloster. 

Our  way  was  through  a  mountainous  district,  the 
grandest  I  remember  to  have  seen.  Near  night  we 
descended  a  mountain  by  fifteen  zigzag  changes  in 
the  road,  into  a  valley  eight  hundred  or  one  thousand 
feet  below.  This  vale  is  strikingly  wonderful  to  the 
eye  of  the  beholder.  On  either  side  are  mountains 
of  rock,  three  or  four  thousand  feet  high,  and  in 
many  places  perpendicular,  with  four  cascades,  in 
which  the  water  falls  from  six  hundred  to  one  thou- 
sand feet,  and  at  the  bottom  makes  a  fine  river,  which 
runs  through  this  narrow  valley  to  the  Fiord  or  bay. 
The  descent  is  all  accomphshed  in  about  one  quarter 
of  a  mile,  in  an  air  line  from  the  top  to  the  bottom. 
We  left  our  horses  and  descended  on  foot,  to  have  a 
view  of  this  wonderful  scene.  After  passing  ten 
miles  through  this  deep  ravine,  we  arrived  at  our 
lodging-place." 

Several  times  during  this  journey  they  were  obliged 
to  cross  rivers  and  fiords,  or  bays,  in  boats,  the  car- 
ryalls in  some  cases  being  separated  from  the  wheels 
to  be  transported.  They  crossed  a  fiord  forty  miles 
wide  in  a  small  boat,  during  a  gale  of  wind ;  this 
was  at  the  furthest  point  north  to  Avhich  they  tra- 
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veiled,  being  sixty-one  degrees  and  twenty  minutes. 
When  crossing  one  of  tliese  fiords  J.  M.  took  out  his 
Bible  at  midnight,  and  read  without  difficulty,  so 
there  may  be  said  to  be  no  night  in  the  summer,  and 
scarcely  any  day  in  the  winter. 

7mo.  11.  This  morning  we  had  to  cross  the 
Fiord  Mountain,  on  which  rest  perpetual  snows. 
For  several  hours  wc  rode  in  the  midst  of  snow, 
"when  it  was  so  deep  that  it  was  needful  for  the  driver 
of  E.  M.'s  carryall  to  hold  it  from  upsetting.  On 
the  mountain  tops  the  snow  was  seen  drifting  like 
the  coldest  day  of  an  American  winter,  and  rising 
high  in  the  air.  As  I  looked  upon  this  scene  I  was 
ready  to  ask  myself,  can  this  b^  summer  ?  We  were 
interested  on  beholding  the  eagles  flying  high  in  the 
air,  over  the  tops  of  these  cold  and  dreary  mountains, 
and  in  the  midst  of  these  scenes  man  has  formed  his 
habitation.  In  a  ravine  we  passed  several  cottages, 
which  were  inhabited." 

"  7  mo.  13.  Near  night  Ave  passed  a  mountain 
twelve  hundred  feet  high  ;  the  ascent  was  very  steep 
for  more  than  a  mile ;  the  view  was  beautiful,  parti- 
cularly the  setting  sun.  We  arrived  late  at  Obris- 
tiania,  and  took  lodgings  at  Hotel  du  ISTord." 

A  favored  Meeting  was  held  the  next  day  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Christiania  ;  about  five  or  six  hundred 
attended,  and  many  wept  and  expressed  satisfaction 
with  the  Meeting,  requesting  that  another  might  bo 
held  :  more  than  one  hundred  took  our  Friends  by 
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the  hand  at  the  close.  They  were  anxious  to  receive 
the  Tracts  which  were  distrihuted.  This  closing 
Meeting  in  ITorway  was  very  relieving  to  J.  and  E.M. 
who  took  an  affectionate  leave  of  this  simple  and 
honest-hearted  people,  with  hearts  that  truly  desired 
that  He  who  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost,  may  cause  His  ever  glorious  Light  to  break 
through  all  the  dark  superstitions  of  this  land,  and 
upon  the  hearts  of  this  people  ;  that  His  kingdom  may 
be  extended,  and  His  great  name  exalted  over  all." 
They  left  Ohristiania  the  15th  of  7th  month,  1851. 

After  a  voyage  of  two  days  on  the  Baltic  Sea, 
they  arrived  at  Kiel,  from  whence  they  travelled  to 
Minden,  which  they  reached  on  the  20th.  After 
attending  several  meetings  at  Minden  and  Pyrmont, 
they  felt  that  their  religious  services  were  closed  on 
the  continent  of  Europe,  and  took  railway  to  Ham- 
burg, from  whence  they  sailed  to  Hull  (Eng.),  where 
J.  M.  writes :  "  7  mo.  29.  We  parted  with  our  beloved 
friend  and  true  helpmate  Edward  Backhouse,  he  re- 
turning home.  Our  hearts  were  closely  united  in 
tenderness  and  love,  he  having  been  most  acceptably 
with  us  through  this  arduous  journey."" 

They  remained  in  the  north  of  England  and  in 
Scotland,  travelling  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  mission, 
until  about  the  13  th  of  9th  month,  when  they  were 
again  in  London,  preparatory  to  closing  their  visit  to 
Europe. 

"  We  attended  the  Morning  Meeting  in  London,  to 
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whicli  I  retaraed  the  certificates  granted  to  us  on 
iroing  to  Norway  and  Germany ;  and  gave  some  ac- 
count of  the  performance  of  this  interesting  journey. 
I  also  informed  the  Meeting  that  the  way  was  now 
open  for  us  to  return  to  our  native  land,  liaviiig  ac- 
complished what  was  required  of  us  in  this  engage- 
ment. The  Meeting  gave  us  a  certificate  to  our  dear 
Friends,  expressive  of  their  unity  with  us  in  this 
visit,  etc.  In  the  afternoon  we  met  with  the  commit- 
tee having  the  care  of  those  professing  with  Friends 
on  the  continent  of  Europe,  in  relation  to  the  school 
in  Norway,  under  the  care  of  Friends.  It  was  desired 
that  its  benefits  might  be  more  freely  extended  to  the 
cliildren  of  those  professing  with  us,  who  are  not 
members." 

A  few  days  afterwards  our  Friends  proceeded  to 
Liverpool  to  take  passage  for  their  native  country, 
where  they  were  again  welcomed  at  the  hospitable 
home  of  Isaac  Hadwin.  On  the  last  morning  of 
their  stay,  tliey  had  an  interesting  parting  opportu- 
nity with  the  family  and  other  friends,  when  The 
name  of  the  Lord  was  praised  for  His  tender  mercies 
and  His  gracious  dealings  with  his  children,  in  lead- 
ing forth  and  crowning  their  feeble  efforts  with  en- 
riching peace."  At  the  close,  Benjamin  Seebohm 
revived  the  words  of  David :  And  let  all  the  people 
say.  Amen!''  Several  Friends  accompanied  them  on 
board  the  steamer  Earopa;  and  John  Meader  writes : 
"  At  one  o'clock  our  hearts  were  full,  and  in  sweet 
13 
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and  heavenly  fellowship  we  parted,  with  many  tears, 
most  likely  to  meet  no  more  on  this  earth  ;  but  with 
the  humble  hope  that  through  the  love  and  mercy  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  only  Saviour,  we  may  meet 
in  heaven,  where  parting  and  sorrow  are  no  more." 

In  relation  to  this  foreign  religious  service,  it  may 
only  be  necessary  to  say,  that  there  is  abundant  evi- 
dence that  their  gospel  labors  were  well  received  by 
those  among  whom  their  lot  was  cast,  both  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  on  the  European  continent; 
and,  having  been  favored  to  accomplish  the  service 
they  believed  required  of  them  by  Him  who  called 
them  to  the  work,  they  were  restored  to  their  friends 
in  the  10th  mo.  1851,  in  the  enjoyment  of  that  peace 
which  results  alone  from  faithful  obedience  to  the 
gracious  Head  of  the  Church. 

After  his  return  from  Earope  John  Meader  re- 
mained peacefully  at  home,  with  the  exception  of 
some  religious  service  within  his  own  Yearly  Meeting, 
until  1856,  when  he  attended  ISTew  York  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  the  succeeding  year  those  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana.  In  1858  he  was  liberated  to  visit,  in  the 
love  of  the  Gospel,  several  Quarterly  Meetings  in  Xew 
England,  and  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Baltimore. 

His  religious  services  abroad  appeared  now  to  have 
been  accomplished,  but  he  was  constant  in  the  attend- 
ance of  Meetings  at  home,  and  was  frequently  engaged 
to  declare  the  way  of  salvation  through  a  crucified 
and  risen  Lord ;  and  with  much  power,  through  the 
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unction  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  call  all  to  come  and  be 
partakers  of  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ. 

Ou  the  23il  of  3(1  month,  18G0,  lie  attended  his 
^fonthlj;.  Meeting,  and  rose  a  second  time,  expressing 
that  it  might  be  the  last  opportunity  he  would  have 
Avith  them,  and  proceeded  very  sweetly  and  earnestly 
to  entreat  Friends  to  remember  the  solemn  import- 
ance of  meeting  together  for  the  public  worship  of 
our  Father  in  Heaven ;  and  when  we  had  been 
favored  to  know  something  of  His  love  shed  abroad 
in  our  heart?,  and  our  spirits  raised  in  prayer  and 
praise  to  Tlim,  to  be  careful  not  to  dissipate  these 
solemn  feelings  and  impressions  of  heavenly  good,  by 
entering  too  readily  into  social  converse,  and  turning 
our  attention  to  the  frivolous  things  that  pertain  only 
to  the  present  life. 

His  friends  were  aware  that  he  was  in  feeble 
health,  a  harassing  cough  giving  evidence  of  pulmo- 
nary disease ;  but  they  were  not  prepared  to  realize 
that  this  was  the  last  time  he  would  assemble  with 
them ;  but  thus  was  it  appointed ;  and  the  solemn 
impression  upon  his  own  mind,  that  they  should  see 
his  face  no  more  in  their  religious  assemblies,  proved 
to  be  the  will  of  Him  who  ordereth  all  things  in  per- 
fect wisdom. 

Much  might  be  said  in  relation  to  the  short  time 
that  he  now  remained  in  a  state  of  mutability  ;  and 
most  instructive,  confirming,  and  encouraging  were 
his  expressions;  and  evidence  was  afforded  of  the 
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sustaining  power  of  Divine  grace  on  the  approach  of 
death. 

To  a  friend  he  said,  "WLile  the  outer  man  decays, 
the  inner  man  enjoys  perfect  health,  joy,  and  peace 
in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  when  my  family  tell  me  of 
the  suffering  I  have  passed  through,  I  have  no  recol- 
lection of  it ;  the  Lord  has  been  exceeding  rich  to  me. 
I  hope  His  riches  will  be  proclaimed  everywhere." 
^nd  he  remarked  that  Jesus  had  given  him  all  he 
bad  asked. 

4  mo.  27.  On  being  handed  a  bunch  of  roses, 
brought  by  a  young  friend,  he  said,  "  Oh  how  beau- 
tiful !  before  the  sw^eet  roses  have  ceased  to  bloom,  I 
shall  pass  away."  In  J.  M.'s  memoranda  are  frequent 
references  to  the  beautiful  and  picturesque  in  nature, 
evidencing  that  he  appreciated  those  works  of  God, 
and  thus  the  offering  of  his  young  friend  was  refresh- 
ing to  liim  when  on  the  couch  of  languishing. 

He  w^as  favored  from  the  first  of  being  confined  to 
the  house  with  remarkable  calmness  and  resignation, 
often  saying,  "  Ah,  what  consolation  I  have  that  my 
Saviour  is  near.  I  am  afraid  I  am  not  thankful 
enough  for  my  many  blessings  ;  for  how  I  am  blest  in 
not  having  much  pain,  even  though  the  clay  tene- 
ment is  wasting  away !  but  a  far  greater  mercy 
granted  by  my  Heavenly  Father  is,  such  sweet  peace  ! 
I  am  impressed  that  I  shall  not  recover,  and  I  have 
no  wish  about  it.  I  never  had  one  wish  to  cross  my 
mind  to  have  my  situation  different." 
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lie  spoke  of  parting  with  his  dear  wife,  and  their 
beloved  son,  and  adopted  daughter,  that  he  could 
freely  give  them  up;  that  he  had  been  mercifully 
favored  to  commit  them  into  the  hand  of  his  Hea- 
venly Father. 

lie  requested  his  son  to  write  to  a  friend  across  the 
ocean,  saying,  Tell  her  I  am  gently  lowering  down 
into  the  valley."  Often  would  he  answer  the  inqui- 
ries of  his  friends  by,  I  am  gently  and  peacefully 
stepping  into  the  valley  ;  there  is  no  darkness  in  it  to 
me;  all  is  pleasant  and  beautiful  before  me." 

To  one  w^ho  remarked  that  grace  w^as  given  to 
labor,  and  a  sufficiency  to  perform  all  that  our  Saviour 
required  of  His  children,  J.  M.  said,  Yes,  and  what 
a  mercy  that  dying  grace  is  so  wonderfully  given!  I 
once  thought  death  to  be  feared,  but  I  do  not  now  ; 
all  that  is  taken  away,  and  it  has  no  terror.  "While 
the  world  and  all  therein  is  receding,  the  veil  is  so 
lifted  at  times,  that  by  faith  T  am  favored  to  see  the 
beauty  and  glory  of  the  celestial  city,  and  my  Saviour 
is  near."  He  often  spoke  of  his  unworthiness.  "  All 
that  I  have  ever  done  is  now  less  than  nothing ;  it  is 
all  of  mercy  that  I  am  thus  peaceful ;  give  God  the 
glory."  At  another  time,  "  I  am  receiving  more  than 
an  hundred  fold  in  this  world,  and  also  an  evidence 
is  given  me  that  through  the  redeeming  love  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  life  everlasting  will 
be  granted  to  me  in  the  world  to  come."  Again  he 
said,  "  As  the  w^orld  recedes,  a  glorious  immortality 
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opens  before  me,  far  beyond  what  I  ever  conceived 
before."  It  being  remarked  to  him  that  he  had  had 
a  suffering  night,  he  said,  "  I  have  been  in  so  sweet 
and  heavenly  a  frame  that  I  did  not  know  it  was  not 
both  body  and  mind."  On  the  morning  before  his 
close  he  remarked  that  he  could  not  see  any  time 
beyond  that  day,  and  added,  Is  it  possible  I  am  so 
near  my  Heavenly  Master's  kingdom?  Calm,  calm, 
sweet  peace !"  I  am  going  home,"  were  his  last 
words  before  entering  one  of  those  many  mansions 
prepared  for  those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus. 

At  a  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  of  Ehode 
Island  Yearly  Meeting,  held  shortly  after  the  death 
of  John  Meader,  the  following  Christian  salutation 
from  him  was  read,  and  received  with  much  feeling 
as  from  one  who  being  dead  yet  speaketh  : 

"  If  some  easy  and  convenient  way  should  open  for 
it,  I  desire  my  dear  love  conveyed  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders,  where  my  spirit  has 
so  many  times  been  refreshed  and  comforted  with  my 
beloved  friends ;  and  I  desire  them  to  know  that,  as 
I  have  endeavored  to  live  in  the  faith  and  hope  of 
the  Gospel,  so  I  desire  to  die  in  the  same  blessed 
faith  and  hope.  In  prospect  of  the  solemn  change 
that  awaits  me,  my  heart  is  often  turned  with  deep 
and  affectionate  interest  to  those  beloved  friends 
engaged  in  the  work  and  service  of  the  ministry,  espe- 
cially those  who  are  young,  or  who  have  not  had 
much  enlargement  in  the  Truth,  that  these  may  be 
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kept  low  and  lunnblo,  in  a  waiting  frame  of  mind,  in 
all  our  religious  meetings,  and  that  the  exercise  of  the 
ministry  maybe  in  that  ability  which  God  giveth — in 
the  power  and  authority  of  the  unchangeable  Truth, 
out  of  all  their  own  planning,  or  the  arrangement  of 
the  creature  ;  that  what  any  offer  as  ministry  may  bo 
in  tlie  power  of  the  Lord  Jesus  through  the  intlacnce 
of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  let  all  wait  upon  their  several 
gifts  and  upon  Him  who  hath  bestowed  them.  This 
will  keep  and  preserve  them  in  love  and  harmony, 
enabling  them  to  labor  harmoniously  together  for  the 
advancement  of  the  truth.  And  now  let  me  warn 
my  dear  friends  against  the  activity  of  the  creature, 
in  their  religious  engagements,  or  attempting  to  elu- 
cidate or  explain  the  great  and  glorious  doctrines  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus,  so  as  to  be  received  by  the  natu- 
ral mind,  unless  clearly  accompanied  with  the  pre- 
cious influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  always  to 
remember,  that,  if  the  word  shall  prosper,  our  blessed 
Saviour  must  open  the  way  for  its  reception  in  the 
heart  of  the  hearer.  With  the  salutation  of  unfeigned 
love,  I  am  your  friend  and  brother." 
Sarah  F.  Meader,  Winslow^  Me.  43  4mo.  20  1861 
To  a  friend  who  w^as  with  her  in  her  last  illness, 
she  said,  "My  talents  have  not  been  improved  as 
they  should  have  been."

Through  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  lier  Heavenly 
Father,  she  was  enabled  to  perform  the  varied  duties 
of  friend,  wife,  and  mother,  to  the  help  and  comfort 
of  those  with  whom  she  was  connected. 
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Slio  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  doctrines  of  the 
Gospel,  regarding  repentance  towards  God,  and  faith 
in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  sole  means  b}^  which 
we  obtain  salvation,  and  in  the  end  are  admitted  into 
those  mansions  prepared  for  tlie  righteous. 

She  often  acknowledged  her  own  un worthiness, 
and  entire  dependence  on  her  Saviour. 

About  two  weeks  before  her  death,  whilst  her 
mind  was  dwelling  upon  the  preciousness  of  Scriptu- 
ral truth,  she  determined  to  commence  a  steady, 
daily  perusal  of  the  Bible,  and  to  notice  what  length 
of  time  such  a  careful  reading  would  require;  re- 
marking, she  had  never  read  the  Bible  regularly 
through,  being  then  little  aware  of  the  change  that 
so  soon  awaited  her. 

Daring  the  early  part  of  her  illness  she  was  tried 
by  not  feeling  the  full  evidence  of  that  acceptance 
she  so  earnestly  desired ;  yet  a  degree  of  peace  was 
her  portion,  which  was  a  cause  for  thankfulness.  She 
was  much  engaged  in  prayer,  and  desired  that  her 
friends  would  also  intercede  for  her,  that  a  clearer 
and  fuller  manifestation  of  her  Saviour's  love  might 
be  granted  her,  which  through  mercy  she  subse- 
quently received. 

Shortly  before  her  close,  she  said,  "  God  will  not 
accept  an  offermg  of  our  choosing ;  it  must  be  of  the 
first  fruits,  holy  and  acceptable  to  Him  abiding,  "I 
love  everybody.  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and 
on  earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men."  Afterwards 
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she  prayed  thus:  "  O  Lord,  be  pleased  to  be  with  us 
in  this  time  of  trial,  that  Thy  name  may  be  praised 
and  again  petitioned  that  her  Heavenly  Father  would 
be  very  near,  adding  much  more  that  could  not  be 
clearly  understood. 

A  feeling  of  resignation  was  the  clothing  of  her 
mind,  and  she  remarked,  she  could  not  see  why  her 
stay  was  prolonged,  but  that  it  was  for  some  good 
purpose  she  did  not  doubt,  adding,  Should  my  days 
be  lengthened,  may  the  present  opportunity  be  kept 
in  continual  remembrance,  and  be  a  means  of  uniting 
us,  and  bringing  us  nearer  to  the  Fountain  of  all 
good.  Yet,  whatever  the  result  may  be,  even  so, 
Father,  for  so  it  seemeth  good  in  Thy  sight."

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  of  a  kind  and  amia- 
ble disposition,  which  greatly  endeared  him  to  his 
associates. 

His  constitution  was  delicate,  and  his  oj^porlunities 
for  obtaining  school  education  moderate,  but  he  was 
diligent  in  his  efforts  for  self  culture.  He  enjoyed 
serious  and  improving  leading  during  the  winter, 
when  his  labors  on  the  farm  were  not  required,  and 
in  this  the  Holy  Scriptures  occupied  a  prominent 
place.  He  kept  a  diary  for  about  three  years,  in 
which  he  Avas  accustomed  to  record  his  attemlance 
of  Meeting  and  Sabbath  school,  and  also  the  cause  of 
his  absence  from  those  assemblies,  when  he  was  pre- 
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vonte«l  from  attendii^ir.  ^[iiny  of  his  reflections  thus 
loft  on  record  manifest  a  very  devotional  franle  of 
mind,  and  a  deep  sense  of  his  responsibilities  for  reli- 
gious and  social  privil-'ire-. 

On  XcW  Year's  Day,  l^Gl,  he  records  a  series  of 
resolutions,  expressive  of  his  sense  of  the  value  of 
time,  liis  desire  to  im()rove  it  to  the  utmost,  and  his 
earnest  wish  to  live  for  some  useful  purpose,  reineni- 
bering  that  time  is  shorty  and  eternity  is  near." 

4th  mo.  Hth,  he  writes  in  his  journal  of  the  deep- 
ened i)ravcrful  impression  made  on  his  mind  by  read- 
ing in  the  25th  chapter  of  !N[att.  the  great  warning 
which  is  given  to  us,  Watch  therefore,  for  ye 
know  neither  the  day  nor  the  hour  wiierein  the  Son 
of  Man  cometh." 

Ilis  last  illness  was  short  and  severe,  and  the  last 
two  or  three  days  paralysis  of  the  organs  of  speech 
prevented  the  expression  of  his  thoughts ;  but  his 
friends  have  the  consoling  trust  that  his  blessed 
Saviour,  whose  goodness  is  so  often  recorded  in  his 
memoranda,  has  prepared  for  him  a  place  among  the 
redoemo'l.

Her  care  for  others  made  her  desirous  of  causing 
no  unnecessary  trouble  to  those  engaged  in  waiting 
upon  her,  being  well  pleased  and  thankful  for  every 
act  of  kindness  or  service  rendered  her.

In  early  life  he  was  thoughtful  on  religious  sub- 
jects, dutiful  to  his  parents,  and  correct  in  his  deport- 
ment, which  rendered  him  a  good  example  to  his 
associates,  who  loved  him  for  his  cheerful  disposition 
and  buoyant  spirits. 

But  the  Searcher  of  hearts  pointed  out  to  him  the 
dross  and  the  tin  which  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Eefiner's  fire,  and  under  a  sense  of  his  lost  coiidition 
without  a  Saviour,  his  heart  was  tendered  and  con- 
trited  before  the  Lord,  and  with  true  repentance  he 
bewailed  his  transgressions.  The  unerring  Guide  led 
him  to  the  Lamb  of  God  which  taketh  away  the  sins 
of  the  world  ;  and  as  his  heart  was  prayerfully  turned 
to  Jesus,  he  experienced  a  sense  of  reconciliation  to 
God,  through  the  everlasting  covenant. 

In  after  hfe  he  was  wont  to  recur  to  a  Meeting 
held  by  Eicbard  Jordan,  when  the  fount  of  tears 
being  unsealed,  be  wept  over  his  many  deficiencies, 
whilst  all  within  was  aroused  to  the  necessity  of 
greater  diligence  in  serving  a  tenderly  compassionate 
Saviour.  This,  probably,  was  a  season  of  renewed 
covenant  with  a  covenant-keeping  God. 

In  the  year  1818  he  married  Sarah  Owen,  and 
after  residing  for  a  few  years  near  Burlington,  N.  J., 
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they  settled  nenr  Philjulelpliin.  As  cliiklrcn  gatliercd 
round  their  fireside,  they  desired  to  train  them  for 
the  Lord.  Some  of  tliem  can  remember  the  impres- 
sion made  in  early  life  by  hearing  their  father  read 
to  them  from  the  Bible  and  religious  books,  and  they 
feel  that  a  thirst  for  heavenly  knowledge  was  thus 
cre«ated,  a  spark  of  celestial  tire  kindled.  Early  did 
he  impress  on  their  tender  minds  the  sinfulness  of 
falsehood,  and  the  great  danger  of  giving  a  wrong 
impression  by  improper  emphasis.  He  was  also 
careful  to  discourage  extravagant  expressions. 

lie  [was  modest  and  retiring.  Home  seemed  his 
peculiar  province,  and  there  did  traits  of  his  charac- 
ter most  conspicuously  shine  ;  yet  the  poor  and 
afflicted  had  a  large  share  of  his  tender  sympathy. 
During  his  protracted  illness  the  gratitude  of  some  of 
those  who  had  received  kindness  from  him  was 
manifested.  One  poor  laborer  walked  two  miles  after 
the  day's  toil  was  over,  to  present  some  birds  to 
tempt  the  invalid's  appetite.  N'ot  only  towards  those 
whose  necessities  he  witnessed,  did  his  heart  flow 
with  love  and  sympathy,  but  the  whole  human  family 
were  as  brethren ;  and  during  the  famine  in  Ireland 
he  felt  deeply  for  the  'sufferers ;  at  one  time,  while 
reading  to  others  of  that  sorely  tried  and  destitute 
people,  he'could  not  proceed,  but  wept  aloud. 

In  the  year  1836  the  family  chain  was  broken  by 
the  removal  of  one  of  its  brightest  links.  Their 
little  Annie  was  taken  sick  while  absent  from  home, 
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and  on  returning  to  her  father's  house  became  alarm- 
ingly ill.  Though  but  six  years  old,  she  was  aware 
of  her  critical  situation,  and  felt  the  need  of  a  prepa- 
ration to  enter  that  city  where  all  are  pure  and  holy. 
She  inquired  of  her  mother  whether  she  had  been  a 
good  girl,  and  prayed  audibly  to  her  Heavenly  Father. 
She  asked  her  parents  to  tell  her  more  about  Jesus, 
and  listened  attentively  when  they  told  of  Him  who 
said,  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  Me." 
With  a  calm  trust  this  little  lamb  rested  on  her  Savi- 
our's bosom.  She  said,  I  do  not  know  whether  I 
shallfget  well  or  not ;  but  if  I  die,  I  shall  go  to  my 
Father  in  Heaven."  So  thoughtful  was  she  of  others, 
that  knowing  her  mother  was  an  invalid,  she  would 
frequently  say,  "  Mother,  lie  down  by  me,  and  rest." 

Near  the  close  of  her  life,  this  precious  little  one 
said  affectionately,  "  Farewell,  father :  farewell,  mo- 
ther :  farewell,  all then  added,  "  I  want  to  go 
liome."  Her  breathing  grew  shorter,  until  apparently 
"forgetting  to  breathe,"  she  gently  fell  asleep  in 
Jesus. 

Soon  after  this  bereavement,  Fothergill  Ogborn's 
health  gave  way,  and  it  was  feared  he  was  suffering 
from  disease  of  the  heart ;  but  though  his  illness  left 
traces  which  never  entirely  passed  from  him,  he 
afterwards  enjoyed  comparative  health  for  many 
years. 

Again  and  again  was  our  Friend  impressed  that  it 
might  be  right  for  him  publicly  to  confess  his  Savi- 
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our,  (o  spoak  of  lliin  in  tlie  congregation  of  Ilis  peo- 
ple, but  Ills  tiuiid  nature  shrank  from  the  solemn 
engagement.  Alhiding  to  the  call  to  speak  in  the 
name  of  Christ,  he  writes,  "  I  could  not  give  up  : 
and  then  He  was  pleased  to  send  sickness  in  my 
family,  and  on  myself  also.  I  then  did  covenant 
with  my  Ixird  and  ^NLister,  that  if  He  would  restore 
me  to  health,  I  would  give  up  to  do  His  holy  will." 
He  at'terwards  records  his  unfaithfulness,  in  listening 
to  the  enemy  of  all  truth,  who  discouraged  him  on 
account  of  being  so  little  qualified  for  the  service. 
AVhen  a  willingness  was  wrought  in  him  to  be  obe- 
dient to  this  requisition  of  the  Lord,  the  exercise 
passed  from  him,  and  he  believed  the  sacrifice  was 
no  longer  required. 

In  1800  his  health  again  declined,  and  in  Third 
month  his  case  assumed  an  alarming  form.  Tempo- 
rary relief  was  derived  from  a  sea-side  visit,  but  the 
benefit  was  of  short  duration,  and  he  was  able  only 
once  more  to  attend  Meeting.  The  principles  and 
testimonies  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  which  had 
been  dear  to  him  from  his  youth,  were  often,  in  his 
last  days,  referred  to  in  an  impressive  manner. 
Earnestly  did  he  desire  that  his  children  might  enlist 
under  the  banner  of  the  King  Immanuel,  expressing 
a  decided"  wish  that  they  might  seek  their  Saviour 
within  the  same  fold ;  but  he  declared  all  were  very 
near  to  him  who  in  sincerity  loved  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  remarked,  "  When  I  see  any  one  who  loves  the 
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Saviour,  and  is  endeavoring  to  walk  acceptably  be- 
fore Him,  it  matters  not  to  what  denomination  he 
belongs,  I  can  take  him  by  the  hand,  and  call  him 
brother." 

Without  the  least  disposition  to  undervalue  in- 
strumental help,  he  was  careful  not  to  stop  short  of 
the  Fountain  of  strength  and  consolation.  He  felt 
the  necessity  of  coming  to  Jesus,  to  be  instructed 
immediately  by  Him,  saying,  "  I  do  not  wish  to  look 
to  man  :  the  work  now  seems  to  be  between  me  and 
my  Maker."  While  thus  feeling,  a  beloved  Minister 
came,  and  sat  by  him  a  short  time  in  silence,  speak- 
ing only  a  few  words  of  cheer  when  bidding  farewell, 
and  was  not  aware  that  much  bodily  suffering  was 
being  calmly  endured.  Some  time  after,  F.  0.  said, 
in  allusion  to  this  visit,  He  did  what  was  required 
of  him ;  I  felt  as  he  sat  by  me,  he  was  desiring  the 
good  of  my  soul."  At  another  lime  his  heart  was 
full  of  gratitude  for  the  visits  of  gospel  messengers, 
who  had  in  his  sick  chamber  been  commissioned  to 
proclaim  glad  tidings,  and  spoke  of  the  beautiful 
order  of  the  Lord's  obedient  servants ;  he  believed 
none  had  come  unbidden.  He  was  more  than  once 
quite  affected  in  the  remembrance  of  such  opportu- 
nities. 

During  a  cessation  from  suffering,  while  enjoying 
comparative  ease,  he  said,  "  I  expect  I  shall  have  to 
psss  through  much  more  suffering,  more  than  I  can 
bear."    Being  reminded  that,  as  his  day  so  would  his 
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:rongtli  be,  that  lie  woukl  be  enabled  to  bear  all 
it  he  would  be  called  on  to  pass  through,  he 
lickly  added,  '*0h  yes  ;  but  I  fear  I  shall  not  bear 
in  a  way  that  will  honor  niy  dear  Saviour.   I  often 
ia)[)e  and  pray  in  niy  humble  way,  that  I  may  suffer 
^vithout  complaint,  so  I  may  not  dishonor  llim:  I 
iVar  to  do  anything,  to  speak  a  word,  to  cherish  a 
thought,  that  would  displease  Him." 

Again  he  said  :  "  The  enemy  was  very  busy  with 
lie  last  night,  trying  to  deprive  me  of  my  hope,  to 
ike  away  my  confidence  in  my  Saviour ;  he  could 
>t  succeed;  I  know  Him  to  be  all-powerful,  and 
.  )le  to  forgive  in  an  instant." 

xVgain,  lie  who  transforms  himself  into  an  angel  of 
^^lit  to  deceive,  were  it  possible,  the  very  elect, 
,  plausibly  endeavored  to  drive  the  Comforter  from  the 
'  >uch  of  sickness,  by  persuading  our  friend  that  it 
V  as  altogether  wrong  to  resort  to  so  many  remedies 
relief ;  suggesting  whether  it  was  not  trying  to 
■ace  the  power  of  healing  in  the  hands  of  man,  and 
ought  not  all  these  things  to  be  dispensed  with,  trust- 
'.  iog  alone  to  the  Physician  of  value.    After  a  season 
•  of  wrestling,  the  shadows  began  to  flee  away,  and  ' 
^vhen  morning  came  he  said,    I  was  sorely  tried,  but 
:i  a  clear  light  it  was  shown  to  me,  yes,  I  almost 
heard  a  voice  telling  me,  it  was  right  to  nse  all  the 
.   means  Providence  had  placed  within  our  reach  ;  we 
must  do  our  part,  and  leave  the  event." 
At  the  close  of  eleventh  month,  alarming  symptoms 
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presented ;  severe  pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart 
awakened  apprehensions  of  sudden  dissolution,  and 
his  family  feared  to  be  away  from  him.  When  a 
reluctance  to  leave  him  even  to  attend  meeting  was 
manifested,  he  would  urge  that  some  should  go,  and 
without  allowing  anxiety  for  him  to  interfere  with  an 
important  duty,  that  they  should  endeavor  to  per- 
form acceptable  worship. 

He  desired  to  be  kept  on  the  watch  tower,  his 
mind  stayed  on  Christ ;  loved  seasons  of  silent  wait- 
ing, and  to  converse  on  those  things  connected  with 
the  salvation  of  a  never  dying  soul.  He  alluded  to 
that  eminent  servant  of  God,  Stephen  Grellet — his 
life  and  triumphant  death,  when  one  present  said, 

Thou  wilt  soon  join  him  in  Heaven."  He  replied, 
"  Stephen  Grellet  did  far  more  for  his  Saviour  than  I 
have  ever  done but  quickly  added,  "  Nothing  which 
we  have  done  can  save  us ;  if  I  am  saved,  it  will  be 
all  through  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 
The  family  were  frequently  gathered  around  him,  by 
his  request,  when  vocal  prayer  was  sometimes»offered, 
and  always  sweet  counsel. 

Kespiration  was  so  difficult  that  for  weeks  he  could 
not  lie  down,  and  for  months  he  had  been  almost 
entirely  confined  to  his  chair.  When  efforts  to  relieve 
him  were  ineffectual,  he  questioned  not  why  it  was 
so,  and  when  others  were  tempted  to  query  why 
physical  suffering  did  so  abound,  he  answered ;  "  It 
is  all  right,  my  dears,  not  one  stroke  too  many." 
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On  tlie  evening  of  First  niontli,  lltli,  lie  re- 
rsted  his  family  to  gather  round  liiin — all  were 
re — his  wife,  three  sons,  nine  daughters,  and  a  son- 
law.    A  precious  silence  was  broken  by  him,  in 
*[>licating  the  Father  of  mercies  for  his  chikiren ; 
prayed  also  for  a  blessing  upon  the  colored  people  ; 
n  for  himself  that  he  might  be  strengthened  to 
M  out  to  the  end,  to  endure  all  he  might  be  called 
m  to  pass  through,    lie  thankfully  acknowledged- 
it  it  was  now  in  this  solemn  honr  a  cause  of  great 
•nfort  to  him  that  he  had  endeavored  to  obey  the 
rd — to  walk  acceptably  before  Him — that  he  had 
iven  to  bring  up  his  children  in  His  fear,  and 
-truct  them  in  His  ways :  but  he  added  impressively, 
N  one  of  these  things  save  ;  it  is  all  mercy — pure 
merited  mercy  of  the  Lord  through  Jesus  Christ, 
t  gains  for  me  an  admittance  into  the  abode  of 
ver  ending  peace  and  purity." 
He  gave  directions  in  regard  to  his  funeral,  and 
M,  ''It  is  my  particular  request  that  all  my  poor 
'i^hbors  be  invited,  especially  the  mechanics,  and 
'se  who  have  worked  for  me.    I  love  them  all;  I 
.  e  everybody ;  I  would  like  to  carry  them  in  my  arms 
heaven."    He  remarked  in  an  humble  manner,  as 
fearful  of  being  presumptuous  :  "  I  hope  my  peace  is 
i:iade.    I  hope  I  am  going  to  heaven."    After  a  little 
Avhile  he  said,  "  I  thought  I  had  told  you  all,  but  I 
cannot  leave  you  until  I  have  said  something  further ; 
the  work  is  now  done^  I  am  ready  and  willing."  As 
15 
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this  escaped  his  lips  he  seemed  filled  with  an  inex- 
pressible flow  of  joy,  and  exclaimed,  "  Oh,  the  way 
is  so  clear — so  clear — nothing  in  the  way — the  street 
so  clean,  so  wide,  so  beautiful,  beautiful  beyond 
description  !"  Words  cannot  describe  the  happiness 
of  this  season  ;  no  sense  of  death,  rather  of  awakening 
to  life ;  and  those  around  could  say,  it  is  a  glorious 
thing  to  die  the  death  of  the  righteous :  the  chamber 
did  indeed  appear    quite  in  the  verge  of  heaven." 

The  next  day,  after  remaining  for  some  time  in  a 
state  of  unconsciousness,  he  revived  and  became 
sensible  of  distress  of  body ;  yet  he  was  still  praising  | 
the  Lord,  and  giving  thanks  at  the  remembrance  of 
His  holiness;  he  was  in  His  banqueting  house,  and 
His  banner  over  him  was  love.  He  could  say  with 
the  Psalmist,  "  My  soul  shall  be  satisfied  as  with  mar- 
row and  fatness,  and  my  mouth  shall  praise  Thee  with  ' 
joyful  lips." 

In  the  evening,  he  again  took  an  affectionate  leave 
of  his  dear  wife  and  children,  and  each  one  received  • 
a  few  parting  words :  then  with  sw^eet  and  gentle 
accent,  he  said,     Passing  away,  passing  away,  to  , 
realms  of  bliss." 

After  a  little  wandering  in  his  mind,  it  became  ' 
perfectly  clear  ;  he  knew^  and  calmly  spoke  to  several : 
gently  was  he  crossing  Jordan's  river,  realizing  the 
promise  of  the  Father.  "  When  thou  passest  through 
the  waters,  I  will  be  with  thee,  and  through  the 
rivers  they  shall  not  overflow  thee."    His  feet  were 
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stayed  on  the  Rock.  Whilst  apparently  partaking  of 
openin«^  bliss,  he  was  heard  to  say,  "  Saviour,  Lord, 
take  me — going  home — going  home;  glory — glory:" 
fainter  and  fainter  sounded  his  voice,  until  all  was 
over  on  earth,  and  iu  the  holy  stillness  those  present 
were  scarcely  sensible  wiien  he  ceased  to  breathe.

lie  emigrated  with  his  family  from  ISTorth  Carolina 
in  the  year  1815,  and  settled  in  the  neighborhood 
where  he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
was  useful  in  setting  up  many  of  the  meetings 
now  established  in  what  was  then  a  newly  settled 
country.  He  was  also  diligent  in  their  attendance^ 
and  in  the  support  of  their  discipline.  After  walking 
several  miles  to  attend  his  own  or  a  neighboring 
meeting,  he  would  give  proof  of  his  concern  for  his 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  evidence  of  his  allegiance  toi 
and  love  for  the  Saviour  by  exhorting  them  to  faith- 
fulness. Often  in  latter  years,  he  reminded  his 
friends  of  the  uncertainty  of  time ;  saying  that  he 
was  well  aware,  that  in  the  course  of  nature  his  stay 
with  them  must  be  short ;  and  that  he  much  desired 
all  might  be  found  ready,  when  the  pale  messenger 
should  be  sent  to  their  dwelling.    He  believed  that 
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Ms  work  was  accomplished,  but  was  resigned  to  wait 
the  Lord's  time.  Although  his  relatives  and  friends 
feel  that  they  have  lost  a  father  in  Israel,  they 
reverently  believe  that  he  was  gathered  as  a  shock  of 
corn  fully  ripe  and  ready  for  the  Heavenly  Garner.

His  illness  was  of  short  duration.  He  had  previ- 
ously felt  that  his  end  was  near,  and  had  arranged 
his  temporal  affairs  to  his  own  satisfaction.  Though 
it  is  not  known  that  he  had  expressed  much  in  regard 
thereto,  yet  it  is  believed  that,  for  some  time  before 
his  sickness,  he  had  been  under  the  preparing  Hand, 
as  he  stated  to  his  wife  that  he  "  saw  nothing  in  his 
way." 

The  believer  who  humbly  trusts  in  Jesus,  who  feels 
that  his  sins  are  forgiven,  his  ''robes  washed  and 
made  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,"  he  it  is  who 
can  look  death  calmly  in  the  face,  and  say  that  he 
"sees  nothing  in  his  way." 

There  is  more  of  true  heroism  in  the  daily,  self- 
denying  walk  of  the  Christian,  more  of  true  glory  in 
his  trustful,  peaceful  death,  than  in  many  deeds  of 
daring  that  command  the  world's  applause.

Among  tlie  many  promises  of  our  precious  Saviour, 
1  sending  to  liis  followers  the  Comforter,  the  Spirit 
f  Truth,  he  especially  declared  when  He  was  come, 
'o  should  convince  of  sin,  and  guide  into  all  truth. 
The  practical  application  of  this  great  truth  is 
forcibly  exhibited  in  the  life  and  experience  of  one 
who  pas.'ied  througb  many  struggles  and  conflicts, 
seeking  for  happiness  in  the  pursuit  of  worldly  plea- 
sures ;  trying  to  work  out  a  righteousness  of  ber 
own  ;  even  leading  her  througb  the  dark  and  dreary 
regions  of  scepticism,  without  realizing  anything  that 
was  soul-satisfying ;  until  by  the  operations  of  tbe 
Holy  Spirit,  she  was  brought  to  rejoice  in  Christ  as 
her  Saviour,  and  her  only  hope  of  salvation. 

In  a  letter  to  a  friend  she  thus  speaks  of  tbe  change 
in  ber  feelings  : — 

When  I  was  sixteen,  seventeen,  and  eighteen,  I 
was  most  anxious  to  be  a  Christian,  and  bad  I  under- 
stood tbe  gospel,  I  am  sure  I  should  have  embraced 
it.  Educational  influences  bad  ground  into  my  mind, 
that  religion  was  a  system  of  works  which  consisted 
in  renouncing  the  world,  dressing  very  peculiarly, 
15* 
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attending  meeting  steadily,  and  carrying  a  very 
mournful  face.  Eeading  the  Scriptures  never  gave 
me  any  light,  because  I  always  went  full  of  precon- 
ceived ideas,  and  never  in  the  spirit  of  a  little  child, 
to  receive  the  truth  there  recorded. 

Once  I  remember  feeling  so  concerned  about  my- 
self, that  I  took  off  all  the  trinmiing  from  my  clothes 
and  bonnet,  but  I  got  no  peace.  Next  I  tried  read- 
ing and  sitting  by  myself,  trying  to  get  into  a  state 
of  nothingness,  and  to  drive  away  every  thought, 
expecting  the  Holy  Spirit  would  visit  me,  and  tell 
me  of  some  certain  awful  thing  to  do,  which  would 
be  a  great  sacrifice,  but  would  result  in  eternal  life. 
But  alas,  the  Holy  Spirit  never  came.  Then  I  tried 
journahzing.  I  recorded  every  wicked  thought  and 
action,  thinking  the  mortification  would  be  so  great, 
that  it  would  serve  as  a  sort  of  check  to  keep  me 
from  evil,  but  I  failed  in  that  also,  for  my  self-love 
was  so  great,  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  write  the 
truth.  At  last  I  gave  up  in  despair,  and  plunged 
deep  into  infidelity.  I  received  books  on  the  subject, 
and  drank  them  all  in,  and  believed  them  also. 

Thus  I  went  on  for  years,  till  the  Lord  suddenly 
rescued  nie  ;  my  face  was  suddenly  turned  about ;  I 
had  no  power  to  take  another  step.  Still  I  was  in 
great  darkness,  and  needed  some  experienced  Chris- 
tian to  teach  me  the  Avay.  I  applied  to  several,  but 
to  no  purpose.  They  only  told  me  to  be  faithful  to 
'  the  Light  within,'  but  there  was  no  light  in  me.  I 
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IkTiovo  tlio  first  Uiin«j:  wliicli  put  me  on  the  right 
track,  was  lioaring  of  i\  liulv  in  great  mental  distress 
.  oing  to  a  friend,  to  be  told  the  way.  She  told  her 
-lie  onght  to  pray  for  help  in  Jesns  Christ,  but  tho 
'  oply  was,  *  How  can  I  pray  to  Ilini  in  whom  I  do 
not  believe  *  Then  pray  that  thy  understanding 
may  be  enlightened  to  receive  Ilim.'  Well,  this  was 
exactly  my  case;  how  could  I  receive  Iliin  in  w^hom 
I  did  not  believe,  and  I  had  never  prayed  for  help  ? 
AVlien  I  gave  up  to  pray  as  I  had  never  done  before, 
then  came  the  dawning  of  a  better,  brighter,  truer 
day ;  tlie  prison  bars  which  fettered  my  soul  were 
broken,  and  the  dawn  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ 
broke  in.  When  I  came  to  know  Ilim,  and  experi- 
ence Ilim  to  be  my  Saviour,  then  I  felt,  as  John 
Bunyan  says,  '  The  burden  to  roll  from  my  back,  even 
into  the  mouth  of  the  sepulchre.' 

"  But  I  am  very  far  from  being  sanctified,  and  only 
till  lately  have  I  under.- tood  that  sanctification,  like 
justification,  is  the  work  of  the  Lord.  It  is  only  by 
looking  unto  Jesus  in  all  things,  that  we  ever  receive 
any  growth  of  spirit." 

She  was  of  a  lively,  cheerful  disposition,  and  pos- 
sessed a  kind  heart,  with  warm  and  generous  sympa- 
thies, especially  for  those  in  affliction,  and  did  not 
spare  herself  in  laboring  for  their  good.  In  a  letter 
to  a  friend  she  writes  : — Oh,  I  can't  help  thinking 
of  the  poor  people  at  the  Alms-house.  There  are  a 
number  of  cripples  there,  so  infirm  they  cannot  walk, 
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and  some  are  in  an  open  garret,  scarcely  any  shade 
around  them,  with  the  sun  pouring  down  on  the 
roof.  I  believe  I  told  thee  I  had  meetings  there 
every  fifth  day.  Sometimes  I  have  a  very  refreshing 
time.  They  always  appear  glad  to  see  me.  I  think 
it  is  the  brightest  thing  they  have  to  look  forward 
to.  When  I  read,  and  talk  to  them,  they  are  always 
greatly  affected." 

Summer  of  1858.  Speaking  of  her  little  school 
she  says,  The  Sabbath  Scliool  has  just  closed — the 
scholars  have  all  gone.    In  fancy  I  still  hear  the 

echo  of  their  voices   Their  cheerful,  happy 

faces,  their  quiet  attentive  behavior,  their  strong 
faith,  and  belief,  in  all  I  teach  them,  are  the  strong- 
est lessons  I  am  learning.  Oh  how  I  pray  for  a 
faith  like  theirs,  a  true  living  belief  in  what  I  teach. 
I  have  been  lately  so  very  much  depressed,  and  dis- 
tressed, about  my  spiritual  welfare — there  seems 
such  a  great  wall  of  sin  between  my  God  and  myself, 
that  I  feel  as  though  I  was  shut  out  from  Divine 
favor.  Intellectually,  I  believe  in  Christ  as  the 
Saviour  of  the  world — but  that  avails  nothing. 
What  my  soul  desires  is,  to  feel  a  consciousness  of 
His  presence,  to  live  in  Ilim  hourly,  and  labor  for 
His  glory." 

At  a  later  period,  in  writing  to  a  valued  friend  she 
thus  expresses  herself.  ''The  Sabbath  School  has 
become  one  of  my  chief  delights,  and  I  regard  it  as 
the  greatest  blessing  of  my  life.    It  was  one  of  the 
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MK-ans  whicli  first  led  mo,  through  tliy  instrument- 
nlity,  to  seek  the  Saviour — that  Saviour,  whom  all  my 
life  I  have  crucified  in  thought  and  deed.  I  was  so 
oppressed  with  the  sense  of  my  imperfections  as  a 
teacher,  teaching  a  doctrine  I  only  half  helicved,  and 
imperfectly  understood. 

*'For  one  year  and  a  half,  I  was  so  Aveighcd  down 
with  a  burden  of  sin,  and  unha[)piness,  and  discon- 
tent of  life,  that  I  could  not  endure  to  be  one  moment 
alone,  and  I  travelled,  and  visited,  and  lived  in  the 
greatest  whirl  of  excitement  I  could  find,  constantly 
desiring  that  I  might  meet  death  in  some  form.  I 
thought  after  death  I  would  commence  p<  new  life, 
for  I  did  not  believe  in  any  future  retribution,  but  a 
most  glorious  progressive  life.  I  now  tremble  to 
think  what  would  have  been  my  doom,  had  my  wish 
been  granted.  Since  I  have  gone  to  Christ,  in  prayer, 
with  a  heart  of  faith,  believing  that  was  my  only 
refuge,  and  the  only  rock  of  defence,  I  have  been  so 
wonderfully  relieved.  That  oppressive  Aveight  of 
unhappiness,  which  hung  so  heavily  upon  my  heart, 
is  so  removed,  that  I  sometimes  ask  myself  whether 
it  ever  had  an  existence.  It  was  a  work  I  could  not 
do  myself,  for  I  tried  hard  enough,  by  every  means 
in  my  power,  and  only  added  stone  upon  stone.  Oh, 
I  do  believe  that  Christ  is  able  to  cleanse  from  all 
sin.  What  can  I  render  to  my  God,  for  the  continued 
gift  of  fife,  as  enabling  me  to  view  life  in  a  new 
light.    A  Christian  life — how  beautiful  it  seems ; 
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to  become  divested  of  all  selfishness,  jealousy,  this 
innate  pride,  this  powerful  self-will— all  brought  in 
child-like  faith,  and  laid  low  at  the  feet  of  Jesus ; 
saying  ^  Take  me,  teach  me,  I  come  to  Thee.' 

'Without  one  plea,  save  that  Thy  blood  was  shed  for  me 
And  that  Thou  bid'st  me  come  to  Thee.' " 

To  the  same  she  writes  on  Conversion. 

"  My  experience  has  been,  that  people  are  not  con- 
vinced of  their  sinful  condition  through  argument. 
Unless  the  heart  is  prepared  to  receive  the  truth,  it 
falls  on  a  dead  ear.  As  in  my  own  case  for  years  I 
heard  the  gospel  preached  not  only  with  indifference, 
but  ofttimes  with  ridicule.  I  would  not  believe  any- 
thing that  conflicted  with  my  reason.  And  when, 
for  the  first  time,  my  heart  was  awakened  to  a 
realizing  sense  of  its  sinfal  condition  ;  it  struck  a 
dagger  in  my  soul,  which  all  the  powers  of  my  mind 
were  powerless  in  removing.  I  grew  very  dissatis- 
fied with  myself,  and  my  heart  broken  down  with 
sin ! — then  I  tried  to  work  out  a  salvation  for  myself 
in  good  works,  losing  sight  of  the  passage,  •  N'ot  by 
works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but 
according  to  His  mercy  lie  saves  us.'  Oh  how  glo- 
rious His  own  free  gift." 

In  a  letter  to  her  mother  in  1859  she  writes : 

^'  Oh  Mother  there  are  days  when  I  rejoice  in  the 
new  birth,  a  life  in  Christ,  it  does  so  satisfy  all  the 
wants  of  the  soul,  and  I  feel  such  happiness,  and  joy. 
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as  nothinix  else  over  gave  me.  Wiien  I  look  back, 
and  think  of  the  many  resolutions  I  have  made  to 
corroct  my  fjinlt**,  and  live  a  more  righ toons  life,  and 
so  ntterly  to  fail — and  now  to  know,  there  is  a 
better,  a  shorter,  and  truer  way,  by  praying  for 
strength  in  temptation,  for  help  in  weakness,  and 
lot 'king  unto  Jesus  ahcays,  as  our  Saviour  and  only 
]io€l\  on  which  we  can  truly  live  and  grow." 

She  was  for  a  time  much  exorcised  in  regard  to 
wliat  are  called  the  Sacraments,  but  as  her  eye  was 
singly  directed  to  her  Saviour  her  understanding  be- 
came more  enlightened,  and  she  was  convinced,  that 
whatever  may  be  the  forms  by  w^hich  these  are 
conscientiously  symbolized  by  professing  Christians, 
it  is  they  only  who  experience  Christ  to  dwell  in 
their  hearts  by  faith,  who  can  be  nourished  at  the 
true  communion  table  of  which  He  spake,  "  If  any 
man  hear  my  voice  and  open  the  door,  I  will  come 
in  to  him  and  will  sup  with  him,  and  he  with  Me  " 

She  remarks,  in  reference  to  a  book  she  had  been 
reading  on  Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,"  I 
think  Friends  are  justified  in  their  views  concerning 
them.  I  am  getting  to  be  very  much  more  of  a 
Friend,  tbaii  I  used  to  be.  My  feelings  are  much 
more  in  unison  with  them,  than  with  any  other  sect. 
Their  principles  seem  more  evangelical,  and  lead  to  a 
more  Christ-like  life." 

Tenth  month,  1859  — To  a  friend. 

"  I  dnd  the  only  place  for  me  is  low  in  the  dust. 
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When  I  get  above  that,  it  is  self,  and  not  Jesus. 
When  I  most  feel  my  sinfulness  and  depravity,  then 
I  cling  most  earnestly  to  my  Saviour — pray  for  help, 
and  strength,  to  do  what  the  Lord  requires.  I 
understand,  in  following  after  Charity,  that  it  extends 
even  to  ourselves ;  and  I  think  it  possible  to  get 
into  a  very  bitter,  uncharitable  feeling,  towards  our- 
selves, which  produces  an  unhealthy  state. 

"  We  cannot  help  seeing  our  weakness,  and  must 
necessarily  deplore  our  condition,  but  to  settle  down 
into  it,  and  only  bewail  our  sinful  state,  brings  no 
growth  to  the  soul.  Jesus  must  be  our  pattern  in  all 
things.  We  must  look  out  of  ourselves,  and  wholly 
unto  Him^  and  not  stop  and  look  backward,  to  see 
what  progress  we  have  made.  I  am  so  apt  to  run 
into  errors  of  this  nature.  It  seems  as  though  I  was 
continually  sliding  into  some  error,  even  when  I 
most  desire  to  do  right." 

Twelfth  month,  1859.— ''I  do  not  like  to  be  so 
hurried,  for  I  get  so  very  tired  (more  in  mind  than 
in  body).    Having  no  time  to  read,  and  but  little 

time  to  think,  my  mind  gets  very  low  Then 

I  fly  to  my  room,  and  hourly  cry  for  mercy,  and  my 

prayer  is  often  wonderfully  answered  I  feel 

abashed  at  my  lukewarmness,  my  pride,  and  all 
antagonistic  feelings,  which  come  between  me  and 
Jesus.  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  time  of  being 
settled — not  that  I  am  expecting  a  life  of  inaction, 
but  a  change  of  matters  and  things,  and  then  I 
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dosiro  afresli  to  consecrate  myself  entirely  to  the- 
Lonl.  Oil  how  I  long  to  be  tilled  with  the  spirit  of 
Christ,  jiiul  to  do  His  will  in  all  things.  My  daily 
walk  Cinnes  so  very  far  short  of  what  I  know  a 
Chri>tian's  should.'' 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  1859  she  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Wilson  M.  Paj^e,  and  removed  to  reside  in 
Somers,  Westchester  co. 

Neither  her  situation  comparatively  among  strang- 
ers, nor  her  household  cares,  in  any  wise  diminished 
her  ardor  in  serving  her  Divine  Master  in  her  efforts 
to  gather  the  little  ones"  into  Ilis  fold.  She  labor-- 
ed  diligently  in  establishing  a  First  day  school  in  her 
neighborhood.  Indifference,  diversity  of  religious 
belief,  or  complexion,  to  htr  presented  no  barriers, 
but  were  rather  incentives  to  increased  action  in 
the  effort  to  gather  souls.  Her  success  in  obtaining 
scholars  exceeded  her  most  ardent  expectations,  nor 
was  she  less  successful  in  securing  tlieir  warm  affection. 

She  was  also  much  engaged  in  distributing  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  a  service  in  which  she  grea'l.y  delighted. 

Tnankfulness  for  both  s[>iritual  and  temporal 
fivors  seemed  to  be  a  marked  trait  in  her  character... 
Speaking  of  her  new  home,  she  says,  Oh  thou  can- 
not imagine  the  peace,  and  quietness,  and  happiness, 
I  experiei;c3  as  my  daily  portion.  My  constant 
prayer  is,  '  Oh  God,  in  the  multitude  of  Thy  rich 
blessings,  let  me  not  forget  Thee,  the  Giver..'" 

The  increasing  desire  to  overcome  everything 
16 
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contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Jesus,  marked  lier  as  one 
who  truly  loved  Him.  Of  one  besetment,  which  had 
been  to  her  a  source  of  deep  regret,  she  says, 
think  I  have  been  wonderfully  heli)ed  in  this  great 
fault.  I  will  still  daily  pray  for  strength  to  act  right 
in  all  things,  aud  have  my  heart  kept  right.*' 

I  find  great  companionship  in  bo(>ks,  but  there  is  . 
Teally  nothing  in  the  world  so  delightful  to  me  as  the 
•company  of  an  humble,  dedicated  Otiristian." 

A  few  months  before  her  death : — I  had  a  nice 
?time  in  the  garden,  amongst  the  flowers  and  vegeta- 
bles. My  mind,  most  of  the  time,  is  filled  with  such 
.^sweet  thoughts." 

Eleventh  month,  1860. — In  reference  to  a  sermon 
she  heard,  she  thus  writt.s  : 

The  Gospel  in  its  fulness. — So  simple  that  all 
could  understand;  so  deep  and  eloquent,  that  our 
very  souls  were  stirred.  It  was  quite  impossible  to 
keep  back  the  tears,  which  in  jo}^  and  thankfulness 
would  come."  In  allusion  to  speaking  to  the  minis- 
ter after  meeting,  she  says:  I  tried  to  talk  a  little 
but  my  heart  was  bursting  in  its  fulness,  and  1  could 
not  speak  audibly."  While  in  the  ei  jt)}  ment  of  lift's 
rich  blessings,  and  rejoicing  in  the  love  of  her  Sa- 
viour, her  mind  frequently  turned  towards  the  Spirit 
Land,  as  if  she  might  soon  be  there.  She  enjoined 
her  husband,  in  case  she  should  betaken  trum  him,  to 
look  with  increased  diligence  after  **the  neglected 
ones,"  and  to  care  for  the    Sabbath  School." 
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The  final  summons  came  suddenly,  bnt  found  her 
not  unj^repare  l.  Trusting  in  Iliiu  in  whom  she  had 
believed,  she  rested  upon  His  ana  Avhile  walking 
through  tlie  valley,  and  though  casting  a  look  of  love 
upon  those  she  was  leaving — on  him  to  whom  she 
bad  been  united  for  so  short  a  time,  on  the  litile  babe, 
soon  to  be  motherless,  for  whom  her  only  anxiety  was 
that  he  might  bo  a  child  of  Jesus,  she  said,  death 
had  no  terrors  for  her,  that  her  trust  was  in  her  Sa- 
vitHir  alone. 

Thus  passed  from  among  us  one,  who,  while  in 
health,  sought  her  Saviour,  whom  she  found  to  be 
exceedingly  precious.  Words  cannot  express  the  joy 
and  haj)piness  she  had  in  believing.  She  felt  that 
lie  was  able  to  keep  her,  and  in  Him  she  put  her  trust.

She  was  favored  to 
repair  to  the  Rock  of  Ages,"  who  ever  remains  to 
be  the  refuge  of  His  tried  and  sulfering  children; 
and  in  deep  prostration  of  soul  was  enabled  to  make 
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a  full  snrroiuler ;  ami  as  slio  afterwards  informed  lier 
frioiuls,  gave  herself  unreservedly  to  her  Saviour. 
Ahvv  this  htr  countenance  bore  evidence  of  the  happy 
change,  while  the  silent  tears  often  bedewed  the  cheek 
of  the  dear  sufferer,  whicli  occasioned  her  mother 
to  inquire  the  cause,  when  she  replied,  "  Oh,  I  am  so 
happy  :  Jesus  is  so  kind  to  me,  a  poor  nothing;  how 
can  I  ever  be  sufficiently  thankful  for  such  unmerited 
mercy  I  My  dear  Saviour  has  dealt  so  gtntly  with 
me.  It  has  been  a  great  conflict  to  me,  to  give  up 
my  dear  parents,  brother  and  sister,  but  Jesus  has 
made  me  willing  to  give  you  all  up,  and  has  promised 
me  a  seat  in  His  kingdom.  Do  not  weep  for  me,  but 
rather  rejoice,  that  I  am  so  soon  to  enter  my  happy 
home.'^ 

She  often  prayed  to  be  purified  and  perfected,  that 
she  might  enter  the  Kingdom  spotless,  and  that  the 
time  of  her  sufferings  might  soon  close,  always  con- 
cluding with  "  Not  my  will,  dear  Saviour,  but  Thine 
be  done.''  On  the  morning  of  her  departure  she 
said,  Oh,  how  happy  I  the  pearl  gates  are  open  to 
receive  me,  and  Jesus  is  here  and  will  not  leave  me 
until  I  join  the  innumerable  company  around  the 
throne.''  She  soon  fell  into  a  quiet  sleep,  and  with- 
out any  apparent  suffering,  passed  quietly  away.

Tiie  salject  of  this  brief  memorial  was  born  in 
Tennessee,  but  in  early  youth  removed  with  his 
parents  to  Illinois,  when  he  was  engaged  in  the 
laborious  pursuits  incident  to  the  settlement  of  a 
17* 
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new  country.  About  bis  twenty-sixtb  year,  be 
again  cbaoged  bis  place  of  residence,  and  settled  in 
Iowa. 

Here,  favored  witb  pbysical  strengtb  and  an  ener- 
getic mind,  he  applied  bimself  to  manual  labor'tbrougb 
tbe  day,  and  occupied  bis  evenings  and  leisure  witb 
tbe  study  of  medicine,  in  wbicb  be  attained  sucb  pro- 
ficiency as  enabled  bim  to  practise  among  the  neigh- 
boring settlers  witb  success.  Whilst  he  was  occupied 
in  the  duties  of  bis  profession,  which  afforded  bim 
much  satisfaction  in  tbe  alleviation  of  suffering,  be 
felt  that  it  was  required  of  bim  to  appear  in  tbe 
ministry  in  a  meeting  for  worship.  This  call  to  labor 
was,  through  weakness  or  shrinking,  not  obeyed,  and 
tbe  omission  was  a  source  of  great  sorrow  to  him  in 
after  life.  Even  tbe  suffering  from  bodily  affliction, 
which  he  endured  for  some  years,  seemed  light  in 
comparison  with  bis  sense  of  talents  given  but  not 
employed.  He  said  be  believed  be  bad  been  of  some 
service  in  meetings  for  discipline,  but  if  he  bad  closely 
attended  to  tbe  pointing  of  duty,  be  might  have  been 
much  more  useful.

He  loved  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  was  very 
(lovoted  to  the  service  thereof,  and  often  engaged  to 
roc'aini  the  free  mercies  of  God  through  Jesus  Christ, 
ilv?  was  one  of  the  earh'er  settlers,  and  for  a  number 
o\  years  lived  quite  remote  from  Meeting,  yet  was 
:  ligont  in  attending,  and  concerned  to  discharge  his 
^.nty  in  the  right  training  of  his  children.  His  dispo- 
sition was  social  and  cheerful,  and  his  heart  and  house 
wore  open  to  receive  his  friends,  as  many,  who  often 
had  occasion  to  call  upon  him,  can  testify. 

In  process  of  time.  Friends  settled  in  the  vicinity, 
nd  first  a  Preparative,  and  soon  afterwards  a 
Alonthly  meeting  were  established  not  far  from  his 
i\sidence.  In  the  setting  up  of  these  meetings  he 
telt  a  great  interest,  and  being  a  lively  and  active 
promoter  of  that  which  is  good  in  his  intercourse 
Avith  all,  and  particularly  the  young,  he  was  truly 
esteemed  as  a  father  in  the  community  around  him, 
and  his  loss  is  deeply  felt  by  all. 

Although  a  firm  believer  in  the  truths  of  the  Gos- 
;el,  and  truly  concerned  for  the  maintenance  and 
[n'omotion  of  our  testimonies,  yet  he  was  not  free 
from  the  infirmities  of  human  nature,  and  not  a  few 
were  the  oppositions,  trials,  and  aflflictions  that  were 
permitted,  to  purify  from  him  the  dross  and  the  tin, 
and  to  prepare  him  for  greater  usefulness  in  his  Mas- 
ter's service.    It  was  in  his  latter  years  that  he  came 
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forward  in  the  ministry,  and  believing  that  the  time 
would  not  be  long  in  which  to  labor,  he  appeared  to 
feel  the  necessity  of  diligence  and  faithfulness  in  the 
performance  of  what  he  beheved  to  be  required  at  his 
hands.  He  often  felt  called  upon  to  visit. the  churches 
in  the  love  of  the  Gospel,  and  was  favored  to  return 
with  the  reward  of  peace,  bringing  satisfactory  testi- 
monials of  his  labors  from  the  meetings  visited. 

The  poor,  the  sick,  and  the  afflicted  were  oljects 
of  his  special  concern.  Among  his  latest  labors  were 
visits  to  such — to  the  State  Prison,  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  and  to  the  Pnpils  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Blind.  Several  times  he  held  meetings  at  the  County 
As}  lum  for  the  Poor,  and  in  small  villages  and  neigh- 
borhoods of  Friends  and  otliers,  and  meetings  espe- 
cially for  the  youth — all  of  which  appear  to  have 
been  satisfactory,  and  to  have  afforded  him  the  abun- 
dant reward  of  peace. 

His  health  had  been  feeble  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  it  was  through  great  bodily  infirmity  that  some 
of  his  last  visits  were  performed.  In  allusion  to  the 
uncertainty  of  his  long  continuance,  he  remarked  to 
a  friend,  tliat  the  only  desire  he  had  to  stay  a  little 
longer  was  that  he  might  be  of  some  service  to  the 
younger  members  of  his  meeting,  a  number  of  whom 
had  become  much  awakened  to  their  spiritual  inte- 
rests, and  who,  he  felt,  needed  the  kind  care  and 
sympathy  of  fathers  and  mothers  in  the  Church. 

His  last  illness  was  paintul,  and  of  some  months' 
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Mtion,  but  was  borne  with  Christian  patience  and 
•  jfnation.    In  the  earl 3^  part  be  expressed  a  belief 
t  liis  day's  work  was  nearly  done,  and  frequently 
lonished  his  family  and  those  around  him  to 
'v  to  Jesus,  their  only  Hope  of  Salvation.  On 
bcimx  a.*ked  by  a  friend  who  called  to  see  him,  how 
be  felt  in  regard  to  his  prospect,  be  replied,     I  feel 
that  tliero  is  nothing  in  the  way ;  my  Redeemer  is 
standing  ready  witb  open  arms  to  receive  me but 
exprej^sed  a  desire  to  wait  patiently  tbe  Lord's  time. 

His  funeral  was  attended  by  a  large  company  of

In  early  life  lie  was  mercifully  met  with  by  the 
Saviour  of  sinners  ;  and  clouds  of  doubt  and  dark- 
ness with  which  he  had  been  tempted,  were  dispelled 
by  the  rays  of  the  glorious  Sun  of  Righteousness,  for 
Avhich  songs  of  gratitude  were  raised  in  his  heart.

the  heart  flourish,  and  continue  to  root  deeper  and 
deeper,  until  there  is  scarcely  a  tender  feeling  alive  in 
the  soul.  All  becomes  hard,  and  this  hard  state  in- 
creases until,  at  length,  the  poor  creature  is  entirely 
given  over  to  unbelief,  and  hardness  of  heart,  as  the 
Holy  Scriptures  testify  ;  '  My  spirit,'  saith  the  Lord, 
'shall  not  always  strive  with  man.'  O  do  be  pre- 
vailed upon  to  turn  with  your  whole  hearts  unto  the 
Lord,  who  will  have  mercy,  and  unto  our  God,  who 
will  abundantly  pardon.  Oh,  then,  Avhat  peace  will 
fill  your  hearts  I — the  tears  of  tender  contrition  will 
flow  down  your  cheeks,  and  your  countenances  will 
tell  that  you  have  been  with  Jesus! 

What  cause  will  you  have  on  a  death -bed  to  rejoice 
that  you  have  been  made  willing  to  accept  the  gentle 
invitation  of  Divine  Goodness,  and  turn  from  sin  and 
Satan  to  serve  the  living  God?  This,  and  this  alone, 
is  worth  living  for.

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**^rjiy  yon,  my  dear  children,  accept  this  tender 
a  hnonilioii  from  your  dear  fatlier,  who  feels  deeply 
for  yon,  and  whose  earnest  prayer  to  (lod  is,  that  you 
may  with  him  be  fitted  to  enjoy  heaven  and  happi- 
ness, with  angels  and  archangels,  to  sing  the  praises 
of  Redeeming  love  throngh  the  conntless  ages  of 
cteriuty." 

His  liealth  declining,  he  was  often  led  to  reflect 
upon  the  uncertainty  of  all  earthly  things,  frequently 
expressing  the  belief  that  his  day's  work  was  nearly 
accomplished,  in  view  of  which,  he  arranged  his  out- 
ward affairs  so  that  he  might  feel  no  uneasiness  on 
this  account.  His  disease  was  somewhat  flattering  in 
its  nature,  leading  his  friends  to  hope,  at  times,  that 
he  might  again  be  restored  to  them;  yet,  to  himself 
the  end  seemed  near,  expressing  to  his  wife  on  one 
occasion  :  "  I  know  thou  wilt  miss  me,  and  if  it  had 
been  the  Lord's  will  I  should  hnve  been  willing  to 
share  thy  trials  and  conflicts  a  little  longer;  but  the 
Lord's  time  is  the  best  time,  and  in  His  will  I  confide." 

Deeply  feeling  his  own  unwortliiness  and  short- 
comings, he  several  times  remarked :  If  I  am  ever 
saved,  and  permitted  to  enter  a  Heavenly  mansion, 
it  will  not  be  by  anything  that  I  have  done,  but 
through  the  unmerited  mercy  of  the  dear  Eedeemer." 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  his  last  me- 
moranda : 

17th  of  1st  mo.,  1860.  My  health  poor,  but  oh  I 
may  I  strive,  notwithstanding  my  weakness,  which 
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is  great,  to  watch  and  pray ;  and,  most  Holy  One, 
wilt  Thou  condescend  in  the  riches  of  thy  mercy  to 
help  me  do  so,  day  by  day,  and  hour  by  hour?" 

20fch.  This  day  closes  my  sixty-third  year,  and 
finds  me  still  in  poor  health.  Oh  God,  may  Thou 
grant  Thy  holy  aid  that  I  may  be  preserved  this  day 
unspotted,  either  in  thought,  word,  or  deed ;  and  not 
only  this  day,  but  every  day  of  my  life." 

25th.  Once  more  privileged  to  attend  Meeting, 
though  quite  feeble,  and  feel  that  I  endeavored  to  do 
what  I  beheved  called  for  at  my  hands  :  thanks  unto 
Thee,  0  Lord,  and  to  the  Lamb,  for  help  and  strength 
to  do  Thy  will." 

"  2mo.  5.  First  day.  Again  had  I  hoped  to  attend 
Meeting,  but  how  do  our  hopes  vanish !  Instead  of 
being  able  to  meet  with  my  dear  friends  unitedly  to 
worship  that  Being,  who  has  done  so  much  for  me, 
and  given  his  precious  life  to  redeem  my  soul,  I  am 
hardly  able  to  sit  up.  Oh  that  my  Heavenly  Father 
may  condescend  to  be  very  merciful  to  me,  as  he  has 
ever  been  from  my  youth  to  the  present  time,altbongh 
I  have  often  strayed  from  his  blessed  and  holy  way, 
and  not  served  Him  with  that  zeal  and  dedication  of 
heart  that  I  ought;  yet,  oh!  most  Holy  One,  Thou 
hast  continually  watched  over  me  for  good,  and  from 
time  to  time  forgiven  my  wanderings,  and  received 
me  again  into  Thy  favor.  How  sad  the  reflection ! 
— that  I  have  suffered  the  perishing  things  of  this  life 
to  absorb  so  much  of  my  precious  time,  given  me  for 
nobler  purposes,  and  thereby  too  much  served  th 
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creature  instead  of  Thee,  Oli  God,  onr  Creator  and 
Prejiorver.'' 

To  his  nnnierons  friends  and  acquaintances  who 
called  to  see  him,  he  usually  offered  a  word  of  counsel 
or  a<]vice,  and  many  instructive  remarks  came  from 
his  lij)s.  In  answer  to  the  inquiry,  if  he  was  rtsiujn- 
ed  and  eivsy  in  his  mind,  he  replied  :  "  I  think  I  feel 
an  evidence  that  lie  who  has  been  witli  me  from  my 
youth  np,  will  not  forsake  me  now  when  I  am  old 
and  irrey-headed/'  At  another  time  he  remarked, 
''I  believe  I  can  say,  the  Lord  has  made  all  my  bed 
in  this  sickness." 

The  night  previous  to  his  close  he  called  his  family 
around  him,  and  after  bidding  each  one  an  affectionate 
farewell,  said  to  his  children,  Seek  the  Lord  for 
your  portion,  an  1  the  God  of  Jacob  for  the  lot  of 
your  inheritance.'^  Then  to  some  friends  who  were 
present — "Parewell,  I  hope  we  shall  meet  in  hea- 
ven and  to  his  wife — Loved  one  of  all,  farewell."

Early  in  First  month,  1861,  she  was  attacked  with 
bleeding  from  the  lungs,  from  which  time  she  de- 
clined very  gradually  until  her  decease.

"I  have  not  at  any  time  during  my  sickness,  dared 
to  pray  for  my  recovery,  but  only  that  I  might  have 
the  spirit  of  resignation  given  to  me,  and  that  I  might 
be  allowed  to  live  until  fully  prepared  to  die." 

Again  she  wrote,  On  looking  back  on  the  past 
year,  I  can  think  of  much  to  be  thankful  for.  I  have 
often  been  grateful  for  the  comforts  with  w^hich  I 
have  been  surrounded,  and  have  raised  my  heart  in 
gratitude  to  God." 
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Xot  long  before  her  departure  she  wrote  to  a  friend 
as  follows:  '^I  do  not  think  I  have  a  great  while 
longer  to  live,  though  I  cannot  tell  how  long  it  may 
please  my  Heavenly  Father  to  keep  me  here ;  but  I 
hope  it  may  be  until  I  am  prepared  for  one  of  His 
mansions  on  high.  It  is  only  through  the  merits  of 
the  Redeemer,  and  the  mercy  of  God,  that  I  have  any 
hope.  During  my  sickness  it  has  been  a  source  of 
condemnation  to  me,  that  I  have  allowed  my  thoughts 
to  wander  during  meetings  ;  but  I  trust  even  that  sin 
is  forgiven." 

She  read  much  through  her  illness — the  Scriptures, 
Friends'  Tracts,  and  other  religious  reading  being 
constantly  beside  her,  though  most  frequently  occu- 
pied with  the  sacred  volume ;  and  others  frequently 
read  in  it  to  her. 

A  few  da3^s  before  her  close,  being  still  able  to  sit 
in  her  arm  chair,  the  account  of  the  last  hours  of 
Thomas  Shillitoe  was  read  to  her.  After  a  while 
she  said,  "  I  have  wondered  at  my  faith  in  prayer, 
that  I  should  have  so  much  faith  in  it  as  I  have 
but  shortly  after  added,  "  All  my  prayers,  throughout 
my  sickness,  have  been  answered." 

On  the  morning  of  her  decease,  having  passed  a 
restless  night,  and  her  breathing  much  shorter  than 
it  had  been  before,  she  inquired  of  her  father,  "/s  this 
death?'''  On  being  told  that  it  was  thought  not  im- 
mediate, but  that  she  would  probably  not  live  the 
day  out,  she  replied,  "  I  hope  I  shall  not." 
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Her  entire  illness  was  marked  by  patience,  no 
murmur  or  complaint  at  any  time  being  heard  trom 
her.  The  close  was  quiet  and  composed,  gently  de- 
parting, as  one  falling  asleep.

His  daily  life  evidenced  his  concern  to  walk  with 
Jesus ;  yet  his  hope  of  salvation  rested  on  no  work  of 
his  own,  but  on  the  merits  and  mercy  of  a  once  cru- 
cified and  now  risen  Lord. 

He  was  suddenly  taken  ill  with  an  attack  of  bilious 
pneumonia,  at  the  house  of  a  nephew  in  Utica,  on  his 
return  from  Philadelphia,  where  he  had  witnessed 
the  last  moments  and  peaceful  departure  of  his  father- 
in-law,  F.  Ogborn.  He  was  often  engaged  in  prayer, 
and  appeared  from  the  first  to  be  impressed  with  the 
belief  that  he  should  not  recover.  His  wife,  not  par- 
ticipating in  these  feelings,  or  trying  to  chase  away 
fear  with  hope,  spoke  to  him  from  time  to  time  of 
such  and  such  things  being  done  when  they  reached 
home;  but  in  this  planning  he  could  not  join,  and 
taking  her  hand  in  his,  would  cautiously  speak  from 
liis  full  heart  of  the  prospect  of  his  being  taken  from 
her.

Yet  amid  all  his  cares  and  labors,  he  was 
favored,  through  the  love  of  his  Heavenly  Father,  to 
increase  in  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  in  patience,  humi- 
lity, meekness,  and  gentleness.    During  a  time  of  pe- 
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culiar  trial,  when  tlie  way  before  hi  in  seemed  unusu- 
ally difficult,  he  said  to  his  oldest  sod,  "  I  have  been 
held  above  all  the  storms  that  have  been  as  yet  per- 
mitted to  blow,  so  that  my  head  has  not  gone  down, 
and  I  believe  that  this  one  will  pass  by  also." 

For  thirty  years  he  was  a  useful  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  firmly  attached  to  its  principles, 
and  laboring  for  its  welfare  as  far  as  ability  was 
given.  Being  of  a  quiet,  unobtrusive  disposition, 
calm  and  deliberate  in  all  his  movements,  and  above 
all  sincerely  desirous  of  serving  his  Divine  Master,  his 
example  and  wholesome  precepts  influenced  many  for 
good.  Yet  while  thus  devoted  to  his  own  Society,  he 
earnestly  sympathized  with  all,  of  whatever  deno- 
mination of  mind,  who  manifested  by  their  fruits  that 
they  were  Christians.  One  evening,  a  few  weeks 
before  his  death^  after  lying  quiet  for  some  time,  he 
said,  What  are  sectarian  distinctions  to  me  now? 
Fear  God,  .and  keep  his  commandments;  for  all  that 
fear  Him  and  work  righteousness  are  accepted  of 
Him." 

During  his  last  illness,  feeling  that  his  end  drew 
near,  he  earnestly  sought  to  know  that  he  was  one  of 
the  accepted  of  the  Lord.  The  events  of  his  life 
passed  in  review  before  him,  but  no  works  that  he 
had  done  gave  him  the  required  as  urance.  He  was 
reduced  to  a  state  of  great  humility  and  self-abase- 
ment; often  speaking  of  the  purity  of  Heaven  and 
its  inhabitants,  and  contrasting  with  them  his  own 
weakness  and  imperfection.    How  could  so  p 
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crcafuro  ho,  hope  for  admittance  into  rest,  amid 
the  company  of  Patriarclis,  Prophets,  and  the  spirits 
of  just  men  made  perfect.  After  this  time  of  trial, 
however,  ho  was  permitted  to  see  tliat  it  is  "  not  by- 
works  of  rigl)teousnoss  which  we  have  done,  but 
accordinji:  to  llis  mercy  he  saved  us,"  and  that  the 
Ciraee  of  God  is  llis  own  free  gift.  In  this  assurance 
lie  was  enabled  to  find  peace  resting  in  the  arms  of  a 
merciful  Redeemer. 

llis  wife's  health  was  also  very  infirm  at  this  time, 
confining  her  often  to  her  own  room.  The  privation 
of  her  company,  and  the  anxiety  on  her  account,  and 
that  of  their  children,  were  serionsly  felt  by  him. 
On  one  occasion,  when  she  was  able  to  sit  for  a  short 
time  at  his  bedside,  he  seemed  much  affected,  ac- 
knowledging the  comfort  it  was  to  him  to  have  her 
near,  but  adding,  we  must  be  resigned  to  the  priva- 
tion ;  we  have  Eternity  to  spend  together^  and  it  will 
soon  begin. 

At  another  time,  seeing  his  wife  feeble  and  despond- 
ing, he  said  with  much  feeling,  0  Lord  be  with  us 
and  take  care  of  us,"  adding  immediately,  '-'The 
Lord's  hand  is  not  shortened  that  it  cannot  save, 
neither  His  ear  heavy  that  it  can  not  hear."  "  He  who 
has  been  with  us  all  our  lives,  will  not  leave  iis  now." 

After  passing  a  suffering  night,  seeing  his  wife 
enter  the  room,  he  held  out  his  hand  to  her  with  a 
smile,  saying  :  The  language  of  my  heart  is.  Lord 
bless  my  family."  He  seemed  unusually  filled  with 
19* 
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love  to  all,  and  told  lier  that  be  desired  for  hei%  that 
as  her  day,  ber  strength  should  be,  remarking,  that 
this  promise  was  as  sure  as  any  of  the  promises. 

During  the  last  week  of  his  life^  his  physical  suf- 
ferings were  often  great,  but  even  amidst  the  agonies 
of  the  body,  his  peaceful  trusting  faith  sustained 
him,  and  he  was  enabled  to  look  with  joyful  hope  to 
the  change  which  finally  released  him.

She  was  the  daughter  of  David  and  Phebe  Yail  of 
]^ew  Jersey,  members  of  our  religious  society,  who 
were  rightly  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  their  child- 
ren. In  early  life  she  gave  heed  to  the  "  silent 
monitor,"  and  the  religious  impressions  then  formed 
upon  her  youthful  mind,  gave  a  tone  to  her  character 
through  the  long  years  of  her  useful  life,  through 
which  there  was  an  evidence  that  she  had  been  with 
Christ,  and  felt  the  sanctifying  influence  of  redeem- 
ing love.  In  the  year  1817,  she  removed  with  her 
husband  and  family,  and  settled  within  the  limits  of 
Norwich  Monthly  Meeting,  which  meeting  she  served 
in  the  capacity  of  an  overseer  for  several  years.  To 
friends  in  the  ministry  she  was  a  sympathizer  and 
fellow-traveller,  and  many  weary  pilgrims  were 
by  her  cheered  on  their  way.

He  had  from  early  life  manifested  an  earnest  at- 
tachment to  the  principles  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
By  his  exemplary  deportment  and  conversation,  toge- 
ther with  his  meek  and  quiet  spirit^  he  had  secured 
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the  esteem  an^l  oonfiilonce,  not  onl}' of  his  fellow-pro- 
fessors, hut  also  of  the  coinmunity  in  which  he  lived. 
An  active  mind,  joined  to  a  social  disposition,  and  a 
solicitude  for  tlie  proper  training  of  the  young,  ren- 
dered him  an  efficient  laborer  in  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion, lie  sympathized  deeply  with  the  oppressed 
I^eople  of  color,  and  was  persevering  in  his  eftorts  to 
promote  their  improvement  and  comfort,  Avhile  he 
was  not  found  withholding  liis  interest  and  care  for 
the  supply  of  other  poor  with  needful  bread.  In  his 
testimony  against  slavery,  he  was  governed  by  the 
motto,  Whoso  gives  the  motive,  itiakes  his  brother's 
sin  his  own,"  and  endeavored  to  abstain  from  the 
use  of  its  products.  Having  been  useful  as  a  peace- 
maker, the  promised  blessing  to  such  failed  not  to 
him,  and  his  faith  and  trust  kept  pace  with  his  works. 
During  his  last  illness  he  was  blessed  with  great  pa- 
tience and  resignation,  desiring  release  from  all  tem- 
poral concerns ;  earnestly  seeking  retirement  for 
the  contemplation  of  the  great  plan  of  salvation 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,"  that  his  mind  might 
be  stayed  in  faith  on  that  Arm,  which  alone  can  suc- 
cor and  sustain  in  this  hour  of  solemn  proving.  At 
times,  un  ler  feelings  of  deep  Christian  humility,  he 
said  nearly  in  these  words:  "  I  am  nothing,  and  have 
nothing  to  offer  as  a  claim  for  acceptance,  but  rely- 
wholly  on  the  merits  and  mercies  of  a  crucified  and 
risen  Lord."  On  one  of  these  occasions  he  referred 
to,  and  repeated  the  language  of  Paul,  as  applicable, 
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"  ISTot  by  wo^ks  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
bnt  according  to  his  mercy  He  saveth  us."  A  sweet 
calmness  attended  him  to  the  close.
